The  Street  Commissioner,  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  Civil  Engineer,  one  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  Assistant  Civil  Engineer,  nine  hundred  dollars. 

The  Assessor,  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  Attorney,  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  Sexton  of  the  Grave  Yard,  eighty  dollars. 

The  Winder  of  the  Town  Clock,  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  Market  Master,  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  nine  thousand  and  thirty  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  pay  the  salaries  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  and 
the  Clerk  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  payment  of 
such  salaries  in  favor  of  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter,  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  charging  the 
same  to  the  account  of  "officers'  salaries  ;  "  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  expressly  pro- 
hibited from  overdrawing  the  amount  thus  appropriated  between  the  15th  day  of 
May,  1865,  and  the  15th  day  of  May,  1866,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  special 
ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  passed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
thereof. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  two  per  cent,  upon  all 
current  taxes  he  may  collect  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  15,  1866,  and  five 
per  cent,  on  all  collections  of  delinquent  taxes  made  by  him  during  the  same  fiscal 
year,  out  of  which  percentage  he  shall  pay  his  Deputy  and  Clerk  hire.  Such  per-

The  sura  of  twenty-three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  five  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  daily  com- 
pensation of  the  Lieutenant  and  Patrolmen  of  the  Police  Force  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  May  15,  1866,  including  one  thousand  dollars,  which  amount  is  sub- 
ject to  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  by  warrant  of  the  Clerk  upon  the  application 
of  the  Mayor,  and  in  favor  of  that  officer  to  pay  the  compensation  of  a  Detective 
Policeman  whom  the  Mayor  is  authorized  to  appoint,  and  in  his  discretion,  and 
keep  the  name  of  such  appointee  from  the  knowledge  of  any  one  except  of  the 
Chief  of  Police.  The  Clerk  shall  draw  his  warrants  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant 
and  members  of  the  Police  Force,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  for  services  ren- 
dered the  month  previous,  upon  the  filing  of  a  properly  certified  pay-roll  of  the 
Police  Force,  which  pay-roll  shall  be  signed  and  certified  toby  the  Chief  of  Police  ; 
and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  expressly  prohibited  from  over-drawing  the  amount  thus 
appropiiated  between  the  15th  day  or  May,  1865,  and  the  15th  day  of  May,  1866, 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  special  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  passed 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  thereof.

Sec.  8.  The  Councilmen  shall,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  15,  1866, 
receive  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  session,  regular  or  special,  of  the  Common 
Council  which  they  may  attend,  payable  quarterly,  and  the  City  Clerk  is  author- 
ized to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  payment  of  such  compensation,  ascer- 
taining the  number  of  sessions  attended  by  each  Councilman,  from  the  official  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Common  Council,  and  all  such  warrants  shall  be  charged  to  the 
account  of  "Salaries  of  Councilmen."

The  question  being  on  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  those  who  voted 
in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,   Boaz,   Brown,   Coburn, 
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Colley,  Emerson,  Fletcher,  Glazier,  Grosvenor,  Jameson,  Kappes, 
Lefever,  Loomis,  MacArthur,  Schmidt,  Seidensticker,  Staub  and 
Thompson — 18.  Noes,  none. 

So  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  ordinance  read  the  third  time. 

The  question  being  shall  the  ordinance  pass?  those  who  voted 
in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Boaz,  Brown,  Coburn, 
Colley,  Emerson,  Fletcher,  Glazier,  Grosvenor,  Jameson,  Kappes, 
Lefever,  Loomis,  MacArthur,  Schmidt,  Seidensticker,  Staub  and 
Thompson — 18.  Noes,  none. 

So  the  ordinance  passed. 

Mr.  Kappes  moved  that  the  Council  proceed  to  ballot  for  two 
Night  Patrolmen  and  one  Day  Patrolman  in  the  Police  Force,  for 
the  Second  Ward. 

Which  motion  prevailed.

So  the  appointment  was  confirmed. 

From  the  Chief  of  Police — Report : 

Indianapolis,  May  15,  1865. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fallowing  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Police  force  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  Upon  assuming  control  of  the  Police,  twenty-six  members  constituted 
the  force.     The  city  was  full  of  soldiers  and  recruits,  and  new  regiments  arriving 
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daily  to  fill  up  the  quota  for  the  one  hundred  days'  service,  then  forming.  This 
number  was  wholly  inadequate  to  guard  the  city,  and  arrest  the  numerous  petty 
thieves.  At  that  time  my  duties  called  me  to  the  field  with  the  132d  Regiment, 
and  I  left  the  force  in  charge  of  Lieut.  John  S.  Bray,  who  proved  a  vigilant  and 
capable  officer. 

Upon  my  return,  the  floating  population  was  still  larger.  At  a  rough  estimate, 
I  should  compute  the  people  in  the  city,  soldiers  and  citizens,  to  number  sixty 
thousand.  Seeing  ac  once  that  with  twenty-six  Policemen  it  was  impossible  to 
guard  a  city  covering  so  much  ground,  and  with  such  mixed,  numerous  popula- 
tion, I  applied  to  your  Honorable  Body  for  an  increase  of  force,  which  was 
promptly  granted,  giving  me  sixteen  additional  men.  With  this  force,  now  num- 
bering forty-one  men,  the  whole  poMce  duty  of  this  city  has  been  performed  for 
the  last  ten  months,  and  in  so  efficient  a  manner  as  to  bring  compliments  from  the 
Chiefs  of  Police  of  our  principal  Western  and  Eastern  cities.  In  this  connection 
I  would  state  that  upon  the  call  for  more  troops,  last  fall,  large  bounties  being 
paid  for  recruits  and  substituses,  an  influx  of  bounty  jumpers  from  New  York, 
and  other  cities,  filled  our  streets  with  scoundrels  and  thieves. 

They  came,  as  they  expressed  it,  on  a  country  excursion  There  was  a  soft 
thing  in  Indianapolis,  and  they  were  bound  to  have  the  plunder ;  but  their  joy 
was  soon  turned  to  mourning,  for  the  activity  of  the  Police,  and  the  excellent 
guard  and  detectives,  under  that  man  of  nerve,  Col.  A.  J.  Warner,  soon  broke 
their  organization,  and  placed  them  in  safe  quarters  in  the  guard  house  of  the 
Soldiers'  Home. 

Col.  Warner  says,  in  a  letter  which  I  append  to  this  report,  that  "as  an  indica- 
tion of  the  activity  and  co-operation  of  the  police  f^rce  with  the  military,  in  bring- 
ing the  guilty  to  justice  and  preserving  order,  may  be  cited  the  fact  that  since 
August  last,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  this  office,  over  two  hundred  deserters, 
bounty  jumpers,  and  other  military  offenders  have  been  arrested  by  members  of 
the  police  force,  and  turned  over  to  the  Post  Provost  Marshal.  Many  of  these 
offenders,  arrested  as  bounty  jumpers  and  deserters,  were  really  professional 
thieves,  cutthroats,  and  pickpockets,  who,  while  they  came  here  to  enlist  for  boun- 
ties, intending  to  desert,  also  plied  their  regular  vocations  whenever  an  opportu- 
nity offered." 

When  the  population  of  the  city  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  extent  of 
ground  covered,  the  numerous  railways  affording  an  easy  means  of  escape  for 
criminals,  and  the  fact  stated  that  there  has  been  no  bank  robberies,  no  heavy 
robberies  of  any  kind,  the  efficiency  of  the  police  will  be  acknowledged. 

Below  will  be  found  the  number  of  arrests,  and  for  what  offenses,  for  the  past 
year: 

Murder  4;  assault  with  intent  to  kill  10;  grand  larceny  85;  petit  larceny  10 J 
malicious  trespass  5;  keeping  houses  of  ill  fame  41;  occupying  houses  of  ill  fame 
162;  visiting  houses  of  ill  fame  20;  public  indecency  11;  exhibiting  obscene  pic- 
tures 2;  Intoxication  1,749;  prostitution  165;  associating  with  prostitutes  36; 
assault  and  battery  126;  disturbing  the  peace  116;  carrying  concealed  weapons  70; 
gambling  5;  exhibiting  shows  without  license  53;  riotous  conduct  2;  unlawful 
assemblages  20;  violation  of  liquor  law  2 ;  committing  nuisances  9;  violation  of 
cemetery  ordinance  4;  running  vehicles  without  license  32;  hitching  to  lamp 
posts  9;  hitching  to  shade  trees  30;  feeding  horses  on  streets,  and  snow  ordinance 
55 ;  violation  of  market  ordinance  3  ;  obstructing  sidewalks,  streets  and  alleys  166  ; 
violation  of  Sunday  ordinance  21;  driving  on  sidewalks  48;  building  without 
permits  5;  fast  riding  and  driving  on  streets  26;  shooting  in  the  streets  15;  public 
bathing  8;  violation  of  dog  ordinance  46;  leaving  teams  unhitched  54;  violation 
of  fish  ordinance  3;  violation  of  wood  ordinance  1 ;  running  locomotives  too  fast 
1.     Total  3,231. 

These  are  arrests  exclusively  made  by  the  police.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
arrests  for  intoxication  reach  the  enormous  number  of  1,749.  We  can  trace  to 
this  intoxication  the  numerous  crimes  enumerated  in  the  above  list. 

We  have  for  assault  and  battery  125,  and  disturbing  the  peace  116,  almost  di- 
rectly attributable  to  intoxication ;  but  it  will  be  noticed  that  but  five  have  been 
arrested  for  gambling.  Many  people  ask,  "  Why  is  it  that  no  more  arrests  are 
made  for  gambling?'  It  is  simply  from  the  fact  that  positive  proof  is  required 
by  the  law  that  money  is  bet,  lost,"  or  won,  and  from  the  fact  of  gamblers  having 
"  counters  ;'  to  represent  money,  and  knowing  the  police,  the  proof  can  rarely 
be  made. 
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These  "counters"  are  ivory  chips,  of  no  specific  value.  Most  of  the  gambling 
done  in  the  city  is  what  is  called  "  bucking  against  the  tiger,"  that  is  playing 
against  Faro  Bank.  Now,  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  a  police  force 
of  forty-one  men  have,  during  the  last  twelve  months,  made  three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty-one  arrests,  it  is  enough  to  establish  the  officiency  of  the  police, 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  command. 

They  have  done  everything  I  could  reasonably  have  expected.  They  have  been 
upright,  honest  men,  vigilant  in  their  duty,  enduring  hardships  and  privations, 
sacrificing  their  health  for  the  public  welfare,  and  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  com- 
munity. 

In  addition,  I  would  state  that  over  eighty  deserters  have  been  arrested  by  the 
police  and  placed  in  custody  of  Capt.  David  Braden,  District  Provost  Marshal,  be- 
sides a  number  of  United  States  prisoners,  which  I  have  no  list  of,  have  been 
handed  over  to  the  late  United  States  Marshal,  Garland  D.  Rose. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  tender  my  thanks  to  his  Honor,  Mayor  John 
Caven,  and  your  Honorable  Body,  for  the  cordial  co-operation  and  facilities  you 
have  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of  duties  necessary  as  they  are  responsible 
and  laborious.

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REPORTED   REMARKS— INTRODUCING:  THE  FOREGOING 
RESOLUTION. 

Alderman  Vance  said — Mr.  Mayor,  I  find  that  this  resolution  is  objected  to 
by  one  member,  and  for  the  purpose  of  allaying,  if  possible,  his  objection,  I  will 
add  some  observations  to  a  motion  that  should  pass  without  a  word.  It  may,  by 
that  gentleman,  be  considered  an  extraordinary  motion,  but  this  is  an  extraordi- 
nary occasion.  A  melancholy  death  has  occurred  amongst  us.  We  are  but  a  part 
of  the  one  great  universe,  and  he  to  whom  it  refers  was  of  that  order  of  mortals 
that  belongs  not  to  any  country  or  nationality,  but  to  the  world.  In  our  chapels, 
churches,  and  cathedrals,  the  theme  is  to  be  dealt  with.  But  here,  sir,  I  consider 
in  this,  the  civic  council  chamber  of  the  first  city  in  Upper  Canada,  first  in  morals, 
arts,  and  education,  may  we,  the  representatives  of  the  citizens,  claim  the  privi- 
lege for  them  of  recording  their  sympathy  with  the  nation,  and  the  friends,  not  of 
the  President  alone,  but  of  the  man — the  late  Abraham  Lincoln.  On  him  "Trea- 
son has  done  its  worst."  Civil  strife  and  hostile  hate  must  bend  submissive  to 
Heaven-born  sympathy,  and  the  world's  big  heart  responsive  beat  in  melancholy 
slow  pulsations.  One  of  earth's  strange  vicissitudes  swept  by,  and  he  who  yester- 
day stood,  midst  the  foremost  of  earth's  powers,  lives  only  as  a  spiritual  influence 
amongst  his  kind.  Not  "all  saint,  sage,  or  sophist  ever  writ  '  could  backward  roll 
the  past  of  yesterday,  or  place  that  nation  in  its  then  condition.  Of  course  I  do 
not  here  intend  a  eulogy  on  his  character,  or  aught  but  passing  reference  to  his 
labor-fraught  career.  There  are  those  who  do  not  sympathise  with  all  his  acts, 
but  even  they  must  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  their  own  countrymen  so  high  above 
his  fellows.  So  great  in  council,  so  capacious  in  mind,  so  tenacious  of  the  right, 
so  benevolent  of  purpose,  and  so  singular^  fitted  for  the  crisis  of  events.  One 
act  alone  of  his,  the  liberation  of  a  race,  endears  him  to  humanity,  and  humanity 
must  mourn  his  premature  and  violent  removal.  There  are  those,  the  interested 
few,  who  question  and  dispute  his  policy  in  this.  And  some  are  found  who  preach 
God's  word  against  his  right.  But  out  upon  such  Christianity !  All  Christen- 
dom, \>y  a  large  majority,  repudiates  the  faith  that  tramples  on  and  traffics  in  our 
fellow  man,  or  would  gainsay  his  right  to  liberty  and  freedom.  Humanity  ap- 
proves the  emancipation  fiat  of  the  President,  and  looks  fondly  forward  to  its 
speedy  consummation.  Sir,  did  the  melancholy  of  the  occasion  permit  us  to  spec- 
ulate upon  its  results  toward  ourselves,  there  might  be  found  much  cause  for  mer- 
cenary grief.  But,  ourselves  aside!  Looking,  as  a  great  Christian  people,  to  the 
effect  upon  the  nation  that  he  ruled — its  torn,  dismembered,  shattered  state — the 
hope  late  rising  of  its  reconstruction — his  kind,  benevolent  disposition — viewing 
with  happy  admixture  of  beneficence  and  austerity  the  divided  family  over  which 
he  stood  as  father — tempering  his  acts  of  justice  with  that  mercy  which,  if  earthly 
power  could  reconcile  the  feud,  and  out  of  discord  tune  a  harmony,  bade  fair  for 
its  accomplishment.  Looking,  I  say,  to  this,  the  world  must  feel  and  must  deplore 
the  rash,  the  impious  act  against  his  life.  No  one,  sir,  can  deny  his  greatness  as  a 
man;  destiny  pointed  to  him. 

There  is  a  Divinity  that  shapes  our  ends, 
Hough  hew  them  how  we  will. 

And  a  nation,  that  great  nation,  "Saxon-blooded,"  rich  in  means,  in  intellect,  in 
men,  with  heaven-lent  prescience  for  the  occasion,  sought  him  out  and  called  him 
from  his  western  home,  albeit  from  low  position  !  But  no  matter  what  his  origin, 
his  name  ranks  now  amongst  the  hallowed  galaxy  of  earth.  History  has  written 
with  a  pen  of  light  his  name  upon  the  nineteenth  century,  and  must  turn  far  back 
upon  the  scroll  ere  she  can  point  a  peer.  Yes,  sir,  when  many  shall  have  faded 
from  that  scroll,  and  sombre  shadows  of  the  past  have  draped  the  fancied  immor- 
tality of  others,  America — happy,  proud  America. — from  tongues  of  millions  yet 
to  be,  will  solemnly  articulate  in  praise  the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Slavery, 
wherever  it  may  find  a  temporary  lodgment,  will  tremble  at  the  talisman ic  sylla- 
bles, and  slaves  and  bondmen  cheer  their  "souls  with  hope  that  his  example  may 
inspire  some  future  liberator  of  another  land.  A  nation  weeps,  sir,  and  we  all 
deplore  the  melancholy  cause.  One  of  the  world's  few  noblemen  has  passed  away, 
his  labor  not  quite  ended.  But  his  spirit  walks  smongst  his  people  now,  and  will 
move  down  the  ages  of  hereafter'  another  light  in  their  bright  firmament  to  arrest 
the  attention  of  the  outside  world.  Following  in  his  steps  his  people  must  suc- 
ceed to  what  he  would  have  led  them,  and  in  the  happier  future  they  may 

"toll  thy  doom  without  a  sigh, 

For  thou  art  Freedom's  now  and  Fame's ; 
One  of  the  few,  the  immortal  names, 
That  were  not  born  to  die." 
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Which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  was  received  and  ordered  to 
be  spread  upon  the  minutes ;  and  the  Mayor  directed  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  the  same.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  first  business  in  order 
was  the  consideration  of  the  Hack  Ordinance. 

By  Mr.  Seidensticker,  from  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordi- 
nances : 

Indianapolis,  May  29,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  to  whom  the  Ordinance 
for  the  regulation  of  hacks,  etc.,  was  referred,  report  the  same  back  amended  in 
conformity  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Council.  We  also  report  an  amendment  of 
the  6th  section. 

AD.  SEIDENSTICKER,  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Emerson,  the  amendments  offered  by  the  Com- 
mittee On  Revision  of  Ordinances  were  adopted. 
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The  ordinance  was  then  read,  as  amended,  the  third  time,  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

An  Ordinance  amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "  An 
Ordinance  to  establish  public  stands  for  licensed  public  hacks,  carriages,  express 
■wagons,  or  other  vehicles  kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passen- 
gers, freight,  or  other  articles,  to  and  from  points  within  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, for  pay  and  hire,  and  to  regulate  the  licensing  of  such  vehicles,  and  the 
amount  to  be  charged  by  the  owners  thereof  for  transporting  passengers  and 
their  baggage,  and  prohibiting  minors  from  driving  any  such  vehicle,  unless 
specially  permitted;"  passed  August  31st,  1863. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  section  1st  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  licensed  public  hack, 
carriage,  express  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  transport- 
ing passengers,  freight,  or  other  articles,  to  or  from  any  point  within  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  for  hire  or  pay,  to  stand  the  same  on  any  part  of  Washington  street, 
nor  upon  such  portions  of  any  other  street  or  avenue  lying  within  forty  feet  of  the 
corner  of  any  street  or  avenue,  or  within  twenty  feet  of  the  corner  of  any  alley;  nor 
shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  owner  of  such  vehicle  to  stand  the  same  at  any  point  on 
any  street  or  avenue  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  curbing  of 
any  sidewalk  than  twelve  feet:  Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  person  while  temporarily  discharging  passengers,  freight,  or  other  articles, 
at  places  on  any  street  or  avenue  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  licensed  public  back,  car- 
riage, or  other  vehicle,  kept  or  used  for  transporting  passengers,  for  hire  or  pay,  to 
and  from  any  point  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  stand  the  same  on  any 
street,  avenue,  or  alley  within  said  city,  except  on  the  west  side  of  Alabama  and 
Tennessee  streets,  and  on  the  inner  side  of  Circle  street:  And  further,  that  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  licensed  express  wagon  or  other  vehi- 
cle, kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  freight,  or  other  articles,  to  or 
from  ai^  point  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  hire  or  pay,  to  stand  the  same 
on  any  street  or  avenue  in  a  greater  number  than  two  sueh  vehicles  to  each  half 
square  or  block,  on  either  side  of  the  street;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  the  owner 
or  driver  of  any  such  vehicle  to  stand  the  same  at  any  point  on  any  street  or  ave- 
nue at  a  greater  distance  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  curbing  of  any  sidewalk  than 
twelve  feet:  Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
while  temporarily  receiving  or  discharging  passengers,  freight,  or  other  articles, 
at  places  on  any  street  or  avenue  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.     That  section  6  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  drive  or  control  any 
public  hack,  carriage,  express  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  used  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  passengers  to  and  from  points  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  unless 
he  shall  have  obtained  written  permission  to  do  so  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  permission  the  said  Mayor  may  at  any  time  revoke;  and  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  shall  drive  or  control,  or  attempt  to 
drive  or  control  any  public  hack,  carriage,  express  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  used  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  as  aforesaid,  without  having  obtained  such  per- 
mission to  do  so  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  be  fined  therefor 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Be  amended  so  as  to  read: 

That  no  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  drive  or  control  any 
public  hack,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle  used  for  transporting  passengers  to  and 
from  points  within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  under  any  circumstances ;  and  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  drive  or  control,  or  attempt 
to  drive  or  control,  any  public  hack,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing .fifty  dollars.

Sec.  3.  That  Section  13  of  the  above  entitled  Ordinadce,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit" 

Sec.  13.  It  snail  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  every  vehicle  kept  for  the  public 
hire,  to  remain  near  enough  to  his  vehicle  while  the  same  is  standing  on  any  street 
or  alley,  to  control  the  horses  attached  thereto,  and  any  driver  who  shall  be  con- 
victed before  the  Mayor  of  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  every  vehicle  kept  for  public 
Vire  to  remain  within  ten  feet  of  his  vehicle  while  the  sin.e  is  standing  on  any 
-street  or  avenue,  except  when  in  the  act  of  opening  or  closing  the  doors  of  such 
vehicle,  when  receiving  or  discharging  passengers,  or  while  receiving  or  discharg- 
ing express  freight  or  baggage,  und  any  driver  who  shall  be  convicted  before  the 
Mayor  of  violating  any  provision  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
•dolfars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  any  hack  or  other  licensed  vehicle  shall  stand  on  any  street  or 
■avenue,  in  front  of  any  business  house,  store-room  or  dwelling,  the  owner  or  dri- 
ver thereof  shall  move  the  same  away  at  any  time  that  it  may  be  necessary  for 
any  wagon  or  dray  to  approach  to  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk  to  receive  or  deliver 
goods,  and  any  owner  or  driver  who  shall  fail  to  so  move  away  his  vehicle  from  in 
front  of  any  business  house  or  store-room,  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  owner 
or  occupatit  of  any  such  business  house  or  store-room,  shall,  upon  conviction 
(before  the  Mayor,  for  every  such  offence  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publi- 
cation for  two  successive  weeks  in  the  Weekly  Indiana  State  Journal,  and  the  said 
ordinance  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Daily 
Journal:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
•any  action  now  pending,  or  any  right  of  action  now  existing  in  favor  of  said  city.

Indianapolis,  May  13,  1865. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  some  sixteen  years  ago,  a 
company,  known  as  The  Central  Plank  Koad  Company,  together  with  other  poi- 
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tions  of  the  old  National  Road,  graded  and  planked  that  portion  of  Washington 
street  east  of  Noble  street,  to  the  Corporation  line,  and  continued  to  own  and  col- 
lect toll  upon  it  until  last  October,  when,  with  other  portions  of  said  road,  it  was 
declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana  to  be  "inconvenient  for  public  travel 
and  the  right  of  said  company  was  declared  forfeited.  That  portion  of  the  road 
east  of  the  Corporation  line  reverted  to  the  county,  and  was  by  them  granted  to 
another  company,  known  as  the  Indianapolis  and  Cumberland  Gravel  Road  Corn- 
pan  v.     By  analogy,  we  suppose  the  portion  within  the  city  reverted  to  the  city. 

Your  petitioners  would  further  represent  that  said  portion  is  not  only  inconve- 
nient for  public  travel,  but  absolutely  dangerous.  We  think  it  no  exaggeration  to 
represent  that  for  nearly  two  years  the  number  of  wagons  and  other  vehicles 
broken  there  would  average  more  than  one  a  week.  But  if  not  half  this  number 
Siave  suffered,  it  is  notorious  that  the  street  is  in  a  condition  which  is  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest,  and  a  disgrace  to  the  parties  who  are  responsible  for  its 
improvement.  „    ,     _         ...         .   ,  , 

It  must  certainly  be  that  few,  if  any,  of  the  members  of  the  Council  have  lately 
seen  the  street,  or  it  would  not  have  been  so  long  left  in  its  impassible  and  danger- 
ous condition,   while  less  important  streets  are  kept  in  good  order. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  that  this  street  be  so  far  improved  as  to  make  ingress 
to  the  city  by  that  road  at  least  equally  safe  and  convenient  with  other  roads  to  the 
city.  We  would  uige  this,  not  only  on  the  ground  of  sound  public  policy,  but  as 
a  measure  of  common  humanity  also. 

If,  for  any  cause,  the  city,  or  the  parties  responsible,  should  not  be  prepared  to 
make  a  permanent  improvement,  we  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  if  the  street 
were  graded  the  old  planks  taken  up,  and  even  six  inches  of  gravel  put  upon  it. 
the  present  dangerous  and  disgraceful  condition  would  be  so  remedied  as  to  answer 
a  tolerable  purpose  for  several  years,  by  but  very  little  subsequent  attention  or 
expense.  The  cost  of  this  grading^nd  temporary  graveling  would  be  but  a  trifle, 
and  the  property  owners  have  no  right  to  object,  seeing  that  they  never  have  been 
taxed  for  the  improvement  of  the  street,  except  the  sidewalks.  But  even  if  they 
had,  there  is  no  law  or  custom,  human  or  divine,  that  will  justify  the  maintenance 
•of  such  a  dangerous  nuisance  in  a  live  and  wealthy  city.

We  therefore  ask  your  honorable 
body  to  grant  the  right  of  way  over  and  through  the  following  named  streets, 
to-wit:  Beginning  upon  Louisiana  street,  opposite  the  east  end  of  the  Terre 
Haute  Freight  Depot;  thence  west  with  said  street  to  West  street;  thence  north 
with  said  street  to  Maryland  street;  thence  west  with  said  street  to  White  River; 
and  for  such  other  donations  and  right  of  way  as  you  may  see  proper  to  grant  or 
secure  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.

He  has  prepared  the  repairs  of  the  culvert  on  East  near  South  street,  so  that  the 
masonry  work  can  be  made.  He  has  filled  up  the  crossings  on  several  culverts  on 
New  Jersey  street  and  Virginia  Avenue. 

He  is  now  engaged  in  repairing  holes  in  the  bouldered  streets,  and  also  in  taking 
out  the  masonry  and  obstructions  of  the  culverts  under  the  Washington  street

An  Ordinance  to  restrain  persons  from  soliciting  patronage,  offering  for  sale 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  in  and  about  certain  places  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis? 
That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  solicit  patronage,  otter  for  sale  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  or  attempt  t>  induce  customers  to  visit  places  of  business, 
or  proclaim  the  merits  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  upon  the  streets,  alleys, 
parks  or  commons  of  said  city;  or  in  and  about  any  public  office,  Government 
office,  or  station  of  any  description  whatever.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  iifty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  employing  another  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  patronage-,, 
attempting  to  secure  customers,  proclaiming  the  merits  of  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise, in  and  about  the  places,  or  either  of  them,  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Police,  after  due  consideration  and  reflec- 
tion, would  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  appointment  of  one  additional 
Lieutenant  of  Police,  one  additional  day  Policeman,  and  eight  night  Policemen, 
and  believe  the  same  to  be  badly  needed  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  our 
city  at  the  present  time.

the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  of  each  year,  and  sections  2  and  9  contemplates  the 
existence  of  a  substitute  or  deputy,  without  specifying  the  mode  of  appointment. 

The  Committee  are  informed  that  Jacob  J.  Pushing,  Esq.,  was  regularly  appointed 
in  May,  1862  and  has  ever  since  been  retained  by  the  Union  Depot  in  this  capa- 
city, but  there  has  not  been  any  confirmation  by  the  Council  since  1862. 

The  ordinance  of  1859  nor  that  of  1863  neither  provide  for  his  continuance 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  as  is  usually  provided  for.  The  question  whether 
he  so  continues  to  legally  hold  over,  the  Committee  have  referred  to  the  City 
Attorney,  who  will  report  his  opinion. 

In  1863,  this  Council  elected  Jesse  M.  Vanblaricum  Depot  Marshal,  but  the 
Depot  Company  refused  to  employ  him,  and  the  matter  dropped.

Your  petitioners  state  that  they  own  for  themselves  (or  in  trust)  lots,  or 
lots  and  improvements,  adjoining  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  east 
end  of  McCarty  street,  the  improvement  of  which  portion  of  said  street  your 
petitioners  understand  is  now  under  consideration.  The  health  and  advance- 
ment of  that  part  of  the  city  will  depend  much  upon  cheap  and  thorough 
drainage.     It  is  understood  there  are  three  plans  under  consideration. 

First.  An  under-drain,  running  from  Virginia  Avenue,  west,  at  a  cost  of 
perhaps  thirty  thousand  dollars ;  a  sum  which  your  petitioners  esteem  too 
large  to  be  incurred,  if  it  can  be  avoided. 

Second.  An  even  grade  from  East  street  to  Virginia  Avenue,  which  would 
have  the  effect  of  draining  the  low  grounds  on  the  south  of  McCarty  street. 

Third  A  surface  drain  north,  through  Greer  or  Watters  street,  into  the 
natural  drain  which  runs  through  out-lot  101,  and  which  now  also  drains  the 
Fletcher  Addition. 

Your  petitioners  believe  this  third  plan  to  be  the  best.  It  would  involve, 
as  they  suppose,  a  cut  at  the  deepest  points  of  about  three  feet,  and  would 
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run  through  streets  and  alleys  already  laid  out,  adding  to  the  value  of  lots 
thus  left  above  the  grade,  and  enabling  the  low  ground  on  the  south  of  Mc-

1.  The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Stumph  for  grading  and  bouldering 
the  National  Road  and  Washington  street,  between  the  first  alley  west  of 
West  street  and  the  west  side  of  Blake  street. 

2.  The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Stumph  to  grade,  pave,  and  curb  the 
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sidewalk  on  the  south-east  side  of  Kentucky  Avenue,  between  Washington 
and  Maryland  streets. 

3.  The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Stumph  for  grading,  paving,  and  grav- 
eling the  sidewalks  on  Massachusetts  Avenue,  between  Pennsylvania  and 
New  Jersey  streets. 

4.  The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Stumph  for  grading  and  paving  the 
sidewalk,  and  curbing  the  outside  edge  of  the  sidewalk  of  New  York  street, 
between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  street,  with  Flat  Rock  stone. 

5.  The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Stumph  for  grading,  paving,  and  curb- 
ing the  sidewalks  of  Ohio  street,  between  Pennsylvania  and  Tennessee 
streets.

7.  The  contract  and  bond  of  Daniel  Mahoney  for  grading  and  graveling 
Fort  Wayne  Avenue  and  sidewalks,  between  Alabama  street  and  corporation 
line,  north. 

8.  The  contract  and  bond  of  Daniel  Mahoney  for  grading  and  graveling 
Fort  Wayne  Avenue  and  sidewalks,  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets. 

9.  Various  proposals  for  building  cisterns  at  the  following  points: 

One  at  the  corner  of  Georgia  and  Cady  streets,  to  hold  600  barrels. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Noble  and  Michigan  streets,  to  hold  600  barrels. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Bluff  road  and  Ray  streets,  to  hold  600  barrels. 
One  on  Illinois  street,  near  Louisiana  street,  to  hold  700  barrels. 

10.  The  Civil  Engineer  would  state  that  the  length  of  the  sewer  proposed 
to  be  built  on  Market  street,  between  Pogue's  Run  and  corporation  line,  is 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  feet.

believe  permission  was  granted  to  Mr.  Vinton  to  put  down  the  crossing,  not  I 
with  the  understanding,  however,  that  the  city  would  pay  the  expense.

Gentlemen: — I  would  respectfully  report  that  the  statement  made  in  Mr. 
Woods'  report,  as  to  my  failing  to  get  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  therefore  some  work  was  omitted  to  be  advertised,  is  incorrect.  I 
got  a  copy  of  those  ordinances,  but  there  was  no  time  specified  when  they 
were  to  be  advertised.  Mr.  Wood  told  me  they  had  to  be  advertised,  so  the 
bids  came  in  on  the  5th  of  June;  this  advertisement  has  been  neglected,  not 
by  me,  but  by  those  who  should  have  done  it  since  I  ceased  to  act  as  Assist- 
ant Engineer,  namely,  the  second  Tuesday  in  May.

I  hope  you  will  bear  with  me  to  correct  an  error  in  Mr.  Richmond's  report 
concerning  the  leakage  of  some  of  the  cisterns  I  built,  that  I  tried  for  a  year 
to  get  him  to  fill  with  water ;  but  he  said  it  was  no  use,  they  would  leak ;  so 
last  fall  I  managed  to  fill  one  of  them  myself.  It  has  stood  full  to  the  iron 
ever  since,  and  is  now.  He  refuses  to  recommend  an  estimate  on  it.  That 
is  the  one  on  East  and  McCarty  streets.  There  is  two  others  that  are  not 
full  now,  one  on  Illinois,  and  one  on  North  and  Blackford  streets.  The  one 
on  North  and  Blackford  did  hold  within  twenty-two  inches  of  the  iron  till 
the  freeze  last  winter.  The  arch  being  bare  about  two  feet,  and  wagons  run- 
ning over,  have  jarred  it,  so  the  water  has  settled  some.  The  one  on  Illinois 
street  the  water  has  settled  near  or  about  five  feet.  I  think  it  is  owing  to  the 
jar  of  the  Street  railroad  timbers  resting  on  the  brick  work.  There  is  no 
cracks  in  either  of  them.  They  may  need  a  small  amount  of  plastering  near 
the  top  of  the  arch,  which  I  propose  to  do  at  any  time  the  water  can  be 
thrown  out  of  them.  I  have  paid  out  about  $500  more  in  cash  than  my  con- 
tract will  be  in  city  orders.

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By  Mr.  Kappes,  from  the  Committee  on  Accounts : 

Indianapolis,  June  14,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Accounts,  beg  leave  to  make  the  follow^ 
ing  report  in  reference  to  the  system  of  accounts  of  the   city : 

1.  From  our  own  short  experience,  and  from  all  we  have  learned  of  former 
practice,  we  find  that  it  has  been  customary,  heretofore,  for  every  officer  and 
for  every  person  employed  by  the  city,  in  Whatever  capacity,  to  contract  debts 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  whenever  in  his  individual  judgment,  any  expenditure 
was  necessary  for  carrying  on  his  official  business.  These  accounts  have  been 
subsequently  presented,  and  generally  allowed  without  question.  Your  Com- 
mittee respectfully  represents  that  this  system  is  wrong  in  every  business 
aspect,  and  that  it  leads  almost  necessarily  to  extravagance  and  corruption. 

Under  this  system,  the  only  safeguard  of  the  city  against  extravagance 
and  useless  expense,  consists  in  the  personal  honesty,  business  capacity  and 
strict  vigilance  of  the  city  officials  and  employees  who  contract  these  bills. 
Whether  the  city  is  compelled  to  pay  unreasonable  prices,  or  whether  use- 
less articles,  only  necessary,  perhaps,  for  personal  comfort,  are  purchased  on 
the  credit  of  the  city,  is  left  to  the  sole  discretion  of  each  officer  and 
employee  so  purchasing.  It  is  natural  that  under  this  system  the  question 
of  economy  in  prices  and  purchases,  should  be,  as  a  general  thing,  entirely 
disregarded.  We  suggest  that  this  entire  system  ought  to  be  changed.  The. 
city,  through  some  person,  properly  authorized,  should  make  purchase  of  all 
articles  necessary  for  its  officers  and. employees,  and  this  should  be  done  at 
the  best  possible  advantage,  and  with  the  least  possible  expense  to  the  city. 
No  City  Officer  and  employee  should  be  allowed  to  make  any  purchases  upon 
his  own  responsibility.  For  the  articles  necessary  in  his  official  employment, 
each  officer  and  employee  of  the  city,  should  make  a  formal  requisition  upon 
the  properly  constituted  authorities,  whereupon  such  articles  should  be 
immediately  furnished  to  him  if  really  necessary — and  with  each  officer,  and 
with  the  persons  of  whom  purchases  are  made,  accounts  ought  to  be  opened 
and  strictly  kept. 

2.  At  present,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  expending  every  year  from  $125,000 
to  $150,000,  does  not  keep  a  single  book  except  the  order  book,  in  which  the 
orders,  drawn  on  the  Treasury,  are  registered  and  receipted  for.  If,  there- 
fore, any  person  is  indebted  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  there  is  no  means  of 
knowing  the  same  from  any  books  kept  by  the  city.  No  officer  or  employee 
of  the  city,  has  any  accounts  in  any  books  of  the  city,  showing  what  amount 
he  has  received,  or  to  how  much  credit  he  is  entitled.  If  the  city  is  indebted 
to  any  individual,  this  can  only  be  ascertained  when  the  bill  for  such  indebt- 
edness is  presented.  If  such  bill  be  lost,  all  knowledge  of  the  indebtedness 
is  lost,  unless  perchance  a  copy  of  the  same  be  again  presented.  Should  any 
bill  be  twice  or  three  times  presented,  no  book  of  the  city  would  ever  be  able 
to  discover  the  fraud  If  any  officer  or  employee  should  retain  funds  of  the 
city  in  his  hands,  we  have  at  present,  no  means  of  detecting  the  wrong 
doing.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  an  officer  has  just  claims  against  the  city,  such 
fact  can  only  be  ascertained  by  making  demand  for  payment.  No  settlement 
with  any  officer  or  dealer  with  the  city  can  be  found  anywhere,  except  on  the 
private  books  of  such  officers  and  dealers  themselves. 

Thus  the  city  is  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  those  with  whom  its  business  is 
transacted,  and  while  we  do  not  by  any  means  design  to  cast  any  reflections 
upon  the  personal  integrity  of  officers  and  dealers  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
city,  we  insist  that  the  city  certainly  ought  to  adopt  a  regular  system  of  book 
keeping  in  transacting  its  busines.  By  this  means  only,  a  proper  supervision 
can  be  exercised  by  your  Committee.  In  short,  we  must  have  a  City  Auditor 
or  some  person  appointed  to  do  the  auditing.  The  auditing  system  adopted 
by  our  State  and  County  Government,  is  exactly  suited  to  the  purpose,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  same  shall  be  adopted  by  our  city. 

Theso  considerations  we  submit  to  the  decision  of  the  Council,  hoping  they 
will  meet  with  approval.     Your  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  conviction 
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that  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  city,  the  strictest  economy  is 
necessary,  and  that  only  by  carrying  out  the  above  suggestions,  a  proper  system 
of  retrenchment  and  economy  can  be  devised.  If  the  Council  coincide  with 
our  opinion,  ordinances  embodying  these  suggestions  should  be  reported 
and  adopted  at  once.

Indianapolis,  June  14,  1865. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Mr.  President  : — The  Committee  on  Bridges  would  recommend  that  the 
bridge  on  Pennsylvania  street,  over  Pogue's  Run,  be  covered,  as  ordered 
nearly  a  year  since,  the  whole  width  of  said  street.  Said  improvement,  when 
ordered,  was  estimated  to  cost  from  six  to  seven  hundred  dollars,  but  will 
cost  some  less  now,  as  lumber  can  be  obtained  for  a  less  price  now  than  what 
it  could  then.  This  improvement  is  very  much  needed  for  the  protection  of 
the  life  and  property  ot  our  citizens. 

The  bridge  on  West  Washington  street  was  ordered  at  the  same  time,  and 
to  be  covered  the  whole  width  of  the  street,  and  has  never  been  done  for 
want  of  stringers.  This  bridge  is  also  much  needed  by  the  public,  as  there 
is  a  heavy  amount  of  heavy  teaming  done  on  that  portion  of  Washington 
street,  and  one  team  often  has  to  wait  for  another  on  account  of  the  railroad 
track  and  the  narrowness  of  the  bridge.  This  improvement  was  estimated 
to  cost  four  hundred  dollars. 

If  Market  street  bridge  does  not  have  the  doctor  soon,  it  will,  together 
with  some  man's  team,  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  Canal.  This  bridge  wants  a 
bent,  and  raised  about  fifteen  inches  at  the  east  end,  and  the  center  planked 
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with  new  plank;  then  use  the  old  plank  for  each  side.     The  expense  of  this 
improvement  will  he  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  foot  bridges  on  West  street,  over  the  Canal,  can  be  repaired  for  fifty- 
dollars,  if  attended  to  soon. 

North  street  bridge,  over  the  Canal,  is  also  in  a  dying  condition,  and  unless 
attended  to  soon  we'll  have  another  horse  bill  to  pay  for.  This  bridge  wants 
two  new  abutments,  and  raised  at  each  end,  and  cut  down  seven  feet  in 
length  off  of  the  west  end,  and  covered  with  new  plank.  The  stringers  may 
last  a  few  years  longer.  The  expense  of  this  bridge  will  be  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  There  are  several  other  bridges  that  need  some 
repairs  also.  Your  committee  know  of  no  better  plan  than  to  order  the 
Street  Commissioner  to  proceed  at  once  to  repair  said  bridges,  and  would 
recommend  that  he  do  so.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  Hackmen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  res- 
pectfully petition  your  honorable  body  to  so  amend  the  ordinance  requiring  us  to 
stand  our  teams  only  on  the  west  side  of  Alabama  and  Tennessee  streets,  so  as  to 
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allow  us  the  same  privileges  granted  to  Expressmen  and  Draymen  ;  that  is,  to  per- 
mit us  to  stand  our  teams  on  any  cross  street,  in  no  greater  number  than  two  to 
each  half  square,  on  each  side  of  the  street. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  we  do  not  consider  the  discrimination  in 
favor  of  Expressmen  right  and  proper,  for  the  reasons  that  all  Expressmen  haul 
passengers  the  same  as  we  do,  while  they  pay  hut  ten  dollars  a  year  for  license,  and 
haul  both  passengers  and  freight,  and  we  are  compelled  to  pay  fifteen  dollars  a 
year  for  license,  and  only  haul  passengers.  They  are  common  carriers,  so  are  we; 
therefore,  we  claim  the  same  privileges  granted  them. 

The  ordinance  last  passed  by  your  honorable  body  on  this  subject,  works  a  great 
hardship  to  many,  if  not  all  of  us,  for  it  has,  in  a  measure,  destroyed  our  business; 
and  many  of  us,  having  all  our  means  invested  in  our  teams,  and  having  no  other 
means  of  supporting  our  families,  will,  we  fear,  be  compelled  to  let  them  suffer, 
unless  relieved  from  the  restrictions  of  your  ordinance. 

Any  restrictions  you  see  proper  to  put  upon  Hackmen,  so  as  to  prevent  impro- 
per persons  from  engaging  in  the  business,  we  will  quietly  and  willingly  abide  by 
without  a  murmur,  if  you  but  grant  us  the  same  privileges  given  others. 

And  further,  we  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of 
allowing  hacks  to  remain  near  the  Union  Depot  during  the  arrival  and  departure 
of  trains,  for  the  special  accommodation  of  passengers,  and  the  public  generally. 
■Omnibuses,  owned  and  controlled  by  hotels,  stand  at  tbe  Depot  and  receive  pas- 
sengers, and  charge  the  same  for  hauling  them  that  we  do,  while  we  are  not  per- 
mitted todo  so  by  your  ordinance.

The  Civil  Engineer  respectfully  reports  to  the  Council : 

1st.    That  the  masonry  in  the  culvert  built  by  John  Stumph,  at  the  inter- 
section of  Market  and  Mississippi  streets,  measures  4-2  cubic  yards,  at 

$7  75  per  yard,  making $325  50' 

Also  118. yards  superficial  paving,  at  95  cents  per  yard H2.  10 

Also  4350  feet  of  lumber,  at  $3  50  per  hundred  feet 151  90 

Total $589  50 

I  would  also  state  that  in  the  above  bill  there  is  nothing  charged  for  fill- 
ing, as  Mr.  Stumph  did  not  agree  to  do  any  in  his  contract  with  the  city,  and 
has  been  allowed  for  only  what  he  agreed  to  do  under  his  contract.  The 
filling  was  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 

2d.     The  contract  and  bond  of  C.  S.  Roney,  for  building  four  cisterns,  as 
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awarded  to  him  by  your  honorable  body,  on  the  19th  of  June,  one  at  corner

Aurora  P.  Ferguson  being  duly  sworn  upon  his  oath,  says:  That  on  the 
night  that  Dennis  Redmond  and  Arthur  Sullivan  arrested  McCoy  (the  man 
who  preferred  charges  against  Sullivan  and  Redmond),  he  was  on  duty  as 
Sergeant  of  the  Provost  Guard  at  the  Union  Depot  in  this  city  ;  that  between 
eight  and  nine  o'clock,  a  man  came  to  the  Guard  room  and  wanted  Guards 
to  arrest  some  one,  who,  he  alleged,  had  stolen  some  money  from  a  soldier, 
and  who  was  at  some  hotel.  I  refused  the  Guards,  as  I  had  no  power  to  let 
him  have  them.  Afterwards  1  saw  this  man,  whom  I  do  not  know,  with 
McCoy,  both  seeming  much  excited,  and  under  the  influence  of  liquor;  said 
they  had  not  found  the  man,  and  had  been  through  the  Lafayette  train.  I 
then  passed  them,  going  out  of  the  Depot.  1  entered  Depot  at  west  side, 
and  saw  McCoy  and  this  other  man;  they  had  arrested  two  men,  and  said 
they  were  deserters.  These  two  men,  when  I  came  up,  appealed  to  me, 
showed  me  their  discharges,  which  were  regular  and  legal.  I  told  them  to 
release  the  two  men.  McCoy  and  the  other  man  then  went  into  the  Peru 
train;  a  few  minutes  afterwards  I  saw  them  coming  out  of  the  train  with 
another  man  whom  they  had  arrested  as  a  deserter^    This  man  also  had  a 
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discharge.  They  wanted  me  to  send  this  man  to  the  Guard  House,  and  I 
refused  to  do  so.  McCoy  and  this  man  then  went  through  the  Jeffersonville 
train,  and  I  saw  them  after  that  several  times  walking  rapidly  through  the 
Depot.

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|  By  carefully  examining  the  foregoing  statements,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual 
current  expenses,  for  general  purposes,  of  the  city,  for  the  year  ending  May  13, 
1865,  were  $35,717  89,  tessthan  the  receipts  for  general  purposes  for  the  same  year ; 
md  that  the  balance  in  treasury  May  13,  1864,  was  $4,183  90,  making  a  total 
receipts  and  balance  over  and  above  disbursements  of  $39,901  79 )  and  the  out- 
standing orders,  May  13,  1864,  both  in  general  and  war  funds,  being  $47,315  35; 
from  which  take  the  receipts  and  balance,  as  above,  would  leave  a  total  indebted- 
ness, May,  13,  1865,  of  only  $7,413  56;  which  would  be  a  very  good  condition  for 
the  treasury  of  a  city  of  the  population  of  Indianapolis. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  war  debt  is  a  large  one ;  not  so  large, 
however,  as  might  have  been,  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition!  of  the  country,  and. 
the  trying  ordeal  through  which  we,  as^a  nation,  have  passed;  bubthe  war  is  ended 
and  the  Union  is  preserved.  We  ought,  therefore,  to  consider  our  war  debt  small, 
when  we  compare  it  with  the  value  of  such  a  country  as  ours,  and  when  we  con- 
template that  we  have  done  only  our  duty,  as  a  city,  in  defending  the  flag  of  our 
Union  and  assisted  in  crushing  one  of  the  most  gigantic  rebellions  the  world  has 
ever  known. 

I  would  ask  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  given  me 
by  your  honorable  body  in  discharging  the-  d-uties  of  my  oflice,  and  especially  to 
His  Honorr  Mayor  Caveij,  who  has  rendered  me  invaluable  service  during  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed ;  and  for  your  good  will  and  co-operation,  and  that  of  all 
other  city  officers,  I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  city  indebtedness  has  been  incurred 
in  relieving  the  city  from  the  drafts  of  1864  and  1865;  in  furnishing  fuel  to  the 
poor;  erecting  House  of  Refuge;  relief  of   soldiers'  families,  and  other  sundry 
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accounts,  such  as  Pest  House  expenses,  &c.  Excluding  the  expenses  of  the  above 
named  objects,  the  city,  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1865,  would  have  had  cash 
sufficient  in  the  treasury  to  pay  all  orders  issued  on  the  treasury  to  May  13th,  1865, 
without  a  single  outstanding  liability.  It  is  doubtless  apparent  that  in  order  to 
reduce  our  system  to  a  cash  basis,  a  sufficient  amount  must  be  realized,  either  by 
taxation,  or  the  sale  of  city  bonds,  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  until 
the  3lst  day  of  October,  1866,  and  to  redeem,  also,  outstanding  orders.  The 
advantages  of  a  cash  system  are  quite  obvious,  if  bonds  can  be  sold  at  a  just  and 
fair  rate,  and  we  are  led  to  believe  they  can  be  so  disposed  of.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  annual  saving  from  this  system  will  more  than  meet  our  interest 
on  the  city  debt.  We  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  continuance  of  rigid 
economy  in  all  departments  of  the  city  government.  It  will  be  seen  by  an  exam- 
ination of  the  Clerk's  report,  that  by  deducting  the  expenses  incurred  by  being 
engaged  in  this  unholy  rebellion,  that  the  actual  city  expenditures  were  only 
$136,212  07,  from  May  13,  1864  to  May  13,  1865.  We  would  also  recommend  that 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  be  issued  to  fund  the  city 
debt,  to  run  any  length  of  time  the  Council  may,  in  its  discretion,  think  best.

orders  heretofore  issued,  and  appropriations  made  by  and  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Common  Council  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  and  fur- 
nishing volunteers  and  substitutes  for  drafted  men  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
the  United  States,  and  for  maintaining  the  families  of  volunteers,  soldiers, 
substitutes  or  drafted  men,  or  otherwise  to  aid  the  Government  in  suppress- 
ing the  rebellion." 

Sec  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Dr.  Thompson,  from  the  Committee  on  Gas,  stated  that  the  state- 
ments in  his  report  on  Gas,  made  at  last  meeting  of  Council,  were 
obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  and  he  supposed  them  to  be  all  correct.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned  Special  Committe,  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  to 
collect  and  prepare  statistics  and  facts  that  will  afford  information  to  capital- 
ists, who  may  wish  to  make  proposals  to  furnish  the  city  with  gas,  from  and 
after  March  6th,  1866,  at  which  time  the  charter  of  the  present  Gas  Co. 
expires,  beg  leave  to  report : 

.  That  as  per  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  City  Gas  Co.,  there  was  manu- 
factured during  the  year  1864,  21,506,400  cubic  feet  of  gas  ;  16,997,500  feet  of 
which  were  consumed  by  private  families,  public  buildings,  offices,  &c,  as 
per  register  of  meters,  and  4,508,900  feet  by  street  lamps.  Eighteen  miles  of 
gas  main  are  now  in  use  ;  533  public  lamp,  and  1,200  gas  meters  in  use.  The 
average  cost  of  Pittsburg  coal  for  1864,  was  3l|  cents,  but  at  the  present  time 
your  Committee  find  that  coal  can  be  furnished  here  for  24  cents  per  bushel, 
and  that  previous  to  the  war,  coal  could  be  delivered  here  at  13  cents  per 
bushel. 

The  decline  in  price  of  coal  of  7£  cents  per  bushel  since  1864,  must  con- 
vince us  that  a  further  decline  may  be  looked  for  at  an  early  day.  Our  city 
obtains  its  supply  of  coal  from  the  Ohio  River,  either  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
110  miles  distant,  or  Madison,  Ind,  96  miles  distant,  from  both  of  whbh 
places  easy  and  direct  communication  is  had  by  railroads,  so  that  at  no  time 
will  a  Gas  Co.  of  this  city  be  obliged  to  pay  exhorbitant  prices  for  transpor- 
tation of  its  coal,  since  competition  for  its  carriage  must  at  all  times  keep 
prices  down. 

Lime  costs  here  now  40  cents  per  bushel,  which  previous  to  the  war  cost 
18  cents  per  bushel,  and  is  obtained  at  several  points  on  our  railroads  and 
not  distant  from  the  city.

Indianapolis  is  fast  increasing  in  population  ;  the  census  of  1860  giving  it 
24,000  inhabitants,  which  at  the  present  time  has  increased  to  37,500,  show- 
ing a  growth  in  population  in  five  years  of  13,500. 

And  your  Committee  feel  that  with  the  extensive  railroad  communication 
enjoyed  by  the  city  at  present,  having  eight  railroads  terminating  in  the 
city,  with  a  prospect  of  the  completion  of  two  or  three  new  roads  within  the 
next  few  months,  together  with  its  present  large  and  rapidly  increasing  man- 
ufacturing facilities,  that  Indianapolis  must  rapidly  increase  in  population 
and  wealth,  affording  rare  opportunities  for  capitalists  to  invest  capital  in 
the  manufacture  of  gas. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that,  by  communication  by  mail 
and  by  visiting  other  cities,  they  find  that  the  price  charged  for  gas  in  all  of 
the  cities  heard  from,  except  four,  is  at  a  much  less  rate  than  now  charged 
the  citizens  of  this  city  by  the  present  Gas  Company.  The  fourteen  cities 
named  below  are  paying  for  gas  per  1,000  feet:

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  is  an  unfavorable  time 
to  make  a  contract  to  supply  the  city  with  gas  for  a  term  of  years. 

First.  Because  there  is  not  time  for  a  new  organization  to  build  and  per- 
pecb  works  for  the  supply  of  gas  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  present 
Gas  Company's  charter,  March  6th,  1866. 

Second.  The  present  is  an  unfavorable  time  to  make  contract,  because  if 
made  now  it  must  be  made  taking  as  a  basis  the  present  high  prices  of  all 
kinds  of  material  and  labor,  which,  at  the  expiration  of  a  few  months,  must 
decline  in  price  very  materially.  To  illustrate:  Coal  was  worth  in  Cincin- 
nati, before  the  war,  7  and  8  cents  per  bushel;  in  1864,  30  cents;  and  at  the 
present  time,  18  cents  per  bushel.  Iron,  before  the  war,  $20  per  ton;  in 
1864,  $30;  at  present,  $40  per  ton.  Lime  18  cents  in  1862;  50  cents  in  1864; 
and  40  cents  at  present. 

In  view  of  the  facts,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
the  wisest  policy  to  ask  for  proposals  from  the  present  Gas  Company  to  fur- 
nish the  city  with  gas  for  one  or  two  years  from  and  after  the  expiration  of 
its  charter.  Also,  ask  for  proposals  from  said  company  for  the  sale  of  the 
present  Gas  Works  to  the  city. 

Your  Committee  also  finds  that  in  cities  where  the  Gas  Works  are  owned 
and  operated  by  the  city,  gas  is  furnished  at  a  much  less  rate  than  in  cities 
where  the  works  are  owned  by  companies.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Fire  Department  would  report  that  the 
Chief  Fire  Engineer  in  his  last  report  to  the  Council,  recommended  the 
purchase  of  another  Steam  Fire  Engine  and  1000  feet  of  hose.  The  Com- 
mittee concur  in  the  report  for  the  reason  that  the  three  engines  now  owned 
by  the  city  have  been  in  use  about  five  years  and  are  more  liable  to  be 
thrown  out  of  service  on  account  of  repairs,  than  at  any  former  period.  A 
city  of  the  size  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  ought  to 
have  five  engines  instead  of  three,  but  granting  that  three  are  all  we  can 
afford  to  maintain  at  present,  it  would  be  the  most  economical  and  safest 
policy,  to  have  one  relief  engine  that  could  be  put  into  active  service  in  the 
place  of  either  one  of  the  old  engines  that  may  need  repairs,  this  would  not 
require  the  expense  of  another  house,  or  company,  it  would  cost  simply  the 
interest  on  the  cost  of  another  engine. 

The  engine  in  the  western  part  of  the  city  is  now  out  of  service,  having  given 
out  at  the  fire  on  last  Monday  night  and  will  not  be  ready  for  at  least  one 
week.  With  another  engine  these  repairs  could  be  made  without  reducing 
the  efficiency  of  the  department  below  its  present  standard. 

While  waiting  for  the  price  of  engines  to  fall,  fires  may  occur  of  many 
times  the  cost  of  an  engine.  The  Committee  would  therefore  recommend 
the  purchase  immediately  of  the  Seneca  Falls  Engine  now  in  the  city, 
according  to  the  proposition  made  by  their  Agent,  Mr.  Bickford,  and  1000 
feet  of  hose  of  the  kind  and  quality  which  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  in  his 
judgment  may  think  best.

Indianapolis,  Sept.  8,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — 1  submit  the  following  opinion  in  accordance  with  the  request 
contained  in  the  resolution  respecting  estimates  for  street  improvements 
upon  the  line  of  the  street  railway. 
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The  fifth  section  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  construction  of  the 
street  railway,  provides  that  the  company  shall  improve  the  portion  of  the 
street  occupied  by  the  railway  track,  and  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail, 
and  upon  a  failure  to  do  so,  the  Council  may  cause  the  track  to  be  taken  up. 
The  railway  company  having  accepted  the  terms  proposed  by  the  ordinance, 
it  became  a  contract,  and  the  parties  are  bound  by  its  terms.  The  railway 
company  is  bound  to  improve  the  portion  of  the  street  designated  by  the 
ordinance,  but  the  remedy  for  a  failure  is  that  provided  by  the  ordinance, 
the  destruction  of  the  track. 

The  question  then  arises  as  to  the  effect  of  this  contract  upon  the  rights 
and  liabilities  of  adjacent  property  owners.  Does  it  relieve  them  from  lia- 
bility for  the  expense  of  improving  the  portion  of  the  street  which  the  rail- 
way company  has  contracted  to  improve?  The  Council  cannot  order  the 
improvement  of  a  part,  in  width,  of  a  street,  the  provisions  of  the  Charter 
requiring  the  entire  width  of  the  street  to  be  improved  (vide  sections  66,  68 
of  City  Charter);  for  the  expense  of  the  improvements  the  owners  of  lots 
bordering  on  the  line  of  the  street  improved  are  liable.  Are  they  relieved 
from  liability  by  this  contract  made  with  the  street  railways?  I  think  that 
they  are  not;  but  the  Council  may  cause  the  railway  company  to  first  im- 
prove the  street,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  contract,  and  then  order 
a  corresponding  improvement  of  the  portion  of  the  street  unimproved. 

The  Council  cannot,  however,  in  one  general  proceeding,  proceed  against 
the  railway  company  and  the  property  owners  at  the  same  time,  because  the 
remedy  is  different.  The  property  owners  are  proceeded  against  by  estimate 
and  precept;  the  remedy  against  the  railway  company  is  by  destroying  their 
track,  and,  as  it  is  impossible  to  combine  the  two  remedies  in  one  proceed- 
ing, the  actions  must  be  separate  and  distinct. 

If  the  preceding  propositions  are  correct,  it  follows  that  where  a  general 
ordinance  is  passed,  and  proceedings  had  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter,  the  cost  of  the  entire  improvement  must  be  assessed  against 
the  adjoining  property  owners,  and  estimates  issued  as  in  ordinary  cases, 
Respectfully,  B.  K.  ELLIOTT,   City  Attorney.

Gentlemen: — In  obedience  to  the  resolution  in  relation  to  Eailroad  Ave- 
nue I  submit  the  following : 

I  have  examined  the  records  and  find  that  in  May,  1849,  the  Washington 
Hall  Company  caused  a  plat  to  be  made  and  recorded  in  which  a  space  is 
laid  out,  as  streets  generally  are,  and  designated  Railroad  Avenue.  The 
word  Avenue,  used  in  reference  to  a  city,  imports  a  public  highway;  and  by 
making  use  of  this  word  I  am  inclined  to  think  a  dedication  of  the  space 
thus  designated  was  made,  and  that  it  is  now  a  public  street.  But  it  is 
impossible  to  fully  determine  the  matter  without  being  in  full  possession  of 
the  facts,  which  a  judicial  examination  alone  can  elicit.  It  is  true,  the  reso- 
lution, in  terms,  authorizes  me  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  but 
this  power  you  cannot  confer  upon  me,  and  I  have  not  attempted  its  exer- 
cise, believing  that  you  did  not  desire  me  to  attempt  a  vain  and  fruitless 
thing. 

The  proper  course  for  those  who  desire  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  a  public 
street,  is  to  cause  a  prosecution  to  be  instituted  under  the  statute  prohibit- 
ing the  obstruction  of  highways.  A.  judicial  examination  and  determination 
can  thus  be  had  which  will  settle  the  controversy  forever.

Railroad  Company  to  the  penalties  of  section  third  of  this  ordinance."" 

Which  amendment  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  W.  Clinton  Thompson,  the  ordinance,  as  amended?. 
was  then  read  the  third  time>  as  follows,,  to-wit : 

An  Okdinance  authorizing  the  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis  and  Danville  Kailroad, 
Company  to  construct  a  track  through,,  the-  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  prescribing; 
the  terms  thereof. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  ths  Common  Council  of  the  Citry  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis  and  Danville  Kailroad  Company  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  track  for  said  Eailroad  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  upon  the-  following  route,  to-wit:  Beginning  at  a 
point  in  the  centre  of  Mississippi  and  Louisiana  streets,  and  running  thence  diag- 
onally across  said  Louisiana  street  and  over  part  of  Block  No.  90;  thence  across 
Kentucky  Avenue ;  thence  across  part  of  Block  No.  90,  until  it  reaches-  a  point  on 
the  Canal  midway  between  Georgia  and  Louisiana  streets ;  theiace  across  said 
Canal  and  Block  No.  91,  until  it  reaches  a  point  on  Georgia  street,  midway 
between  West  street  and  said  Canal ;  thence  diagonally  across  said  street  until  it 
reaches  a  point  near  and  north  of  the  centre  of  said  Georgia  street;  thence  with 
said  street,  from  said  point,  in  a  straight  line,  to  White  Kiver. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  said  Company  to  construct  and  maintain  a  track  ihrough 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  aforesaid,  is  subject  to  the  conditions  and  terms  follow- 
ing, that  is  to  say  : 

1st.  This  grant  shall  no*  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  private  rights  of 
the  owners  of  real  estate,  over  which  said  road  may  be  located,  relative  to  damages 
for  such  occupancy  and  appropriation  thereof,  but  is  made  subject  thereto. 

2d.  When  said  track  crosses  any  street  or  alley,  it  shall  be  made  to  confirm 
strictly  to  the  grade  of  such  street  or  alley,  as  heretofore  established  by  the  city 
authorities,  unless  the  Common  Council,  upon  the  application  of  said  Company> 
^hall  consent  to.  a,  variation  from  said  grade. 
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3d.  At  the  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys,  said  Company  shall  lay  said  track  in 
ssiich  manner  that  it  shall  cause  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the  use  of  said 
■streets  and  alleys  for  the  passage  of  wagons  and  other  vehicles,  and  shall  plank 
said  track  between  the  rails  at  sail  suck  crossings,  and  two  feet  on  each  side  of  such 
rails,  the  entire  width  of  such -streets  or  alleys,  and  shall,  ailso,  plank  or  gravel  the 
•sidewalks  where  they  may  cross  said  railroad  ;  and  shall,  also,  make  said  crossings 
safe  and  convenient  for  the  passage  of  persons  and  vehicles  ;  and  -said  <Company 
shall  keep  said  crossings  when  so  made,  in  good  repair  and  condition,  so  long  as  it 
•shall  use  said  streets  and  alleys  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

4th.  Said  Company  shall  construct,  and  continually  keep  in  good  repair,  under 
•and  on  tise  lute  of  said  track,  at  such  points  as  May  be  deemed  necessary  by  the 
City  Engineer,  or  other  officer  of  the  city,  under  the  orders  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, sufficient  culverts  and  drains  to  admit  the  free  passage  of  water  along  and 
from  the  streets  aforesaid. 

5th.  All  acts  and  things  above  required  to  be  done  by  said  Company,  shall  be 
done  immediately  after  the  laying  of  said  track  across  such  streets,  alleys  or  side- 
walks aforesaid ;  and  in  ease  the  said  Company  shall  fail  to  put  such  crossings  in 
the  order  above  required,  or  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  or  to  construct  and  keep 
In  repair  such  culverts  and  drains,  the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner, by  the  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  said  City  Council  may 
•collect  the  cost  of  the  same,  with  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  damages  in  addition  thereto, 
by  suit  against  said  Company  before  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  or  any  other  Court  of 
•competent  jurisdiction. 

6th.  .Said  Company  shall  not  permit  any  ear  or  locomotive  to  stand  at  the 
•crossing  of  any  street  or  alley,  so  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  teams,  vehicles, 
or  persons,  without  danger  or  inconvenience ;  and  the  said  Company,  in  all  cases, 
when  a  train  is  going  out  or  coming  in,  shall  ring  their  engine  bell,  so  as  to  give 
•notice  of  its  arrival  or  departure;  nor  shall  said  Company  run  any  locomotive  or 
car  on  said  track  at  a  faster  rate  than  that  allowed  by  the  general  ordinances  of 
the  Common  Council  on  that  subject,  under  the  penalties  therein  prescribed,  and 
all  suits  for  such  violations  may  be  brought  against  the  principal  resident  officer 
or  agent  of  said  Company,  who  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the 
employes  of  the  Railroad  Company  in  this  particular. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Railroad  Company  to  provide  at  each  street 
•crossing  on  the  route  of  such  track,  sufficient  flagmen  to  signal  all  trains  that  may 
•cross  such  streets  between  the  hours  of  sis:  o'clock  A.  M.  and  six  o'clock  P.  M.,  of 
•each  day. 

€th.  That  said  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis  and  Danville  Railroad  Company  shall, 
tfor  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  years,  bring  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  from 
any  station,  switch  or  point  on  said  road,  where  freight  may  be  received  or  dis- 
charged, stone  coal,  and  shall  charge  therefor,  for  said  period  of  twenty  years,  a 
rate  not  exceeding  four-tenths  of  a  mill  per  bushel  for  each  male,  and  a  refusal  t® 
bring  stone  coal,  as  it  may  be  offered,  at  the  price  above  named,  shall  subject  the 
•said  Railroad  Company  to  the  penalties  of  section  3d  of  this  ordinance. 

9th.  That  the  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis  and  Danville  Railroad  Company  shall 
not  discriminate  in  the  rates  charged  on  freights,  per  mile,  as  between  Danville, 
'Illinois,  snd  Cincinnati,  and  to  the  detriment  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  -3.  In  ease  said  Railroad  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  each  and  aM 
•of  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance  herein  set  forth,  the  said  right  of  way  herein 
^granted,  shall  forfeit  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  railroad  tracks  belong- 
ing to  said  Company  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  be  removed  from  the  limits  of 
the  city  by  order  ofsaid  Common  Council;  and  furthermore,  in  case  said  right  of 
way  be  transferred,  said  transfer  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  No  more  than  one  track  for  s&M  road  shall  be  laid  -across  any  street 
without  the  previous  consent  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  he  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publica- 
tion for  (2)  two  successive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Daily  Journal.

!Fhe  Common  Council  met  in  regular  session. 

Present — His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  John  Caven,  in  the  chair;  and  the 
following  members  at  first  roll-call :

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session,  held  September  25th,  1865, 
were  read  and  approved. 

Before  calling  the  regular  order  of  business,  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  read  the  following  message,  to- wit : 

Indianapolis,  Oct.  2d,  1865. 
To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — At  its  last  session,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  formation  of  companies  to  supply  cities  with  water. 

The  first  proceeding  requisite  under  the  law,  is  a  resolution  of  the  Council, 
declaring  that  "it  is  expedient  to  have  constructed  works  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  such  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  water,  but  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient for  such  city,  under  the  powers  granted  in  its  act  of  incorporation,  to 
build  such  works."  And  then,  "  itshall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  any  such 
city,  and  others,  to  organize  a  company  for  the  construction  of  such  water 
works."

That  the  time  has  come  when  we  need  water-works,  all  will  agree;  and  I 
entertain  the  belief  that  it  has  also  come  when  it  can  be  built.  That  the  en- 
terprise and  capital  can  both  be  found,  and  the  stock  taken  immediately,  and 
the  work  completed  in  a  short  time. 

Crown  Hill,  north  of  the  city,  is  the  most  eligible  location  for  the  reser- 
voir, and  it  is  understood  to  be  part  of  the  design  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Cemetery,  that  it  should  be  devoted  to  that  purpose,  and  could  be  obtained,. 
no  doubt,  on  a  perpetual  lease,  at  a  low  rate — peihaps  by  supplying  the  Cem- 
etery with  water  for  fountains,  which  would  be  most  appropriate,  and  orna- 
ments to  the  place.  And,  as  the  machinery  would  be  erec'ed  on  the  bank 
of  the  river,  there  would  be  nothing  connected  with  it  to  disturb  the  sacred 
quiet  of  the  place. 

Steam  machinery  would,  of  course,  be  necessary.  Yet,  by  the  erection  of 
a  dam  across  White  river,  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year,  the  water- 
power  would  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  water,  and  nearly  all  the  year,  would 
materially  assist,  thus  effecting  a  great  saving  in  fuel,  and  wear  of  machinery. 

It  is  a  considerable  distance,  perhaps  a  mile,  from  the  river  to  the  hill,  but 
this  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence,  whether  near  or  far,  except  in  the  ex- 
pense of  pipe,  as  the  water  could  be  raised  perpendicularly  at  the  works  to- 
the  full  height,  and  find  its  way  hence  by  its  own  flow. 

In  the  organization  of  a  Company  the  city  may  become  a  stockholder  with- 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  other  stockholders. 

When  the  Company  is  organized  the  Council  may  grant  the  right  to  use 
the  streets,  &c,  imposing  "such  just  and  reasonable  terms,  restrictions  and 
limitations  upon  such  Company  in  reference  to  the  manner  in  which  such 
streets,  &c,  are  to  be  used,  and  in  reference  to  the  charging  and  collecting 
of  tolls,  water  rents  or  other  compensation,  for  the  supply  of  water  to  be 
furnished  by  such  Company  to  such  city  and  its  inhabitants  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  guard  against  the  improper  use  of  such  streets,  &c,  and  to  protect 
said  city  and  its  inhabitants  irom  the  imposition  of  undue  or  excessive  rates 
or  charges  for  the  supply  of  water,  &c." 

The  erection  of  the  works  would  save  us  #ny  further  outlay  for  cisterns, 
besides  supplying  us  much  better  than  any  number  of  cisterns  could  do,  as 
they  are  liable  to  accidents,  and  in  a  large  lire  to  become  exhausted.  The 
gutters,  too,  could  be  frequently  washed,  and  the  health  of  the  city  protected. 

The  grant  should  provide  for  fountains  in  the  Circle,  University  Square 
and  State  House  Yard. 

I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  necessary  resolution  herewith 
accompanying  this  message,  and  invite  the  formation  of  a  Company. 

I   would  also  recommend   the  renewal   for  one  year  of  the  Bank  debts 
according  to  the  terms  of  an  ordinance  herewith  accompanying.

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  have  constructed  works  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  water, 
but  that  it  is  inexpedient  for  said  city,  under  the  powers  granted  in  its  act 
of  incorporation,  to  build  such  works,  and  hereby  authorize  the  inhabitants 
of  said  city,  and  others,  to  organize  a  company  for  the  construction  of  such 
water  works. 

Mr.  Brown  moved — 

That  so  much  of  the  Mayor's  Message  as  relates  to  the  constiuction  of 
water  works  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three. 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

The  Chair  appointed,  as  such  Committee,  Councilmen  Thompson^ 
Brown  and  Kappes.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  also  offered   the   following  ordinance,  and 
recommended  its  passage  : 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $100,000 
for  one  year,  and  making  an  appropriation  to  pay  (he  interest  thereon. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  oj  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  borrow,  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current  year,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  for  one  year,  at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest  the  same  can  be 
negotiated  for,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  per  month,  payable  quarterly,.  And 
the  said  Treasurer  is  hereby  authoriced  to  sign  and  execute  ali  necessary  and 
proper  writings  in  order  to  effectuate  the  same,  and  bind  the  city  ;  and  said 
agreement  may  also  provide  that  the  city  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  said 
principal  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  recurring  quarterly  period 
when  the  interest  shall  be  payable  ;  that  a  sufficient  portion  of  the  City  Bonds, 
now  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Winslow,  Lanier  &  Co.,  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  as  collateral  security  to  the  lender,  but  that  he  shall  not  have  any 
power  to  interfere  with  or  prevent  the  sale  of  the  same,  but  the  proceeds 
of  all  sales  from  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  said  loan  until 
the  same  is  fully  satisfied,  and  should  said  Winslow,  Lanier  &  Co  ,  not  sell 
sufficient  of  the  same  to  so  pay  the  said  loan  within  nine  months  from  the 
date  of  said  loan,  then  the  same  shall  be  placed  for  sale  in  such  other  hands 
as  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council  and  the  lender  may  agree  upon, 
and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  the  year,  said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  remains 
unpaid,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  deliver  to  the  lender,  at  the  rate  of 
seventy-five  cents  on  the  dollar,  equal  amounts  of  two,  three,  four  and  five 
years  Bonds  of  the  City,  with  semi-annual  six  per  cent,  interest  cupons,  pay- 
able at  the  Treasury,  and  that  the  same  may,  after  thirty  days  notice  of  such 
sale  in  such  public  newspapers  of  the  city  as  said  Finance  Committee  shall 
designate,  be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  said  Finance  Committee  shall  designate,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
Sec.  2.  The  said  Treasurer  is  further  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay 
and  discharge  with  the  money  so  borrowed,  the  debts  which  the  city  now 
owes  to  the  banks  and  banking  houses  of  this  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  on  said  loan,  and  the  City  Cierk  is  hereby  authorized 
to  draw  warrants  on  the  Treasury  to  the  order  of  the  lender,  at  the  terms 
and  for  the  proper  amount  of  interest,  as  agreed  upon,  and  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same,  in  cash,  when  presented. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  make  another  short  report  in  regard  to  those 
cisterns.  On  examination,  1  see  they  all  hold  water  well  except  one.  That 
one  on  Illinois  street  is  not  good,  and  I  think  it  never  will  hold  full  while 
the  street  railroad  runs  over  it,  as  it  does  now.  They  have  cut  away  the 
brick  to  get  their  timbers  in,  and  the  road  rests  on  the  brick  wall,  so  that 
when  the  cars  run  over  it,  the  whole  thing  trembles.  I  was  in  the  cistern 
several  times  when  the  cars  ran  over  it.  I  found  there  were  no  cracks,  but 
the  plastering  was  chipped  off  in  several  places.  I  plastered  the  whole  thing 
over,  and  I  know  I  made  it  completely  tight.  Now,  I  think  if  the  railroad 
could  be  moved  one  or  two  feet,  East,  off  of  the  brick,  it  can  be  made  to  hold 
water,  which  1  propose  to  do  without  expense  to  the  city,  if  emptied.

Indianapolis,  Oct.  *9,  1865. 
To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  IndianapoRs: 

Gentlemen  :—  The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
lighting  the  city  with  gas,  now  report  as  follows : 

We  have  had  under  consideration  the  proposition  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company,  in  which  they  propose  to  light  the  city  with  gas,  for 
twenty  years,  at  the  price  of  $3.48  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  both  to  citizens  and 
public  lamps ;  the  city  to  light,  extinguish  and  repair,  and  the  -consumer  to 
pay  the  ^Government  tax  in  all  cases. 
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At  present  the  city  pays  for  street  lamps  about  $2.37,  and  citizens  $4.50  per 
1,000  feet,  exclusive  of  the  Government  tax. 

During  the  year  I864r  the  Company  manufactured  21,506,400  cubic  feet,  of 
which  16,997,500  feet  was  used  by  citizens,  and  4,508,900  feet  in*  the  street 
lamps. 

There  were  533  street  lamps,  each  consuming  8*,640feefc  per  year,  and  costing: 
$20  per  lamp,  being,  lighted  only  in  the  dark  of  the  moon. 

Upon  the  consumption  of  the  same  amount,  and  in  the  same  ratio,  between 
street  lamps  and  private  consumers,  at  the  prices  named  in  the  present  pro- 
posal of  the  Company,  the  city  would  pay  $5,013  more,  and  citizens  $17,337.45' 
less-,  being  a  net  reduction  of  $12,322.45. 

In  towns  in  England,  near  the  coal  regions,  where  coal  averages  5  to  8  cents 
per  bushel,  the  price  of  gas  is  from  25  to  50  ce»ts  per  1,000\  and  in  private- 
institutions,  where  they  manufacture  their  own  gas,  and  coal  does  not  exceed 
8  cents  per  bushel,  the  cost  is  about  35  cents  per  1,000;  and  in  London,. 
where  coal  is  16  to  20  cents  per  bushed,  the  price  to  consumers  is  from  95 
cents  to  $1.08  per  1,000,  and  then  the  price  of  the  coal  is  mare  thai*  one-half 
the  sale  price  of  the  gas,  proving  that  the  coal  is  the  great  item,  and  that  even 
where  it  is  cheap,  its  cost  exceeds  all  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  production 
and  the  profits. 

In  the  City  of  Boston  the  price  to  private  consumers  is  $3.50;  street  lamps,, 
burning  four  and  a-half  feet  per  hour,  one-half  foot  per  hour  more  than  here, 
and  burning  the  same  time  as  ours,  $23  per  year.  Three  varieties  of  coal  are- 
used,  costing  27,  33  and  44  cents  per  bushel. 

In  the  city  of  New  York  the  Manhattan  and  Metropolitan  companies  here- 
tofore, and  still  charge,  but  $2.50.  The  New  York  Company  heretofore 
charged  $2  50r  and  have  raised  to  $2.75,  The  Harlem  charged  $3-,  and  have 
raised  to  $3.80.  Coal  costs  50  cents  per  bushel,  and  the  gas  stocks  are  worth 
a  very  large  premium. 

In  Cleveland  the  price  to  citizens  is  $3;  street  lamps  $1  50;  coal  about  20? 
cents  per  bushel. 

In  Detroit  the  price  to  citizens  is  $2.50;  street  lamps  $1.50;  coal  24?.  cents- 
per  bushel. 

In  Chicago  the  price  to  private  consumers  is  $3;  50;  eoal  42  cents  per  bushel. 

The  Philadelphia  works  are  owned  by  the  city.  The  price  to  private  con- 
sumers, until  January  1st,  1864,  was  $2,  and  then  advanced  to  $2.50;  and  in 
August  last  to  $2.85,  upon  prompt  payment,  and  $3  if  not  so  paid. 

A  statement  the  Committee  have  seen  is  in  part  as- follows:  "The  City-  of 
Philadelphia,  having  failed  to  obtain  appropriations  for  the  extension  of  their 
worksr  the  price  of  gas  was  raised  from  $2.50  to$3',  to  provide  for  extensions. 

These  extensions  of  pipes-  are  run  out  on  all  the  roads  diverging  from  the 
city,  distances  of  from  five  to  ten  miles-." 

it  would  seem  that  the  price  was  not  raised  because  it  was  too  low  for  the 
gas,  but  because  it  was  desired  that  the  works  should  yield  a  surplus  revenue 
sufficient  to  make  extensions  of  pipes,  reaching  five  to  ten  miles  out  of  the 
city. 

The  price  for  the  street  lamp  is  $48  per  year.  The  impression  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  that  this  includes  lighting,  extinguishing,  repairing,  &cc. 

This  would  be  an  item  of  $10,  lea-ring  $38  for  the  gas.  These  lamps,  like 
ours,  burn  in  moon  time,  but  burn  double  as  much  per  hour,,  they  burning 
eight  feet  and  ours  four  feet  per  hour,  or  equal  to  about  $18  per  year  for  an 
amount  of  gas  consumed  by  one  of  our  lamps.  Coal  39  cents  per  bushel  of 
80  lbs.,  or  34j  cents  for  Indiana  weight  of  70  lbs. 

In  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  ending  June,  1864,  gas  was,  and 
still  is,  furnished  to  private  consumers  at  $1.60.  12,000,000  feet,  about  one- 
seventh  of  their  entire  manufacture,  is  furnished  for  the  street  lamps  entirely 
free  of  charge,  and  1,189,073  feet  in  addition,  at  75  cents  per  1,000.  Thus,  the 
City  of  Pittsburg,  with,  a  population  of  115,000,  paid  for  lighting  the  street 
lamps  of  the  entire  city  for  one  year  a  little  over  $900,  and  private  citizens- 
supplied  at  $1.60,  and  the  Company  made  dividends  of  ten  per  cent.,  all  their 
charter  allows  them,  and  carried  a  surplus  of  earnings  of  $6,368.17,  (being  a 
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profit  of  11 £  per  cent.,)  to  the  credit  of  the  next  year;  and  this  after  giving 
away  one-seventh  of  their  entire  manufacture,  and  paying  a  Government  tax 
■of  nearly  $12,000;  and  then  the  profits  were  one-third  their  gross  receipts. 

The  average  price  on  the  whole  amount,  after  deducting  Government  tax, 
was  $1  36  per  1,000  feet,  -coal  costing  10  to  11  cents.  The  net  cost  of  manu- 
facturing gas  was  74.512  cents  per  1,000,  and  including  salaries,  expenses  of  all 
kinds,  repairs,  taxes,  &c,  was  80:07  cents  per  1,000.  They  produce  85,091,560 
cubic  feet,  or  about  four  times  the  last  year's  production  here. 

In  Covington,  Kentucky,  the  contract  is  to  furnish  gas  to  consumers  at  $3 
until  the  consumption  amounts  to  40,000  feet  per  day;  "between  40,000  and 
75,000  feet  per  day,  $2.50,  and  when  over  75,000  feet  per  day  the  price  is  to 
be  $2,  and  the  street  lamps  and  public  buildings  are  to  be  supplied  at  one- 
half  these  prices. 

In  Cincinnati,  the  contract  with  the  present  company  expires  June,  1866.. 
On  the  9th  and  14th  of  December  last  the  Company  made  proposals  to  the 
Council  to  renew  upon  certain  terms,  and  on  the  14th  of  December  a  majority 
of  the  Gas  Committee  of  the  Council  recommended  the  adoption  of  an  ordi- 
nance in  accordance  with  the  proposal  of  the  Company  renewing  the  grant 
for  ten  years,  two  sections  of  which  are  as  follows : 

''Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati, 
that  the  price  which  the  Cincinnati  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  charge 
'for  gas  furnished  by  said  Company  for  the  public  buildings,  Council  Chamber, 
■offices,  court  rooms,  prisons,  ftation-houses  and  engine-houses  of  the  city,  or 
other  companies  therein,  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  three  dollars  ($3)  for 
each  thousand  (1,000)  cubic  feet  consumed,  inclusive  of  the  tax  on  gas  now 
or  "hereafter  to  be  imposed  "by  the  United  States,  which  said  Company  shall 
assume  and  pay;  provided,  that  in  case  the  tax  so  imposed  shall  be  reduced, 
the  Company  snail  make  an  equal  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas. 

"Section  2.  That  for  gas  furnished  for  burning  "in  the  public  lamps  of  said 
city,  in  the  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  parks,  markets,  market  places  and 
market  houses,  the  price  shall  not  exceed  $35  per  annum  for  each  lamp,  in- 
cluding Fighting  and  extinguishing,  and  repairs  to  lamps  for  ordinary  wear 
;and  tear  only,  each  lamp  to  consume  as  now,  four  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  an- 
num, burning  every  night  during  the  year  from  dark  till  daylight.1' 

The  Gas  "Company  was  exceedingly  anxious  to  obtain  a  renewal  npon  these 
terms,  and  the  President;  in  a  lengthy  communication,  January  17,  1865, 
^endeavors  to  persuade  the  Council  to  renew  the  grant  upon  the  foregoing 
terms. 

The 'proposed  price  to  citizens,  he  states,  is  $3,  the  Company  paying  the 
Government  tax  of  25  cents  per  1,000,  and  further  discounting  5  per  cent,  for 
prompt  payment,  leaving  net  for  the  gas  $2.61).  Street  lamps  $35  per  annum, 
•each  burning  from  dark  till  daylight,  4  feet  per  hour,  making  the  price  of  the 
street  lamp  $2  09  per  1,000;  and  then  the  Company  are  to  light,  extinguish, 
■Si.nd  repair  the  lamps  at  their  own  expense. 

In  Indianapolis  this  expense  is  borne  by  the  city,  and,  under  the  proposi- 
tion of  the  Company,  would  continue  to  be  borne  by  the  city,  and  is  equal  to 
at  least  $7  per  annum  per  lamp.  Take  this  out  of  the.  prioe  per  lamp  pro- 
posed a*  Cincinnati  which  would  make  a  further  reduction  of  20  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  received  for  the  gas,  making  the  cost  of  the  gas  for  street  lamps 
only  $1.67  per  1,000,  and  an  average  on  all  the  gas  furnished  of  ahout  $2.48. 
We  burn  m  our -street  lamps  8,640  feet  per  annum.  The  Company  propose 
to  charge  us  $3.48  per  1,000,  amounting  to  $30.06  per  lamp  per  annum,  it 
■costs  at  least  .$7  to  light,  extinguish  and  repair,  and  the  Government  tax, 
$2.16,  marking  eaoh  lamp  cost  us  "$39.22  per  year,  lighted  only  during  the  dark 
of  the  moon  ;  and  Cincinnati  would  pay  $35  and  have  her  street  lamps  lighted 
every  night  in  the  year  from  dark  until  daylight.  We  would  pay  $39.22  for 
S,  40  feet,  and  ^Cincinnati  $35  for  16,746  feet.  The  same  amount  of  gas  we 
I)  rn  in  a  street  lamp  would  cost  in  Cincinnati  $18.06,  and  costs  us  $39.22. 
What  in  Cincinnati  costs  $100  would  cost  us  $217.28 

The  Cincinnati  Council  refused  this  offer,  expecting  to  do  much  bettor. 
'The  article  ^'hows  farther  that  the  average  price  of  all  gas  furaisihed — t&atir. 
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what  the  Company  will  receive  after  paying  expenses  of  lighting,  extinguish- 
ing and  repairing  street  lamps,  and  paying  all  Government  tax — will  be  $2.4& 
per  1,000,  and  in  order  to  justify  so  high  a  price,  he  enumerated  the  high 
price  of  articles  used,  as  coal,  32  to-  40  cents ;  pig  iron,  $78'  to  $86>  per  ton ; 
lime,  60  to  T5  cents ;  castings,  $110  to  $130  per  ton.  Ho  also  states  that  each 
bushel  of  coal  makes  one  and  one-fifth  of  coke,  and  that  the  Company  sells 
one-third  of  the  coke  they  make,  equal  to  two-fifths  the  coal  they  buy.  Thisr 
at  one-half  the  price,  would  pay  the  cost  of  one-fifth  of  the  coal.  *  This  is, 
however,  an  underestimate.  One  bushel  of  coal  will,  after  having  been  used 
for  the  gas,  leave  one  and  one-third  bushel's  of  coke,  and  we  have  authentic 
statements  that  the  gas  companies  of  Cincinnati  and  Pittsburg  both  sell  as 
much  in  quantity  of  coke  as  they  buy  of  coal.  Thus,  a  given  cjuantity  of  coal 
is  purchased,  the  gas  is  taken  out  of  it,  and  there  is  sufficient  coke  left  to 
furn.sh  the  best  necessary,  and  as  much  still  left  as  equals  in  quantity  tho 
original  coal  used,  and  worth  half  the  price,  and  the  tar  will  pay  for  the  lime  ; 
so  that  of  the  coal  and  lime  used,  the  real  expense  is  only  about  one-half  the 
price  of  the  coalr  the  residium  paying  the  balance. 

In  a  few  years,  at  most,  when  the  Danville  and  Evansville  Railroads  aro 
finished,  we  will  have  coal  and  iron  as  cheap  as  any  city  in*  the  United  States  -; 
and  lime  is  found,  of  superior  quality  and  inexhaustible  quantity,  within  fifty 
miles  of  the  city,  and  must,  in  a  few  years,  become  very  cheap ;  and  the  samo 
may  be  said  of  fire  clay,  as  fchere  Is  enough  on  the  Terre  Railroad  to  supply 
the  world. 

It  will  be  seen,  then,  that  the  only  item  m  which  there  can>  be  much  dif- 
ference between  us  andi  Cincinnati,,  is  the  item  of  coal.  Perhaps  we  may 
always  be  dependent  upon  the  Ohio  Riv^r  for  gas  coal..  Three  bushels  will 
make  1,000  feet  of  gas.  Suppose  we  allow  ten  cents  per  bushel  for  tho 
increase  in  price  here  over  Cincinnati,  and  this  is  more  than  enough,  and 
then  the  cost  for  1,000'  feet  would  fee  30  ©eats  greater  here  than  in  Cincinnati. 
The  Cincinnati  Company  proposes  to  furnish  to  citizens  for  $2.60 ;  adding  30 
cents  would  make  2.90  here.  In  Cincinnati  they  propose  to  furnish  the  pub- 
lic lamps  for  $1.67  for  the  gas;  add  30  cents,  making  $1.97  r  for  which  it  could) 
be  furnished  here. 

The  Cincinnati  Company  propose  to  furnish*  citizens  at  $2. SO;  Indianapolis- 
$3.48;  difference  88  cents.  Cincinnati  street  lamps  $167;  Indianapolis  $3.48  - 
difference  $1.81. 

The  President  of  the  Cincinnati  Company  said  the  reason,  or  oae  of  the 
reasoas,  they  were  obliged  to  fix  the  price  of  gas  so  high  as  $2.48  per  1,000 
feet,  was  that  the  coal  cost  them*  32  to  40  cents.  It  can  be  delivered  here  for 
27  cents,,  or  Scents  per  bushel  less  than  the  least  Cincinnati  estiEsate,  so  tha& 
instead  of  adding  on  30  cents  to  the  1,000  feet  for  the  difference  is*  the  prico 
of  coal  between  here  and  Cincinnati,  we  would  be  justifiable  in  taking  off  15', 
making  the  price  to  street  lamps  $1.5-2,  and  to  private  consumers  $2.45*. 

The  Cincinnati  Company  estimated  pig  iron  at  $78  to.  $86.  per  t@*i.  It  is 
worth  here  $50.  They  estimate  lime  at  60  to  75>  cents  per  bushel  It  is  worth 
here  40  cents. 

They  estimate  eastings  at  $!10;  to$J?30  per  ton  ;  worth  here  $100. 

The  Cincinnati  Company  was  anxious  to*  obtain  the  grant  at  these  proposed] 
figures,  much  below  the  offer  herej.  and  based  upon  estimates  of  costs  of  the 
main  items  much  above  what  they  are  here  at  this  time. 

It  will  be  resaerabered  that  the  Cincinnati  Company  were  exceedingly 
anxious  to  obtain  an  extension  of  their  grant  &pon  these  terms,,  from  which 
we  may  infer  they  knew  it  would  be  profitable. 

By  a  provision  of  tkeir  present  charter,  the  city  has  the  right  to  bsiy  the 
works  at  a  price  to  be  £xed  hy  appraiseas-,  two  selected  by  the  Council,  two 
fey  the  Gas  Company,  and  the  Sfth  by  the  fou>r.  The  Company  do  not  wish 
to  sell  them  at  a  fair  estimate,  but  desire  to  Renew  upon  the  foregoing  terms,, 
and  hence  we  must  infer  that  they  regard  it  as  d'esirable,  and  they  have  had 
a- sufficient  experience  to  be  able  to  rightly  decide. 

Although  their  grant  expires  next  June,  and  no  probability  of  their  bein  gr 
able  to  renew  it  upon  even  these  terms,,  for  they  were  rejected-  by  the  Cotiu,

cil  and  regarded  universally  as  too  high,  yet  their  stock  is  now  worth  $1.45, 
which  means  that  they  are  confident  of  a  renewal,  and  yet  they  know  it  can 
only  be  had  by  proposing  much  better  terms  than  those  above  named. 

There  seems  to  be  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Gas  Company  to  offer  to 
fix  their  prices  by  those  of  others  throughout  the  country.  This  is  not,  how- 
ever, a  fair  mode  of  determining  the  question.  Most  of  these  Companies 
were  chartered  a  long  time  ago,  and  when  their  respective  cities  were  small, 
and  the  matter  but  little  understood,  and  the  charters  in  nearly  every  case 
leaving  it  to  themselves  to  fix  their  own  prices,  The  Committee  have  found 
but  one  city  in  which  there  is  a  limit  upon  the  prices  the  Gas  Company  might 
charge,  viz.,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Alexandria, 
Virginia;  they  are  owned  by  the  city,  and  when  they  have  thus  all  over  the 
country  fixed  their  prices  at  the  very  highest,  they  are  then  each  willing  to 
take  for  their  standard  of  prices  that  of  others  whose  interest  and  policy  is 
identical  with  their  own,  and  it  is  in  reality  allowing  them  to  be  again  the 
sole  parties  in  establishing  their  own  prices,  to  consent  to  follow  the  prices 
of  other  Companies  which  had  no  limit  but  their  own  will. 

The  true  standard  is  not  what  prices  other  Companies,  with  no  restraint? 
but  their  own  will,  are  charging,  but  for  what  price  can  it  be  reasonably 
afforded. 

It  is  true  there  are  other  considerations  than  the  mere  cost  of  the  genera- 
tion of  gas.  The  amount  of  capital  invested  in  real  estate,  mains,  <fcc,  and 
the  amount  consumed,  is  a  material  circumstance.  Indianapolis  cannot  ex 
pect  gas  as  cheap  as  a  city  that  consumes  a  much  larger  quantity.  The  cost  of 
production  is  decreased  in  proportion  as  the  amount  consumed  is  increased. 
Indianapolis  is  rapidly  growing,  and  it  is  fair  to  fix  the  price  in  view  of  this 
fact.  In  granting  a  charter  for  fifteen  years,  it  would  be  fair  to  divide  the 
advantages  of  this  expectancy  of  increase,  and  establish  the  price  at  a  rate 
adjusted  to  a  middle  point  of  consumption,  and  as  the  Company  would  reap 
the  benefit  after  it  was  passed,  they  could  afford  to  be  somewhat  moderate 
until  it  was  reached  We  must  not  establish  the  price  upon  the  basis  of  the 
present  consumption,  which  a  few  years  will  largely  increase — indeed,  increase 
every  day  after  the  date  of  the  grant. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  are  willing  to  recommend  an  ex- 
tension of  the  grant  to  the  present  Company  for  fifteen  years,  paying  them 
$2.40  per  1,000  feet  for  street  lamps  and  city  buildings,  a  metre  to  be  attached 
to  each  one  hundredth  lamp,  and  taken  as  an  average  for  the  others;  pay- 
ments to  be  made,  as  at  present,  in  city  orders,  and  private  consumers  to  pay 
$3  per  1,000  feet;  the  consumers  to  pay  the  Government  tax,  and  the  city  to 
light,  extinguish,  and  repair  the  street  lamps.  This  is  allowing  40  cents  per 
1,000  for  private  consumers,  and  73  cents  per  1,000  for  street  lamps,  more 
than  the  offer  of  the  Cincinnati  Company,  which  they  were  anxious  should 
be  taken,  and  which  the  Council  refused,  because  they  considered  the  charge 
as  too  high,  and  that,  too,  after  the  matter  had  received  careful  investigation. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  insertion  of  a  provision  in  the  grant, 
in  substance  as  follows  :  ''That  in  the  event  of  any  invention,  discovery,  or 
improvement,  by  which  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  manufacturing  or  distributing 
gas  is  made,  said  Company  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  same  has 
been  demonstrated  as  a  mechanical  or  scientific  truth,  adopt  such  invention, 
discovery  or  improvement,  and  not  defer  the  adoption  of  the  same  longer 
than  one  year  after  the  same  has  been  adopted  in  three  other  cities  of  the 
United  States,  and  thereupon  the  price  to  be  paid  both  for  street  lamps  and 
public  buildings,  and  to  private  consumers  shall  be  reduced  equal  to  one-halt* 
of  the  amount  of  such  saving,  leaving  to  the  Company  the  benefit  of  the 
other  half,  as  a  proper  inducement  to  dilligence  in  its  adoption,  and  should 
the  same  not  be  adopted,  the  price  shall  nevertheless  be  reduced  as  if  it  had 
been  done. 

The  Committee  would  further  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Gas  In- 
spector, whose  duty  it  will  be  to  see  to  the  quality  of  the  gas,  the  accuracy  of 
the  metres,  the  propriety  of  the  erection  of  street  lamps,  and  that  they  are 
properly  lighted,  extinguished  and  repaired,  and,  indeed,  a  general  supervis- 
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ion  of  the  whole  subject.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  prepare  a  chart 
and  register,  showing  the  lines  of  mains,  their  size,  and  also  the  location  of 
lamp  posts,  and  shall  keep  the  same  carefully  perfected  as  additions  are 
made.  There  should  be  two  copies,  and  kept  in  different  places,  so  that  both 
would  not  likely  be  destroyed  by  any  one  ordinary  casualty.  He  shall  have 
free  access  to  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Company,  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  their  Directors,  keep  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of 
the  Company,  and  report  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time. 

The  Council  should  pay  him  a  reasonable  salary,  sufficient  to  secure  a  com- 
petent and  faithful  man.  The  city  can  afford  to  pay  an  officer  a  'air  salary 
for  fifteen  years,  by  means  of  whom  they  will  be  able  to  obtain,  when  they 
come  to  renew,  such  full  and  accurate  information  as  will  enable  them  to 
make  a  new  arrangement  with  a  perfect  understanding  of  the  subject.  The 
question  of  light  for  a  large  city  is  one  too  important  to  be  in  the  dark  upon. 
We  should  understand  it  thoroughly. 

The  present  Company  is  composed  of  citizens  amply  able  to  comply  with 
any  contract  they  might  make.  We  think  the  terms  proposed  in  this  report, 
while  not  oppressive  upon  consumers,  will  be  amply  remunerative  at  present, 
and  the  future  is  all  with  the  Company. 

We  all  know  that  the  present  advance  in  prices  is  the  result  of  an  inflation 
in  the  currency,  growing  out  of  the  war,  and  with  the  cessation  of  the  cause 
the  effect  will  cease. 

The  entire  policy  of  the  Government  will  be  directed  to  a  return  of  specie 
payments,  which  can  only  be  arrived  at  through  a  contraction  of  the  volume 
of  currency,  and  a  reduction  of  prices  will  be  a  natural  consequence.  It  will 
no  doubt,  take  some  time  to  accomplish  this,  but  the  steady  gravitation  of 
events  will  be  in  that  direction. 

Tbe  cost  of  production  is  reduced  in  proportion  as  the  amount  consumed 
is  increased.  In  this,  too,  it  requires  but  little  of  prophetic  vision  to  foretell 
that  the  future  is  with  the  Company. 

That  our  city  is  destined  to  prosper  and  grow  with  immense  rapidity  is  one 
question  upon  which  rests  no  doubt. 

In  Pittsburg  the  cost  of  manufacture  is  80  cents  per  1,000,  including  every 
thing — repairs,  salaries,  &c.  The  onhr  article  entering  into  the  manufacture, 
in  which  there  would  be  much  difference  in  price,  is  coal. 

The  cost  at  Pittsburg  was  10  and  11  cents;  suppose  it  costs  here  27 — differ- 
ence 17  cents.  The  difference  in  the  value  of  coke  here  over  Pittsburg  would 
reduce  it  to  15  cents  per  bushel,  and  three  bushels  to  the  1,000  would  make 
the  cost  of  the  coal  45  cents  more  on  the  1,000  than  in  Pittsburg,  making  the 
cost  here  to  manufacture  $1.25  per  1,000  feet. 

Upon  the  manufacture  of  the  same  amount  as  last  year,  and  the  same  pro- 
portion for  city  and  private  consumers,  and  gas  costing  $1.25  to  manufacture 
at  the  prices  recommended  by  the  Committee,  the  Company  would  realize  a 
profit  of  $1.15  per  1,000  on  street  lamps,  or  $5,185.23,  and  to  private  consu- 
mers $1.75  per  1,000,'  or  $29,745.52,  being  a  total  of  $34,930.75;  a  clear  profit, 
after  all  expenses,  even  taxes,  have  been  paid,  and  good  salaries  to  some  of 
the  stockholders  as  officers,  of  10  per  cent,  on  a  capital  of  $349,000.  The 
value  of  the  entire  property  of  the  present  Company,  as  assessed  for  taxa- 
tion, is  $162,850,  and  thus,  at  the  price  recommended  by  the  Committee, 
would  make  dividends  of  nearly  2l'|  per  cent,  on  their  present  capital. 

But  suppose  the  manufacture  costs  them  $1.50  per  1,000.  their  profits  tren 
on  the  street  lamps  would  be  90  cents  on  the  1.000,  amounting  to  $4,058.01 ; 
and  on  that  to  private  consumers  would  be  $1.50  per  1,000,  amounting  to 
$25,496.25,  or  a  total  $29,554.01,  a  fraction  over  18  per  cent,  on  the  present 
capital,  clear  of  everything,  even  taxes. 

The  Company  last  year  supplied  533  street  lamps,  for  which  they  received 
$20,  amounting  to  $10,660.  To  private  consumers,  16,997.500,  at  $4.50,  amount- 
ing to  $76,488.75  ;  and  estimating  the  coal  and  tax  at  $5,000,  their  total  income 
would  be  $92,048.75. 

The  total  manufacture  was  21,506,400.  If  we  allow  $2  per  1,000  as  the  cost 
of  making  the  gas,  their  profits  would  be  $49,135.95,  or  30  per  cent,  on  their 
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present  capital;  and  if  it  costs  only  $1.50  per  1,000,  it  would  be  36  per  cent, 
on  their  present  capital,  and  20  per  cent,  on  a  capital  of  $300,000,  or  within  a 
small  fraction. 

With  a  capital  of  $200,000  the  Company  can  furnish  gas  at  the  price  named 
by  the  Committee,  and  be  at  a  cost  of  1.94  per  1,000,  and  make  dividends 
of  10  per  cent.,  and  can  declare  dividends  of  10  per  cent,  on  their  present 
capital,  and  furnish  gas  costing  them  $2.11  per  1,000. 

Suppose  we  estimate  the  capital  of  the  present  Company  at  $200,000,  and 
they  wish  to  make  10  per  cent,  dividends,  requiring  $20,000  per  annum. 
Should  they  furnish  us,  for  all  time  to  come,  only  the  amount  furnished  last 
year,  21,506,400,  at  the  price  they  propose,  $3.48  per  1,000,  this  would  produce 
an  income  of  $74,832.27,  and  the  coke  and  tar  at  least  $5,000  more,  or  a  total 
of  $79,842.27.  Deduct  the  dividends  of  $20,000,  leaving  for  expenses,  $59,- 
842.27,  which  would  enable  them  to  furnish  gas  costing  them  $2.78  per  1,000, 
and  upon  a  capital  of  $300,000,  furnish  gas  costing  $2.3I£ 

In  Pittsburg,  gas,  including  every  expense,  even  taxes  and  salaries,  was 
made  in  1864  for  80  cents  per  1,000,  The  coal  cost  30  cents,  and  every  other 
expense  50  cents  for  the  1.000. 

Coal,  we  will  say,  costs  here  27  cents  per  bushel,  and  three  bushels  to  the 
1,000  would  be  81  cents,  but  the  coke  it  would  make  would  be  worth  at  least 
15  cents  more  than  at  Pittsburgh,  making  the  coal  for  the  1,000  cost  36  cents 
more  than  at  Pittsburgh,  and  we  can  still  allow  everything  else  to  cost  here 
four  times  as  much  as  at  Pittsburgh,  and  then  make  the  gas  at  a  cost  of  $2.66 
per  1,000. 

The  Committee  would  say  that  when  they  have  spoken  of  the  prices  in 
other  cities,  they  mean  exclusive  of  Government  taxes,  and  also  the  price 
at  which  it  is  furnished  upon  prompt  payment. 

Should  the  foregoing  recommendation  not  meet  the  views  of  the  Council 
or  the  Company,  perhaps  an  arrangement  might  be  made  which  reserved  the 
right  for  the  Council  to  establish  the  price  every  six  or  twelve  months,  to  be 
based  upon  a  fully  detailed  statement  made  by  the  Company  upon  the  oath 
of  the  President. 

Should  this  recommendation  likewise  be  unfavorably  received,  we  would 
recommend  the  formation  of  a  new  Company  for  twenty  years,  upon  some- 
thing like  the  following  plan  : 

The  capital  stock  to  be  $200,000,  and  under  the  control  of  nine  Directors, 
four  of  them  elected  by  the  Company  and  five  by  the  Council,  from  its  own 
members. 

The  city  shall  guarantee  to  the  stockholders  ten  per  cent,  dividends,  pajr- 
able  semi-annually.  Five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  shall  be  n  fund  to 
make  extensions,  and  five  per  cent,  addition  as  a  sinking  fund,  with  which 
the  city  shall  buy  the  works  at  the  end  of  twenty  years,  and  thereafter  can 
be  furnished  at  cost. 

We  will  suppose  $200,000  to  be  invested,  and  we  wish  to  pay  10  per  cent, 
dividends.  That  would  require  $20,000;  5  per  cent,  sinking  fund,  $10,000; 
5  per  cent,  gross  receipts  for  extensions,  $3,276,  and  to  make  21,506,400  feet 
of  gas,  costing  $1.50  per  1,000,  $22,259  60  or  a  total  required  income  of  $65,- 
535  60  per  year,  and  then  the  gas  furnished  at  $3.04|  per  1,000  feet,  and  the 
city  have  a  fund  sufficient  at  the  end  of  twenty  years  to  buy  the  works,  and 
having  had  the  use  of  the  accumulation  of  such  sinking  fund  in  the  mean- 
time. 

Ten  per  cent.,  together  with  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas,  we  think, 
would  be  sufficient  to  induce  the  requisite  capital  to  invest,  particularly  by 
large  gas  consumers. 

The  stockholders  receive  this  amount  and  no  more,  and  hence  could  have 
neither  the  power  or  the  motive  to  extort,  and  that  the  city  was  responsible 
for  the  payment  of  the  dividends,  and  also  to  furnish  cheap  gas,  would  induce 
Councilmen  to  look  to  its  economical  management. 

By  appropriating  five  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  to  extensions,  the  city 
at  once  becomes  the  owner  of  all  extensions  after  $200,000  has  been  expend- 
ed, and  to  the  benefits  of  the  profit  realized   therefrom.     The  city  should 
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have  the  preferred  right  to  buy  all  the  stock  offered  for  sale,  and  no  stock  so 
sold  should  be  entitled  to  dividends,  unless  the  certificates  had  first  been 
offered  to  the  city,  at  par,  and  a  refusal  to  purchase,  which  refusal  should  be 
indorsed  thereon  by  the  Treasurer,  and  a  record  kept  of  the  same.  As  the 
plan  proposed  places  the  city  in  possession  immediately  of  a  sinking  fund, 
out  of  its  profits,  it  would  soon  be  in  a  position  to  begin  to  buy  the  stock,  and 
as  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  declare  any  dividends  upon  the  city  accumu- 
lation of  stock,  while  the  extensions  would  of  course  aid  in  producing  a  gen- 
eral profit  to  the  revenues,  the  price  of  gas  could  be  lowered,  and  hence, 
while  extensions  would  be  continually  being  made,  and  the  source  of  reve- 
nue and  profit  be  increased,  yet  the  dividend-bearing  stock  would  never  be 
increased. 

The  five  per  cent,  invested  permanently  in  property  henceforward  and  for- 
ever, owned  by  cittzens,  and  is  a  capital  from  which  they  reap  the  benefit  of 
the  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas,  and  not  a  capital  upon  which  they  are 
required  to  pay  interest,  or  the  city  might  hold  it  as  stock  and  receive  divi- 
dends with  other  stocks,  and  add  the  amount  to  its  Sinking  Fund,  and  pro- 
vide that  whenever  the  Sinking  Fund  thus  accumulated  was  sufficient  to  buy 
the  whole  amount  of  the  original  capital  stock,  they  should  have  the  right  to 
do  so,  and  the  city  become  the  owner  the  sooner. 

One  merit  of  this  plan  is  its  perfect  adaptability  to  the  future  and  to  the 
changes  and  exigencies  of  times  and  circumstances.  The  price  may  be 
regulated  at  intervals,  and  if  ascertained  that  for  a  time  it  had  been  unne- 
cessarily high,  it  could  be  reduced  to  correspond,  and  while  citizens  must,  of 
course,  pay  what  it  costs  and  a  fair  interest  on  the  capital  invested,  and  this 
they  are  willing  to  do,  they  will  at  all  times  know  that  that  is  all  it  is  costing 
them,  and  they  would  be  contented  even  in  paying  a  high  price.  They 
would  be  contented  to  pay  the  present  price  if  they  believed  it  was  only  pay- 
ing a  fair  profit  on  the  capital  invested,  after  paying  the  expenses  of  manu- 
facture, but  the  general  belief  is  they  are  paying  far  beyond  this. 

The  Council  would  exercise  great  watchfulness  over  its  management,  for 
they  would  be  required  to  pay  the  interest,  and  also  secure  to  the  citizens 
gas  at  the  lowest  possible  price.  In  a  few  months  we  would  all  come  to  under- 
stand the  matter  and  manage  with  economy. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  private  companies  can  and  do  manage  these  mat- 
ter more  economically  than  cities,  but  the  reason  the  Committee  preferred  to 
see  the  city  own  the  works,  was  that  such  organizations  are  of  necessity  to 
some  great  extent  monopolies,  and  become  rich  and  powerful,  and  instead  of 
being  our  useful  servants,  they  become  our  masters,  and  use  the  very  money 
they  make  of  the  people,  by  the  monopoly  the  people  gave  them,  to  retain 
their  power. 

But  suppose  we  will  say  that  it  would  not  be  right  for  consumers  of  gas  to 
pay  for  extensions  and  finally  for  works,  to  be  owned  by  citizens  in  common, 
and  that  we  should  not  attempt  anything  more  than  to  furnish  gas,  paying 
ten  per  cent,  on  the  investment;  and  let  extensions  be  new  stock,  and  then 
allowing  a  capital  of  $200,000  to  begin  with,  the  dividend  would  amount  to 
$20,000,  at  the  cost  of  $1.50  per  .1,000  for  an  amount  equal  to  that  consumed 
last  year,  would  be  as  before,  $32,259.60,  requiring  a  total  revenue  of 
$52,259.00,  and  that  the  gas  could  be  furnished  to  all  consumers  at  $2.48  per 
1,000. 

A  statement  as  follows,  from  the  Gas  Company,  appeared  in  the  daily  papers 
of  the  4th  :

This  statement  alleges  that  their  sales  of  gas,  coke  and  tar,  in  1864,  were 
$79,801.81 

In  a  report  laid  before  this  Council  by  the  Gas  Committee,  July  24th  last, 
(see  page  175  of  Council  Proceedings,)  was  a  statement  signed  by  L.  Van- 
Landinghara,  Secretary  of  the  Company,  that  the  number  of  lamp  posts  was 
533 — at  $20  per  lamp  amounts  to  $10,660, 

The  Treasurer's  last  report  shows  that  they  were  paid  for  street  lamps  from 
May  15,  1864,  to  May  10,  I860,  $10,919.04,  (Council  Proceedings,  July  10,  1865, 
page  128,)  and  for  the  previous  year,  $11,064.88,  (see  Council  Proceedings, 
June  6,  1864,  page  23).  A  portion  of  this  was  consumed  in  the  city  buildings-,, 
and  would  be  counted  in  the  amount  charged  to  private  consumption  ;  hence 
we  will  charge  the  street  lamps  with  $10,660.  The  same  statement  from  Mr. 
VanLandingham  recites  that  they  sold  in  1864,  to  private  consumers,  16,- 
997,500  feet.  For  this  they  charged  $4.50  per  1,000,  and  this  would  realize 
$76,488.75,  or  a  total  of  $87,148.75  from  the  gas  alone,  while  coke  and  tar  are- 
well  known  to  be  a  large  item  of  profit. 

The  expense  account  is  said  to  be  for  that  year,  $77,976,. 33,  but  we  notice 
that  this  includes  "  cost  of  coal,"  and  there  was  coal  to  the  amount  of  $9,567.10* 
more  purchased  than  was  consumed,  and  hence  the  actual  expense  for  the 
year  was  but  $6*8,409.23*;  and  this  from  $87,1-18.75  would  leave  the  profits 
$18,739.51,  and  if  we  add  but  $5,000  for  coke  and  tar,  makes  the  profits 
$23,739.52. 

The  expense  for  the  year  was  then  $68,409.23,  and  21,506.400  feet  were 
manufactured.  This  makes  the  bare  cost  of  manufacture  $3.17  per  1,000.  In 
Pittsburg  the  cost,  including  every  expense,  even  salaries  and  taxes,  was  80 
cents  per  1,000,  or  about  25  per  cent,  of  the  alleged  cost  here. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  said  that  gas  can  be  made  much  cheaper  in  Pittsburg 
than  here,  because  coal  is  cheaper  there.  In  order  to  see  if  the  difference  is 
in  the  coal,  we  will  suppose  the  Indianapolis  Company  obtained  their  coal 
free  of  cost;  and  if  it  costs  here  27  cents  per  bushel,  and  three  bushels  are- 
required  to  make  1  000  feet,  and  we  allow  nothing  for  the  coke  and  tar,  we 
might  then  strike  81  cents  from  the  cost;  but  we  find  the  bare  cost  is  still 
$2.36,  so  that  it  is  evident  that  the  difference  is  not  in  the  coal,  as  it  still  costs, 
three  times  the  Pittsburg  price.  Should  we  also  furnish  the  lime  free,  worth 
40  cents  per  bushel,  and  allowing  one  bushel  to  the  1,000,  which  is  more  than, 
is  required,  and  the  bare  cost  is  still  $1.96,  or  nearly  tw©>  and  a  half  times  the- 
Pittsburg  cost. 
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We  do  not  suppose  that  labor  is  any  higher  here  than  in  Pittsburg,  but  as 
the  average  production  of  the  Company  is  59,000  feet  per  day,  and  they  em- 
ploy an  average  of  18  hands,  at  an  average  of  about  $2,33  per  day,  and  the 
cost  of  the  labor  is  71  cents  on  each  1,000;  but  even  if  this  was  supplied  to 
the  Company  free  of  expense,  according  to  their  estimate,  the  bare  cost  would 
still  be  $1.25  per  1,000;  so  that  if  they  should  be  furnished  free  of  cost,  with 
all  the  coah  lime  and  labor,  they  require,  the  bare  cost  is  still  68  per  cent, 
more  than  m  Pittsburg,  after  paying  for  all  these  things ;  but  while  coal  costs 
more  here  than  in  Pittsburg,  coke  is  also  worth  more  here  than  there,  and 
the  difference  in  return  profit  from  this  source  would  be  equal  to  at  least  15 
cents  on  the  1,000  in  favor  of  Indianapolis  over  Pittsburg,  and  thus  afcer 
crediting  the  coal  account  with  its  own  profitable  residuum;  we  furnish  the 
coal,  lime  and  labor,  free  of  cost,  and  yet,  according  to  the  Company's  estimate, 
the  bare  cost  of  manufacture  for  other  expenses  is  $1.40  per  1,000,  or  75  per 
cent,  more  than  the  cost  in  Pittsburg,  after  not  only  paying  for  these  chief 
items,  but  also  all  salaries,  taxes,  and  all  and  every  expense  whatever,  and  is 
4  cents  per  1,000  more  than  the  average  sale  prices  in  Pittsburg,  upon  which 
they  declared  dividends  of  10  per  cent,  and  carried  over  a  surplus  earning 
equal  to  1|  per  cent.  more.  The  difference,  then,  cannot  be  in  the  coal,  lime 
and  labor,  for  when  they  get  all  these  for  nothing,  their  gas  costs  them,  to 
make  according  to  their  own  showing,  75  per  cent,  more  than  the  cost  in 
Pittsburg,  where  we  ma}'  at  least  presume  they  cost  something. 

In  the  8th  volume  of  the  American  Encyclopedia,  p.  97,  in  a  scientific 
article,  it  is  stated  that  only  one-fourth  of  the  coke  made  is  used  in  heating 
the  retorts,  which  would  leave  more  coke  in  -quantity  for  sale  than  the  quan- 
tity of  coal  used. 

There  should  be  some  provision  in  reference  to  future  extensions.  A  peti- 
tion should  be  presented  to  the  Council,  with  a  guarantee  from  responsible 
persons,  to  pay  for  a  certain  amount  of  gas  per  1,000  feci  of  main,  whether 
used  or  not.  There  is  no  propriety  in  an  extension  until  it  will  pay  a  reason- 
able per  cent,  of  profit  on  its  cost.  If  it  will  not  pay,  it  should  not  be  made, 
and  if  it  will  not,  the  parties  guaranteeing  will  be  safe  in  so  doing.  Unless 
there  are  some  such  guards,  extensions  will  be  made  that  are  not  needed, 
and  citizens  should  have  it  in  their  power  to  compel  extensions  when  they 
are  willing  to  pay  an  amount  sufficient  to  justify  the  outlay. 

The  Gas  Company  have  informed  the  Committee  that  if  a  renewal  is  not 
granted  them,  they  will  claim  the  exclusive  right  to  furnish  citizens  for  five 
year?  from  March  next.  Their  charter  from  the  Legislature  does  not  expire 
tantil  March,  1871,  and  that,  although  the  city  may  charter  another  company 
to  furnish  the  street  lamps,  we  cannot  to  furnish  light  to  citizens.  Their  po- 
sition will  be  seen  from  the  opinion  they  have  obtained  from  Judge  Morrison, 
made  an  exhibit  herewith: 

"  The  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  12th of  February,  1851,  entitled  l  An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  grants  to  the 
corporation  the  right  to  manufacture  and  sell  gas,  for  the  purpose  of  lighting 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  streets  thereof,  and  any  buildings,  manufactories 
or  houses  therein  contained,  and  to  erect  necessary  works  and  apparatus  for 
conducting  gas  in  the  streets  and  avenues  of  said  city.'  This  grant  is,  how- 
ever, subject  to  the  proviso  that,  before  digging  or  commencing  operations,  the 
corporation  should  first  give  notice  to  and  'obtain  the  consent  of  the  city  for 
that  purpose,'  and  that  when  obtained  such  consent  should  be  binding.  (Lo- 
cal laws  of  1851,  p.  295,  sec.  2.) 

"  The  fifth  section  of  the  act  provides  that  the  'said  company  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  supplying  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants  with  gas,  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  light,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years;'  provided  that 
nothing  in  the  act  should  be  construed  as  to  grant  the  Company  the  exclu- 
sive privilege  of  furnishing  said  city  with  gas  for  the  purposes  named. 

"The  sixth  section  authorizes  the  city  to  contract  with  the  Company  for 
the  furnishing  of  gas  to  light  the  streets,  engine  houses,  market  houses,  or 
any  other  public  places  or  buildings. 

41  By  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council  of  the  3d  March,  1851,  the  Company, 
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under  certain  restrictions,  was  invested  with  the  exclusive  privilege,  for  the- 
term  of  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  ordinance,  of  using  the  streets,, 
lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down 
pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  and  through  the  city,  for  the  use  of  said 
city  and  its  inhabitants. 

"  The  questson  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called  at  this  time  is,  whether 
or  not,  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  ordinance  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  the  user  of  the  Company  for  many  years  past,  there  will  remain  to 
the  Company,  at  the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  years  from  the  first  of  March, 
1871r  any  corporate  rights,  and,  if  any,  what  those  rights  would  be? 

"In  answering  the-  inquiry  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  purpose  of 
the  act,  as  well  as  the  purposes  of  the  ordinance,  is  two-fold :  First,  the  light- 
ing, of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  its  streets,  &c,  and  second,  the  furnishing 
of  its  inhabitants  with  gas;  and,  keeping  in  mind  this  distinction,  and  apply- 
ing, the  second  proviso  of  the  act,  it  essentially  qualifies  the  first  proviso  in 
one  important  particular,  in  this  :  that  by  it  the  Company  are  expressly  denied 
the  exclusive  privilege  of  furnishing  the  city  with  gas;  whilst  by  the  first 
proviso,  the  grant  is,  'the  privilege  of  supplying  not  only  the  city,  but  the 
inhabitants,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years/ 

"My  construction  of  the  statute,  therefore,  is  that  the  Common  Council,, 
having  not  only  consented  to  the  measure  of  having  the  city  and  its  streets,. 
etc.,  lighted  by  the  Company,  under  a  contract  or  contracts,  if  it  could  be 
done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parties,  reserving  at  the  same  time  the  right  to 
resort  to  other  means  to  accomplish  the  object  if  necessary,  but  having  made 
no  such  reservation  for  the  inhabitants,  then  the  right  of  the  Company  to 
supply  the  inhabitants,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  is  perfect  and  exclusive,, 
notwithstanding  the  ordinance  profess(  s-  to  limit  the  grant  to  fifteen  years- 
from  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

"The  limitation,  however  extended,  did  in  nowise  impair  the  grant  of  the- 
Legislature.  In  as  far  as  the  ordinance  may  be  viewed  as  a  contract  with  the 
city,  and  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  police  regulations  therein  prescribed,  it  is- 
of  course  obligatory ;  but  no  further.  J.  MORRISON.. 

"  Indianapolis,  October  2,  1865.'T 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  distinction  is  taken  between  the  city  and  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  that  it  is  claimed  that  the  proviso  in  the  charter,  (p.  297,  Local 
Laws,  1851,)  reading  thus:  u Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  grant  to  said  Cas  Light  and  Coke  Company  the  exclusive  privi- 
lege of  furnishing  said  city  with  gas  for  the  purposes  within  named/'  by  nega- 
tiving the  exclusive  right  of  furnishing  said  city,  authorizes  the  inference  of 
an  implied  exclusive  privilege  of  furnishing  citizens,  and  that  that  exclusive 
privilege  continues  until  charter  from  the  Legislature  expires,  in  1871. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  words  city  and  inhabitants  are  merely 
cumulative  and  synonymous. 

The  opinion  also  holds  that  the  charter  being  for  twenty  years,  the  city 
could  not  place  any  limits  upon  the  time.  Sec.  '£,  p.  29C,  provides  that  "be- 
fore digging  or  commencing  operations,  the  said  corporation,  hereby  created, 
shall  first  give  notice  to  and  obtain  consent  of  the  said  city  for  that  purpose; 
said  consent,  when  obtained,  shall  be  binding." 

This  is  clearly  intended  to  and  did  reserve  to  the  city  the  right  to  render 
their  charter  nugatory  by  withholding  its  consent;  and  hence  the  higher 
right  and  perogative  to  entirely  withhold  our  consent  embraced  within  it  the 
lesser  right  to  consent  with  qualifications  and  conditions.  The  city  gave  a 
qualified  consent  as  to  time,  viz:  fifteen  year;*. 

The  opinion  admits  that  the  grant  of  the  city  is  a  contract,  and  is  binding 
just  so  far  as  suits  the  Gas  Company,  and  no  further;  but  we  are  at  a  lo.ss  to 
see  why,  if  not  valid  in  the  restriction  as  to  time,  how  can  it  be  in  any  other  ? 
The  charter  does  not  reserve  the  right  to  the  city  to  impose  one  condition  or 
qualification  more  than  another.  If  that  condition  is  not  binding,  we  have 
no  control  over  them.     That  condition  is  one  of  the  plainest  provisions  of  the

;grant.  One  of  the  great  rules  for  the  construction  of  contracts  is:  *  What 
did  the  contracting  parties  mean  ?"  What,  then,  did  they  mean  in  this  case? 
•Clearly  the  Council  meant  to  grant  the  exclusive  privilege  for  fifteen  years, 
;and  no  more.  We  think  no  one  ever  dreamed,  until  lately,  of  any  other  con- 
struction. 

It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  force  this  Company  upon  us. 
"They  made  its  right  to  commence  operations  dependent  upon  our  consent. 
We  did  net  intend  t®  give  our  consent  for  longer  than  fifteen  years,  as  was 
well  understood  by  all  parties,  and  is  apparent  upon  the  face  of  the  grant. 

In  the  grant  the  city  reserved  the  right  to  repeal  the  same,  perhaps,  how- 
ever, dependant  upon  relation  of  the  terms  thereof,  of  which  tlie  Council 
would  be  the. judge. 

The  city  has  for  a  long  time  been  paying  more  for  street  lamps  than  the 
contract.  The  contract  is,  that  u  they  shall  furnish  to  the  said  city  *  * 
-such  quantity  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  the  public  lamps  at 
;a  price  not  exceeding  what  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  paid  by  the  city  of 
Cincinnati  for  gas  light  for  similar  purposes.1'  We  pay  the  Company  $20  per 
lamp  per  year,  for  moon  time,  and  in  Cincinnati  for  years  they  have  only 
*been  paying  $28  per  lamp  per  year,  burning  from  dark  till  daylight,  or  afe 
least  double  the  quantity  burned  here,  and  the  Cincinnati  Company  light, 
extinguish  and  repair,  while  here  this  is  do^e  by  the  city ;  so  that  we  should 
!>ay  only  about  $10  per  lamp  for  the  gas  instead  of  $20. 

It  will  be  well  to  have  the  matter  investigated,  and  ascertain  the  amount 
of  over-payment,  and  as  it  is  no  doubt  the  result  of  mistake  and  inadvertence, 
the  Company  will  of  course  cheerfully  refund  whatever  amount  seems  to 
have  been  wrongfully  paid. 

From  the  position  the  Company  has  assumed,  the  legal  questions  are  likely 
to  become  important,  and  we  would  recommend  their  reference  to  the  City 
Attorney  to  examine  them  and  report. 

In  any  grant  that  may  be  made  it  might  be  well  for  the  city  to  reserve 
the  right  to  buy,  and  also  to  regulate  the  price  of  setting  meters,  and  the 
amount  of  service  pipe. 

Your  Committee  thus  lay  before  you  the  result  of  their  investigations.  It 
lias  been  a  work  of  labor,  and  information  had  to  be  gathered  from  various 
and  scattered  sources.  Our  aim  has  been  to  procure  reliable  data,  and  we 
have  made  it  as  perfect  as  we  could,  and  will  gladly  receive  suggestions,  or 
corrections  of  errors  which  may  have  occurred,  if  any.

That  about  one  year  since  he  purchased  of  Samuel  Beck  sixty-two  and  one- 
half  feet  (62:6)  of  ground,  fronting  on  Delaware  and  Cumberland  streets,  on 
which  there  are  a  three-story  brick  house  and  a  one-story  frame. 

That  Samuel  Beck,  when  he  built  his  three-story  brick  house,  on  the  corner 
of  Delaware  and  Cumberland  streets,  had  his  corner  marked  for  him  by 
James  Wood,  Sr.,  then  City  Engineer. 

That  said  Beck  built  his  house  in  compliance  with  the  establishment  of 
the  corner  of  his  ground. 

That  said  corner  was  established  by  a  measurement  southward  from  Wash- 
ington street,  and  across  Cumberland  street. 

That  Cumberland  street  is  now  fully  thirty  (30)  feet  in  width,  which  is  in 
accordance  with  the  original  plat  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  that  the 
undersigned  can  only  determine  the  location  of  the  south  line  of  his  ground 
by  measuring  from  the  north  line. 

Further:  That  John  Grosch  is  about  to  erect  a  block  of  buildings  on 
ground  adjoining  that  of  the  undersigned  on  the  south,  and  that  in  his  ap- 
plication to  the  City  Engineer  to  establish  his  lines,  the  Engineer  persists  in 
measuring  from  the  corner  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  streets;  and  further':

That  the  undersigned  understands  it  to  be  in  accordance  with  previous 
usage  and  practice,  that  the  bounds  of  all  lots  shall  be  determined  by  meas- 
urement from  Washington  street. 

That  if  the  Engineer  is  permitted  to  establish  John  Grosch's  north  line  by 
a  measurement  from  Maryland  street,  the  undersigned  will  be  deprived  of 
the  use  of  three  inches  of  ground,  which  is  of  considerable  value  to  him,  and 
may  have  to  tear  away  the  north   wall  af  his   building  on  Cumberland  street, 
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which  the  present  Engineer  says  is  three  inches  too  far  north,  but  which  his 
father  said  was  in  the  proper  place.

Gentlemen: — I  am  informed  that  in  the  debate  of  last  Monday  night,  upon 
the  nomination  of  II.  J.  Craft  as  my  assistant,  that  reflections  were  made  upon 
me  because  I  had  not  nominated  a  practical  engineer. 

The  city  should  have  an  Assistant  Engineer,  and  a  good  one,  and  I  have 
made  every  effort  to  obtain  one.  The  labor  lam,  compelled  to  perform  is  too 
great  for  me. 

I  knew  the  Council  desired  to  economize,  and  while  I  felt  it  was  due  to  me 
to  have  some  assistance,  I  had  determined  to  do  the  work,  if  porsible,  myself. 
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I  am  obliged  to  employ  a  clerk  in  the  officers  the  office  work  is  enough  for 
one  man. 

The  salary  the  city  allows  will  not  procure  a  practical  engineer,  for  L  have 
tried,  and  all  I  could  do  with  the  salary  was  to  employ  a  clerk,  which  I  must 
have.  I  have  done  with  the  money  you  allowed  me  all  I  could,  and  if  you 
will  allow  me  sufficient  I  will  employ  the  best  practical  engineer  that  can  be 
had,  as  it  will  very  much  lighten  my  own  labors. 

Although  I  was  over-worked,  yet  I  was  willing  to  endure  it  without  com- 
plaint; but  when  the  double  injustice  is  done  me  of  denying  me  the  necessary 
assistance,  and  then  condemn  me  for  not  having  it,  1  feel  that  justice  to  my- 
self requires  an  explanation,  as  I  can  not  believe  that  it  was  intended,  but 
results  Irom  the  want  of  a  full  understanding  of  the  facts. 

If  the  Council  will  enable  me  to  employ  an  assistant,  I  shall  feel  under 
many  obligations,  as  it  will  be  a  great  relief  to  me;  but  it  can  not  be  done 
with  the  present  salary. 

The  city  business  so  entirely  employs  my  time,  that  I  make  scarcely  any- 
thing at  private  employment. 

Jf  you  will  only  allow  me  for  a  clerk  I  will  get  the  best  I  can  for  the  salary, 
and  do  my  best  to  get  along ;  but  hope  you  will  not  blame  me  for  that  which 
is  your  own  fault,  and  in  which  I  am  principal  sufferer  in  being  denied  assist- 
ance, the  want  of  which  imposes  extraordinary  labors  upon  me.  Even  at  the 
risk  of  shocking  the  religious  feelings,  perhaps,  of  some  of  your  number, 
candor  compels  me  to  say  that  I  am  not  only  obliged  to  work  a  great  deal  at 
nights,  but  even  on  Sunday,  to  get  the  work  done  and  prevent  the  interests 
of  the  city  from  suffering. 

in  conclusion,  then,  1  repeat  that  I  shall  esteem  it  as  a  very  great  favor  if 
the  Council  will  furnish  me  with  an  assistant  who  is  a  practical  engineer

Mr.  Brown  called  for  a  report  from  the  Board  of  Engineers,  who 
were  appointed  to  examine  the  bouldering  of  said  streets. 
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Mr.  Stein,  from  the  Board  of  Engineers,  submitted  the  following 
report,  to-wit : 

Indianapolis,  Oct.  23,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — 'The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  (as  they  have  been 
informed  by  members  of  the  Council)  to  examine  the  work  recently  done  in 
grading  and  bouldering  Circle  street,  now  report  the  result  of  such  exami- 
nation. 

The  specifications  set  forth  in  the  contract  of  Joseph  Kruger  &  Co.,  dated 
February  G,  18G5,  requires  the  whole  width  of  the  streets  therein  named, 
(Circle  street  being  one  of  them,)  exclusive  of  sidewalks,  to  be  graded  accord- 
ing to  stakes  set  by  the  Engineer,  and  boulderecl  with  stone  assorted  in  three 
sizes,  the  smallest  size  to  be  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  six  inches  deep, 
and  to  be  laid  in  the  centre  of  the  street.  The  second  size  to  be  not  less 
than  six  nor  more  than  eight  inches  in  depth,  and  to  be  laid  on  each  side  of 
the  center  course.  The  largest  size  not  to  exceed  ten  inches  in  depth,  and 
to  be  laid  in  the  gutters;  all  to  be  close  laid  on  their  ends,  upon  a  bed  of 
sand  twelve  inches  deep.  The  whole  to  be  completed  by  the  first  day  of 
September,  1865. 

As  the  grading  of  the  street  was  to  conform  to  stakes  set  by  the  Engineer, 
the  committee  have  no  means  of  determining  whether  or  not  that  part  of 
the  contract  has  been  complied  with.  The  bouldering,  however,  and  depth 
of  sand  upon  which  the  boulders  were  laid,  were  plainly  shown  at  the  open- 
ings made,  on  last  Friday,  at  several  points  across  the  north  half  of  Circle 
street,  and  supposing  this  to  be  a  fair  sample  of  all  the  work  done  under  the 
contract,  we  arrive  at  the  following  result:  And  first,  in  reference  to  the 
depth  of  sand  upon  which  the  boulders  were  required  to  be  laid  : 

If  an  allowance  of  25  per  cent,  for  settling  be  made,  leaving  the  contract 
depth  (at  present)  9  inches,  we  can  report  but  about  10  feet  in  length  of  sec- 
tion with  that  depth. 

We  suppose,  from  the  irregular  depth  of  the  sand,  that  the  grading  was 
not  accurately  done;  this,  however,  does  not  effect  the  result.  The  average 
depth  of  sand  on  all  the  sections  examined  (some  300  feet)  could  not  at  first 
have  exceeded  6  inches,  as  it  noiv  does  not  average  more  than  4h-  inches. 

The  boulders  examined  by  us  (and  they  may  be  seen  now  on  the  street, 
where  they  were  thrown  when  taken  up,)  had  been  laid  across  the  entire 
width  of  Circle  street  and  are  supposed  to  be  a  fair  sample  of  those  laid  on 
other  portions  thereof.  Of  these  we  find  about  one-third  (-J)  below  the 
smallest  dimensions  (4  inches)  required  in  the  contract.  Of  the  largest  size 
(10  inches  in  depth)  enough  can  be  found  to  pave  about  one-half  of  the  gut- 
ters. The  specifications  do  not  designate  the  distance  which  each  size  boul- 
der should  occupy,  nor  is  it  necessary  for  us  to  know. 

Believing  that  the  foregoing  comprises  the  substance  of  what  the  Council

Indianapolis,  October  23,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  questions  arising  upon  the  petition  to 
vacate  Water  street,  and  the  remonstrance  against  vacating  it,  and  submit 
the  following  opinion  : 

1  think  that  at  the  time  the  second  notice  was  given  by  Mr.  Holmes,  the 
petition  and  remonstrance  were  both  pending  before  the  Council.     The  re- 
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monstrants,  not  electing  to  make  any  question  respecting  the  notice,  had 
appeared  and  remonstrated,  and  the  action  of  Mr.  Holmes  in  continuing  for 
proper  notice  did  not  dispose  of  the  pending  remonstrance.  The  case  is  very 
clearly  analogous  to  an  action  at  law  where  some  of  the  defendants  appear 
and  answer,  and  the  plaintiff  continues  as  to  others  for  process — the  defend- 
ants, who  have  answered,  remain  in  court. 

The  remonstrance  does  not  show  that,  the  remonstrants  are  the  owners  of 
the  fee,  but  merely  lessees,  and  it  is  necessaay  to  inquire  whether  they  can 
successfully  oppose  the  vacation  of  the  street.  The  statute  provides  that  no 
street  shall  be  vacated  unless  the  consent  of  the  adjoining  owner  be  first  ob- 
tained. A  lessee  has  an  interest  in  the  real  estate  adjacent  to  the  street,  and 
this  gives  him  a  right  in  the  street  itself.  This  right  the  Legislature  itself 
cannot  take  away  unless  the  street  is  seized  by  virtue  of  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  for  public  purposes.  The  rule  is  thus  stated,  by  our  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Haynes  v.  Thomas,  7  Ind.,  43  :  "The  rignt  to  use  a  street  in  a 
town  adjoining  a  lot  abutting  upon  it,  is  as  much  property  as  the  lot  itself, 
and  the  Legislature  has  as  little  power  to  take  away  one  as  the  other."  The 
tenant's  right  to  enjoy  the  real  estate  and  appurtenances  of  which  he  has 
possession  during  the  existence  of  his  lease,  is  the  same  as  that  of  his  lan- 
lord  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  lease. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  cannot  be  granted  by 
Council  against  the  will  of  the  remonstrants.

Indianapolis,  October  30,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  Common  Council,  appointed  at  its  last  meet- 
ing to  examine  the  bouldering  of  Circle  street  and  portions  of  Meridian  and 
Market  streets  intersecting  the  same,  lately  done  under  a  contract  made  by 
the  city  on  the  5th  of  February,  1865,  with  Joseph  Kruger,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows : 

On  Friday  afternoon.  October  27th,  in  obedience  to  the  published  notice  of 
.the  Mayor,  five  members  of  the  Committee  met,  elected  a  Chairman,  and 
adjourned  to  meet  the  next  morning.  At  the  adjourned  meeting  all  the 
members  of  the  Committee  were  present  except  Mr.  Grosvenor. 

The  Committee,  upon  examining  the  contract,  found  that  the  specifications 
required  the  streets  to  be  bouldered  with  three  distinct  sizes  of  boulders,  and 
these  distinct  sizes  were  to  be  placed  in  three  distinct  portions  of  the  street. 
The  "Centre"  of  the  street  was  to  be  bouldered  with  the  smallest  sized  boul- 
ders, which  wrere  to  be  not  less  than  4  nor  more  than  6  inches  deep;  the 
second  sized  boulders  were  to  be  laid  on  each  side  of  the  "centre,"  and  were 
to  be  not  less  than  6  nor  more  than  8  inches  in  depth  ;  and  the  largest  size, 
not  to  exceed  10  inches  in  depth,  were  to  be  laid  in  the  gutters.  All  were 
to  be  laid  in  a  bed  of  sand  12  inches  deep,  the  street  being  first  graded. 
After  the  boulders  were  laid  they  were  to  be  beaten  down  "three  several 
times"  and  then  covered  with  fine  sand  to  the  depth  of  two  inches. 

The  Committee,  in  order  to  test  whether  the  work  had  been  done  accord- 
ing to  these  specifications,  caused  small  sections  of  boulders  to  be  taken  up 
at  different  places  in  each  of  the  divisions  of  the  street  mentioned  in  the 
contract.  In  determining  how  much  of  the  street  was  considered  the  "  cen- 
tre,"(under  the  contract,)  the  Civil  Engineer  (who  was  present)  was  called 
upon  to  state  what  the  usage  had  been  in  such  cases.  He  stated  that  in  ninety 
feet  streets  (sixty  feet  excluding  the  sidewalks)  the  usage  had  been  to  allow 
twenty-four  feet  for  the  centre,  and  that  this  was  determined  by  measuring 
twelve  feet  from  each  side  of  the  actual  centre  of  the  street.  He,  also,  stated 
that  the  portion  of  the  street  in  which  the  "second  sized  boulders  were  to 
be  placed  was  all  the  remainder  of  the  street  on  either  side  of  the  "  centre," 
except  the  gutters. 

As  the  boulders  were  removed  they  were  measured  by  some  member  of 
the  Committee,  and  those  over  the  minimum  depth  required  and  those  un- 
der that  depth  counted.  The  sand  was  then  thrown  out  from  the  section 
opened  and  a  measurement  taken  of  the  exact  depth  from  the  top  of  the 
adjoining  boulders  not  taken  up  to  the  top  of  the  soil  forming  the  grading 
below.  The  result  in  each  case  was  noted  by  the  Chairman  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. 

The  following  notes  of  these  examinations  are  submitted: 
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"THE  CENTRE"  DIVISIONS. 

1.  Circle  Street,  opposite  Long's  Undertaker  Shop :  Boulders  4  inches  and 
over,  G.     Boulders  under  4  inches,  7.     Depth  of  sand,  10  inches. 

2.  Circle  Street,  opposite  the  residence  of  Wm.  II.  Morrison :  Boulders  4 
inches  and  over,  14.  Boulders  under  4  inches,  13.  Depth  of  sand,  6- inches 
to  a  hard,  black  substance  (supposed  to  be  part  of  the  old  street  plowed  up^ 
in  grading  one  inch  in  depth,  and  below  this  five  inches  of  a  mixture  of  gra- 
vel and  sand  much  coarser  and  of  a  different  color  than  that  above  the  dark 
substance  described.  This  last  mentioned  layer  Mr.  W.  H.  Morrison  claims 
to  be  a  portion  of  gravel  that  had  been  hauled  on  the  ground  at  his  instance 
at  the  time  he  dug  a  cellar,  not  long  before  the  street  was  graded,  and  for 
which  gravel  he  paid. 

3.  Circle  Street,  opposite  the  residence  of  James  H.  McKernan:  Boulders 
4  inches  and  over,  16.   Boulders  under  4  inches,  32.  Depth  of  sand,  9  inches. 

4.  Meridian  Street,  between  Dunlop  and  Yohn's  blocks  :  Boulders  4  inches 
and  over,  14.     Boulders  under  4  inches,  14.     Depth  of  sand,  9  inches. 

The  minimum  size  of  bouldersin  all  of  the  above  sections  should  be  not 
less  than  4  inches. 

SECOND  DIVISION. 
(boulders  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches  in  depth.) 

1.  Circle  Street,  east  of  the  corner  of  Meridian  street,  and  opposite  the 
Journal  Buildings:  Boulders  6  inches  and  over,  5.  Boulders  under  6  inches,  4. 
Depth  of  sand,  12  inches. 

2.  Circle  Street,  (side  next  the  Circle,)  opposite  the  residence  of  W.  H.  Lin- 
genfelter:  Boulders  6  inches  and  over,  14.  Boulders  under  6  inches,  13. 
Depth  of  sand,  6  inches.  Below  this  depth  of  sand  was  a  black  substance 
claimed  by  some  of  the  Committee  to  be  sand,  and  by  others  to  be  loam. 
This  layer  was  6  inches  in  depth,  and  below  was  the  soils  used  in  grading. 
The  contractor,  who  was  present,  claims  the  black  substance  referred  to,  to 
be  a  portion  of  the  sand  found  in  the  street  and  plowed  up  by  him  in  grad- 
ing- 

3.  Market  Street,  opposite  the  residence  of  Dr.  Burnham :  Boulders  6 
inches  and  over,  7.     Boulders  under   6  inches,  9.     Depth  of  sand,  11  inches. 

THE  "GUTTERS." 
(boulders  to  be  of  the  largest  size  and  not  exceeding  ten  inches  in 

DEPTH.) 

1.  Circle  Street,  opposite  the  First  Presbyterian  Church :  Boulders  one- 
half  under  6  inches.     Depth  of  sand,  12  inches. 

THE  "SHOULDER." 

The  portion  of  the  street  where  the  "Centre"  Division  and  "  Second"  Divi- 
sion come  together  is  called  the  "  shoulder."  Necessarily  the  two  different 
sizes  of  boulders  would  be  blended,  and  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  contractor 
to  require  that  all  the  boulders  should  be  of  the  minimum  depth  of  the 
"Second"  Division,  viz.,  6  inches. 

1.  Meridian  Street,  (east  side,)  opposite  the  residence  of  Mr.  Pyle :  Bould- 
ers 4  inches  and  over,  13.  Boulders  under  4  inches,  9.  Depth  of  sand,  10 
inches. 

2.  Circle  Street,  (west  side,)  opposite  the  residence. of  Mrs.  Paxson  :  Bould- 
ers 6  inches  and  over,  7.  Boulders  under  6  inches,  6.  Depth  of  sand,  11  inches. 
This  last  named  section  was  a  little  below  the  "  shoulder." 

After  these  examinations  were  concluded,  the  Committee  caused  a  section 
of  that  portion  of  South  Meridian  street,  between  Blackford's  and  Hubbard's 
Blocks  to  be  taken  out  of  the  "centre"  thereof  with  this  result:  Boulders 
4  inches  and  over,  9.     Boulders  under  4  inches,  16.     Depth  of  sand,  7  inches. 

This  street  was  bouldered  seven  years  ago,  and 'has  been  used  as  much  as 
any  street  in  the  city. 
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The  Committee  submit  these  facts  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council, 
without  making  any  recommendation,  preferring  that  the  Council  shall  de- 
cide whether  the  work  has  been  done  according  to  contract  or  not.

Mr.  Brown  introduced  general  ordinance  No.  24,  as  follows,  to- 
wit: 

An  Ordinance  accepting  the  proposals  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  for  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  upon 
certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  proposals  made  on  the  4th  day  of  September,  1865,  by  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  for  lighting  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with 
gas,  and  for  furnishing  the  citizens  thereof  with  gas,  for  twenty  years  from 
the  fourth  day  of  March,  1866,  be  accepted  and  agreed  to  upon  the  said  Com- 
pany, by  its  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  records,  to  be  certified  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  city,  agreeing  and  binding  itself,  within  twenty  days  hereafter,  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

1.  That  all  of  the  surplus  net  income  of  the  Company,  resulting  from  its 
operations  and  business  of  every  kind,  after  defraying  all  current  expenses, 
including  the  cost  of  keeping  the  property  in  as  good  condition  from  ordinary 
wear,  tear  and  damage,  and  after  retaining  for  the  stockholders  of  the  Com- 
pany, for  dividends,  including  provision  against  extraordinary  and  unforeseen 
contingencies,  thirteen  per  cent,  annually,  on  the  stock  of  the  Company,  as 
it  now  stands  on  its  books,  representing  the  value  of  its  property  on  Novem- 
ber* 7th,  1865,  shall  accrue  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  be  paid  over  to  its 
treasury  at  the  end  of  each  year  from  March  7th,  1866 ;  Provided,  That  if  in 
any  year,  from  any  causes,  sufficient  net  income  shall  not  arise  from  the 
operations  and  business  of  said  Company,  of  every  kind,  to  amount  to  thir- 
teen per  cent,  for  the  stockholders,  on  their  stock,  the  amount  of  the  deficit 
in  such  income,  for  such  failing  year,  shall  be  carried  over  to  the  succeeding 
year  or  years,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  retained  in  such  year  or  years  for 
making  up  to  them  such  deficiency,  and  interest  thereon,  in  addition  to  the 
per  cent,  for  such  succeeding  year  or  years,  above  stipulated  to  be  retained 
annually. 

2.  All  expenditures  for  permanent  objects,  such  as  extensions  of  mains, 
meters,  services,  additional  benches,  retorts,  gasometers,  or  otherwise,  to  be 
incurred  after  November  1st,  1865,  shall  be  provided  for  by  cash,  to  be  raised 
by  the  issue  of  new  stock,  and  not  out  of  the  means  of  the  Company ;  which 
stock  shall  be  entitled  to  have  retained  for  it  the  same  per  centum  of  divi- 
dend, including  provision  for  extraordinary  contingencies,  as  is  to  be  retained 
for  the  present  stock,  and  no  more. 

3.  It  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  said  Company  to  determine,  and  notify 
the  Common  Council,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  annually,  the  rate  per 
one  thousand  cubic  feet,  for  furnishing  the  cicy  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
with  gas  for  the  succeeding  year;  which  shall  never  exceed  the  amount 
stated  in  its  proposals  above  referred,  to,  and  which  shall  be  reduced  below 
that  rate,  from  time  to  time,  as  much  as  the  Directors  of  said  Company,  in 
their  judgment,  from  experience,  shall  be  sufficient  to  secure  a  yield  of  the 
per  centum  on  their  stock  herein  above  stipulated  to  be  retained  for  the 
stockholders  of  the  Company  ;  Provided,  the  Common  Council,  on  being  noti- 
fied of  such  reduction,  shall  agree  thereto. 

4.  The  entire  management  of  the  operations  and  business  of  the  said 
Company  shall  continue  and  remain  as  heretofore  in  its  hands,  to  be  con- 
ducted as  consistently  with  sound  and  judicious  economy,  as  if  all  the  income 
of  the  Company  was  to  accrue  to  the  stockholders. 

5.  The  said  Company  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  the  proper  season 
of  the  year  for  such  work,  make  such  extensions  of  mains  and  service  pipes, 
as  a  joint  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  of  the 
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Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company  shall  agree  to  be  justifiable  under  the 
spirit  of  this  contract. 

6.  The  books  of  the  Company  are  to  be  at  all  times,  during  the  existence 
of  such  contract,  and  in  business  hours,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  such  offi- 
cers or  committee  of  the  Common  Council  as  may  be  appointed  for  such  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  filing  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  the  certified  copy  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  such  Company,  accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set 
forth  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation 
of  such  acceptance,  accompanying  such  publication  with  a  copy  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

Br.  George  W.  Mears,  President  of  tbe  Board  of  Health,  then 
submitted  the  following  report,  to- wit : 

Indianapolis,  Nov.  13,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  @&%meil  of  the  Ciii/  qf  Indianapolis: 

The  gradual  but  certain  approach  of  the  cholera  has  excited  just  appre- 
hensions of  its  advent,  sooner  or  later,  to  this  city. 

The  fearful  effects  of  its  ravages  in  other  countries  give  assurance  of  the 
malignity  of  its  character  in  the  present  outbreak,  and  admonish  us  of  the- 
grave  importance  of  an  intelligent  and  efficient  preparation  for  its  reception^ 
whenever,  in  its  erratic  wanderings,  it  may  assail  Indianapolis. 

The  cause  of  this  shocking  malady,  whether  mediate  or  immediate,  proxi- 
mate or  remote,  though  questions  in  themselves  interesting,  it  is  not  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Board  of  Health  now  to  discuss.  Their  purpose  will  be  attained1 
by  urging  upon  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  the  fact,  universally 
admitted,  we  believe,  that  whatever  may  be  the  essential  nature  of  the 
poisonous  agent  or  agents  involved  in  the  production  of  the  disease,  malaria 
and  all  noxious  gaseous  exhalations  from  filth,  and  the  decomposition  of  ani- 
mal and  vegetable  matter,  conduce  largely  to  its  virulence,  and  swell  to  fear- 
ful magnitude  the  bills  of  mortality  wherever  cholera  is  known  to  prevail  as 
an  epidemic. 

That  causes  contributing  greatly  to-  the  production  of  the  elements  in 
question,  are  to  be  encountered  at  every  turn  in  this  city,  must  be  patent  to- 
all  enjoying,  even  in  a  moderate  degree,  the  faculties  of  sight  and  smell. 
Very  much  of  the  unhealthy  condition  of  the  atmosphere  is  believed  to  be 
attributable  to  the  radical  blunders  of  the  system  of  engineering  inaugurated 
twenty  years  ago  by  the  elder  Wood,  and  with  filial  devotion  to  the  teachings 
of  the  father,  persisted  in  by  the  present  incumbent  to  the  extent  of  redu- 
cing seme  of  the  streets  to.  nearly  a  perfect  level.,  so  confounding  the  water 
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shed  upon  them  in  periods  of  heavy  rains,  that  it  is  often  observed  to  stand 
still,  as  if  studying  hydraulics,  with  a  view  to  determine  its  proper  course  to 
White  river. 

Under  existing  circumstances,  it  is  an  object  of  primary  importance  to 
remedy,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  evils  of  this  defective  drainage  with  the 
means  and  appliances  at  hand;  leaving  the  great  question  of  the  introduction 
of  a  system  of  permanent  sewerage  to  the  judgment  of  able  and  educated 
engineers.  The  cost  being  a  secondary  consideration,  the  hope  is  indulged 
by  the  Board  of  Health  that  enlarged  views,  somewhat  commensurate  with 
enlightened  progress,  and  the  great  utility  and  magnitude  of  the  under- 
taking, will  govern  the  Council  in  its  selection  of  agents  for  the  prosecution 
of  so  important  a  work. 

Dealing  then  with  the  condition  of  things  as  we  find  them,  our  first  atten- 
tion is  due  to  the  thorough  cleansing  of  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  then  to 
so  opening  and  improving  the  channels  already  provided  for  the  purpose,  a?, 
to  afford  the  readiest  and  best  means  for  the  escape  of  water  shed  upon  the 
city,  the  imperfect  discharge  of  which  is  the  chief  source  of  uncleanliness, 
and  all  its  mischievous  consequences.  To  accomplish  the  latter  of  these  ob- 
jects, it  is  recommended  that  the  gutters,  at  all  points  of  the  city  where  the 
flow,  on  account  of  the  flat  state  of  the  general  surface,  is  languid,  be  widened, 
and  either  deepened  or  filled,  as  needed,  to  their  original  grades;  that  in  all 
cases  where  mud  holes  or  basins  containing  or  capable  of  holding  water  are 
found,  they  shall  be  scraped  out  and  filled  up  with  gravel,  or  cinders  from 
the  Rolling  Mill.  This  work  can  only  be  properly  performed  by  previously 
staking  all  such  gutters,  so  that  the  Commissioner  may  be  able  to  work  to 
them,  and  thus  preserve  a  smooth  and  even  floor  to  those  drains,  which  it 
must  be  apparent  to  every  one  is  essential  to  the  uninterrupted  and  rapid 
passage  of  the  water. 

Thus  improved,  and  so  kept  by  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  laws  against 
permitting  them  to  be  filled  up  with  grass,  stones,  and  other  rubbish,  and  all 
obstructions  at  street  crossings,  they  will  be  found,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board,  to  possess  abundant  capacity  for  the  free  discharge  of  all  the  water 
allotted  to  them. 

To  prevent  holes  constantly  made  by  horses  hitched  so  as  to  stand  in  them, 
and  which  so  much  obstruct  the  current  in  these  outlets,  it  is  important  that 
no  hitching  posts  should  be  allowed  within  or  nearer  than  four  feet  without 
the  curbing,  except  in  cases  where  the  gutters  are  paved  or  covered  with  a 
platform. 

On  removing  from  these  gutters  the  slimy  filth  usually  found  in  them,  es- 
pecially in  warm  weather,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  have  it  carried 
away  immediately,  instead  of  drawing  it  out  to  one  side,  and  leaving  it  to 
stand  in  disgusting  mounds,  as  is  the  present  practice,  allowing  its  stench  to 
infect  a  whole  neighborhood,  while  it  is  permitted  to  dry  for  the  convenience 
of  transit  to  some  favored  vacant  lot,  the  neighborhood  of  which  may  for  all 
time  to  come  be  regaled  by  its  fragrant  and  healthful  exhalations.  Too 
much  can  not  be  said  in  reprehension  of  this  filthy  practice,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  stringent  measures  will  be  adopted  to  prevent  it  in  future. 

Next  to  cleaning  the  gutters  and  keeping  them  open,  it  is  important  to 
have  the  streets  put  in  perfect  order.  All  basins  or  depressions  containing 
or  liable  to  hold  stagnant  water,  should  be  promptly  filled  up  with  either 
gravel  or  slag.  If  the  latter  be  used,  the  large  cinders  and  pieces  of  brick, 
often  found  in  and  mixed  with  it,  should,  by  all  means,  be  broken  into  frag- 
ments, as  being  in  that  form  much  better  adapted  to  the  improvement  con- 
templated, than  the  large  boulders  from  the  Rolling  Mill  now  thrown  into 
the  streets,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  all  carriage  drivers,  and  the  injury  of 
vehicles  passing  over  them. 

All  rubbish  and  filth  must  be  scraped  from  the  streets  and  carted  away — 
the  decomposable  matter  to  the  crossing  of  White  river,  below  the  graveyard, 
and  dumped  into  the  water.  The  drier  earth  may  be  used  for  filling  low 
places  found  in  streets  or  alleys. 

To  get  rid  of  the  nuisance  of  refuse  water  from  hotels,  boarding  houses, 
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dye  houses,  and  breweries,  not  well  disposed  of  by  surface  draining,  the  ex- 
pedient of  clay  piping,  so  extensively  and  successfully  used  in  the  city  of 
London,  for  under  drainage,  suggests  itself  to  the  Board  as  a  cheap  and 
efficient  means  of  disposing  of  these  offensive  fluids.  It  has  been  intimated 
that  with  so  little  inclination  they  would  be  liable  to  fill  up  with  sediment 
and  become  useless.  To  obviate  this  possible  objection  it  is  recommended 
that  no  water  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  pipes  until  after  being  kept  in 
a  reservoir,  or  catch-pool,  as  it  is  technically  termed,  for  a  sufficient  length  of 
time  to  deposit  its  sediment.  The  water  thus  settled  is  let  into  the  pipe 
through  a  line  filter,  which  will  effectually  prevent  from  entering  solid  sub- 
stances, or  such  matter  as  would,  if  admitted,  be  liable  to  settle  and  obstruct 
the  passages. 

In  addition  to  this  precaution,  the  opportunity  of  flushing  will  be  presented 
at  nearly  every  square,  by  the  admission,  through  small  lateral  pipes  into  the 
main,  of  the  surplus  water  from  the  pumps  on  the  way.  This,  it  is  per- 
ceived, would  very  effectully  dispose  of  all  the  water,  except  that  shed  upon 
the  surface  in  rainy  seasons.  The  expense  of  this  work,  like  that  incurred 
for  abating  a  nuisance  on  individual  property,  should  be  assessed  upon  the 
parties  by  whose  agency  the  nuisance  is  committed. 

Jn  like  manner  as  the  streets  are  cleaned,  so  should  every  alley  in  the  city 
be  treated.  Thoroughly  cleaned  at  first,  it  should  be  so  drained  or  filled  up 
that  no  basins  maybe  left  for  the  accumulation  of  mud  and  water.  Thus 
cleared  of  all  manure,  garbage,  sticks,  stones,  and  other  rubb'sh,  notice 
should  be  served  upon  the  property  holders  adjoining  that  they  will  be  held 
accountable,  on  default  of  the  renters,  who  should  also  have  notice,  for  the 
maintainance  of  cleanliness. 

The  streets,  after  being  subjected  to  a  similar  process  of  purifying,  should 
be  kept  as  nearly  so  as  practicable,  by  the  rigid  enforcement  of  ordinances 
against  making  it,  and  in  an  especial  manner  the  gutter,  the  receptacle  of 
coal  or  wood  ashes,  chips,  wood,  decayed  fruit,  melon  rinds,  sweepings  of 
houses,  or  any  other  rubbish  which  would  arrest  the  free  passage,  of  water  in 
the  gutters,  or  be  subject  to  decomposition.  Builders  should  be  notified  of 
the  penalty  for  stopping  the  gutters  with  building  materials,  the  subject  at 
present  of  altogether  too  much  indifference  and  neglect. 

When  we  speak  of  notifying  the  people  of  the  existence  of  municipal  laws, 
of  which  many  may  be  ignorant,  it  is  not  intended  that  the  ordinance  shall  be 
published  in  the  papers,  or  even  alone  printed  in  hand  bills  and  stuck  up  at 
public  places,  but  that  officers  properly  authorized  shall  visit  every  family  in 
the  city,  leaving  at  each  house  a  copy  of  the  printed  laws  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  and  in  all  cases  where  heads  of  families  are  found  who  can  not  read, 
so  explain  the  enactments,  and  their  own  responsibilities  under  them,  as  that 
the  laws  shall,  in  no  case,  be  misunderstood. 

In  making  a  disposition  of  the  garbage,  we  are  aware  that  we  shall  encoun- 
ter difficulties  inseparable  from  the  introduction  of  so  troublesome  an  inno- 
vation upon  fixed  habits.  Some  will  be  found  to  object  to  the  waste,  others, 
perhaps,  to  the  labor  and  inconvenience;  while  still  another,  and  perhaps  a 
larger  class,  will  be  too  poor  to  pay  for  its  removal.  For  the  latter  class  pro- 
vision mast  be  made  by  the  Council — scavengers  must  be  contracted  with 
for  certain  districts,  to  collect  from  the  poor.  In  many  instances,  no  donbt, 
there  will  be  found  persons  of  sufficient  thrift,  ready  to  do  the  work  at 
first  at  a  nominal  sum,  and  perhaps  soon  after  the  working  of  the  system  is 
fairly  tested,  be  willing  to  pay  a  small  consideration  for  the  contract.  Mean- 
time, it  might  be  proper  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  remove  it  from  districts 
circumscribed  to  suit  contractors.  On  failure  of  this  expedient,  it  will  be  in- 
cumbent upon  the  authorities  to  provide  the  necessary  means  for  its  disposal, 
assessing  a  small  charge  upon  housekeepers  able  to  pay*  for  their  proportion 
of  the  work.  Here  the  question  presents  itself,  as  to  whether,  as  in  Boston 
and  some  other  cities,  it  might  not  be  made  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  city, 
co  feed  it  to  hogs  and  cattle,  kept  for  the  purpose  at  some  short  distance 
from  its  limits.     In  all  cases  where  it  can  be  disposed  of  by  feeding  to  cows 
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owned  by  housekeepers  producing  it,  permission  should  be  granted  them  to 
use  it  in  that  way. 

The  premises  of  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  as  well  as  those  of  private  in- 
dividuals, will  bo  subjected  to  rigid  inspection  by  the  proper  officers,  and 
where  offensive  matters  are  discovered,  the  nuisance  must  be  promptly  aba- 
ted by  a  thorough  cleansing  at  the  expense  of  the  keeper,  or,  on  his  failure, 
the  responsibility  of  the  property  holder. 

In  the  case  of  filthy  and  over-flowing  cess-pools  and  privies,  after  proper 
cleansing,  a  free  application  of  lime  (ordinary  quick  lime)  must  be  made. 

All  holes  in  the  yard,  garden  or  lot,  liable  to  be  filled  with  water  or  rub- 
bish, subject  to  stagnation  and  decay,  must  be  filled  up  or  effectually  drained. 
Gutters  and  sinks  for  water  must  be  kept  clean,  and  treated  also  during  hot 
weather  with  lime;  .and  in  case  there  is  a  redundant  ilow  of  water  from  the 
frequent  use  of  the  pump,  dry  wells  must  be  resorted  to  to  prevent  the  ex- 
cess of  water  from  reaching  the  alley  or  street.  No  soapsuds  should  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  tubs,  or  be  thrown  into  the  alleys.  While  fresh,  it  may  be 
poured  upon  the  garden,  or  any  other  place,  (except  the  street  or  alley,) 
where  it  will  not  be  allowed  to  collect  in  pools,  and  left  to  decompose  before 
it  is  absorbed  by  the  earth  or  evaporated  by  the  sun. 

No  manure  will  be  permitted  to  be  thrown  in  the  alleys,  nor  to  be  kept  in 
large  bodies  on  lots  contiguous  to  alleys  or  streets. 

The  water  of  all  wells  within  twenty  feet  of  a  privy,  especially  in  clay  sub- 
soil, should  be  condemned  as  unfit  for  culinary  or  drinking  purposes;  and  it 
is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Council  that  no  wells  should  be  sunk  in  fu- 
ture within  the  above  prescribed  limits. 

Hogs  shall  in  no  wise  be  kept  within  the  city  limits  after  the  first  day  of 
February  next.  Notice  to  this  effect  should  be  given  to  all  housekeepers  in 
the  habit  of  keeping  them. 

The  stables  for  horses  and  cows  will  also  be  subject  to  inspection,  and  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  applicable  to  uncleanliness  in  other  departments. 

Cellars  will  be  the  object  of  very  special  attention;  old,  mouldy  and  half 
decayed  barrels,  boxes  and  pieces  of  wood,  decaying  and  decayed  fruits  and 
vegetables,  old  clothes,  filthy  and  torn  pieces  of  carpet,  and  other  like  offen- 
sive articles,  of  which  cellars  are  frequently  the  receptacle,  must  be  removed 
and  burned,  or  carted  to  the  river  and  thrown  into  the  stream.  In  cases  of 
unusual  dampness  lime  should  be  freely  applied,  and  in  those  instances  where 
the  cellar  is  liable  to  fill  with  water,  the  digging  of  dry  wells  should  be  en- 
forced. 

For  the  removal  of  the  small  lakes,  ponds  and  pools  of  water  within  and 
near  the  limits  of  the  city,  efficient  drainage  or  filling  up  should  be  made  in- 
dispensable. Immediate  attention  is  due  this  subject,  in  order  that  the  bot- 
toms of  those  basins  may  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  frost  of  the 
approaching  winter.  The  effect  of  thorough  freezing  will.be  to  deprive  in  a 
great  degree  the  animal  and  vegetable  deposits  of  their  noxious  gases,  which 
would  be  eliminated  by  exposure  to  the  sun  of  next  summer,  to  the  manifest 
danger  of  those  vicinities  if  the  waters  were  permitted  to  cover  them  until 
spring. 

It  is  always  preferable  to  dispose  of  the  water  of  such  places  by  surface 
drainage,  where  at  all  practicable — wells  for  that  purpose  being  liable  to  the 
objection  of  puddling  very  soon,  even  if  the  substratum  reached  for  that  pur- 
pose bo  porous.  The  only  remedy  for  the  difficulty  suggested  is,  we  believe, 
to  dig  some  feet  into  the  grave!,  and  wall  loosely  with  brick  or  stone  up  to 
the  clay,  and  then  select  a  period  for  the  first  draining  when  the  water  is 
most  clear. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Smitary  Commission  for  the  use  of  trje.City 
Hospital,  it  is  hoped,  is  temporary — it  being  all  important,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  that  it  should  be  placed  in  a  condition  of  readiness 
for  the  reception  of  patients.  Strangers  being  attacked  with  diseases  of  any 
kind  popularly  believed  contagious  or  infectious,  never  willingly  kept,  and 
sometimes  ejected  from  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  should  have  a  place  of 
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refuge  prepared  for  them,  especially  in  times  of  pestilence.  The  attention  of 
the  Council  is  respectfully  directed  to  this  subject. 

Complaints  are  from  year  to  year,  very  justly,  as  we  think,  filed  against  the 
slaughter  houses  within  the  city  limits,  on  account  of  the  stench  which,  in 
heavy  and  damp  weather,  issues  from  them  and  spreads  over  one-third  of 
the  city.  While  the  Board  of  Health,  being  endowed  with  like  sensitive 
olfactory  nerves,  regard  the  exposure  to  that  nauseous  effluvium  as  disgusting 
in  the  extreme,  and  as  obnoxious  to  abatement  as  a  nuisance  by  the  Council, 
they  are  not  in  the  possession  of  facts,  either  as  the  result  of  personal  obser- 
vation or  medical  authority,  which  dispose  them  to  condemn  these  savory 
institutions  as  making  unfavorable  sanitary  impressions  upon  the  neighbor- 
hoods in  which  they  are  located,  especially  when  they  are  kept  clean  and  the 
owners  are  permitted  by  municipal  regulations  to  exercise  their  sanguinary 
functions  only  during  the  winter  season.  It  might,  however,  be  well  here  to 
suggest  that  the  nuisance  here  complained  of  may  very  probably  be  obviated 
by  the  erection  of  stand  pipes  or  chimneys  of  sufficient  hight,  and  so  con- 
structed as  to  convey  the  tainted  air  out  at  the  top.  Such  appliances  are  adopt- 
ed successfully  by  the  manufacturers  of  prussiate  of  iron  from  the  carcasses  of 
dead  animals  in  the  midst  of  large  cities,  both  in  this  country  and  Europe. 

The  subject,  of  excavating  cellars  is  one  we  approach  with  diffidence,  as  it 
involves  a  very  large  interest  and  seems  difficult  to  provide  against.  The 
exposure  to  the  sun  of  fresh  surface  earth,  in  hot  weather,  is  admitted  to  be 
a  fruitful  source  of  miasma.  In  the  process  of  cellar  excavation  the  distur- 
bance of  the  surface  earth  is  produced  in  the  digging,  which  exposes  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  work  to  unhealthy  exhalations  from  the  partial 
decomposition  of  vegetable  deposits,  as  well  as  the  neighborhood  of  the  lo- 
cality where  such  earth  is  thrown. 

The  remedy  of  the  evil,  which  occurs  to  the  Board,  is  to  notify  builders  of 
the  danger,  in  the  time  of  an  expected  invasion  of  epidemic  disease,  and 
suggest  the  propriety  and  safety  in  all  cases  where  building  during  the  ap- 
proaching season  is  anticipated,  of  removing  the  surface  earth  before  the  1st 
of  May.  It  is  confidently  believed  ftiat  most  well  disposed  persons  of  intel- 
ligence, having  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  in  view,  will  yield  to  the  in- 
timation, and  so  prepare  their  work  for  the  summer's  completion. 

The  encroachments  of  the  old  cemetery  upon  the  limits  of  our  growing 
city,  with  perhaps  the  vague  idea  with  some  that  the  proximity  of  so  large  a 
deposit  of  dead  bodies  was  deleterious  to  health,  and  with  still  another,  and 
it  is  trusted  the  larger  class,  the  noble  impulse  ol  providing  a  retired  and 
beautiful  resting  place,  more  in  accordance  with  the  sanctity  of  sepulture  for 
departed  friends,  the  idea  originated  to  substitute  for  it  the  more  commodi- 
ous grounds  of  Crown  Hill.  The  work  accomplished,  it  was  hoped  that  the 
remains  already  deposited  there  would  at  an  early  period  be  transferred  to 
the,  new  grounds.  The  fact,  however,  that  the  admission  of  subjects  from 
town  and  country  are  now  more  than  counterbalancing  the  removals,  is  diffi- 
cult to  reconcile  with  the  idea  of  even  the  ultimate  success  of  the  enterprise. 

Would  not  the  purchase  of  a  Potter's  Field,  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
city,  accommodate  strangers  and  others  unable  to  provide  a  burial  at  Crown 
Hill,  and  thus  promote  the  success  of  an  undertaking  so  worthy  the  co- 
operation of  the  city  authorities. 

In  order  that  the  work  proposed  for  your  accomplishment  may  be  the  more 
speedily  and  efficiently  performed,  it  is  proposed  that  you  shall  increase,  as 
well  as  more  fully  define  the  powers  of  the  "  Board  of  Health,"  hitherto  a 
merely  nominal  office. 

It  is  manifest  that  it  should  have  a  controlling  influence  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  sanitary  system  about  to  be  inaugurated. 

It  should  be  consulted  in  regard  to  the  need,  nature  and  execution  of  all 
the  changes  and  improvements' contemplated  by  your  body,  having  reference 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city. 

Its  members,  individually  or  collectively,  should  have  authority,  and  it 
should  be  made  their  duty  to  abate  nuisance  wherever  and  whenever  it  is 
encountered,  without  the  intervention  of  Marshals  or  other  officials. 
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They  will  need  two  or  more  working  assistants,  who  shall  be  intelligent 
and  energetic  men,  willing  to  give  their  entire  time  to  the  duties  with  which 
they  shall  be  chai'ged  by  the  conditions  of  office,  and  be  subject,  at  least  in 
part,  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  to  whom  they  will  report  at  least  once  a 
week. 

Having  thus,  gentlemen,  in  as  concise  a  manner  as  the  nature  of  the  cir- 
cumstances will  admit,  furnished  the  views  and  submitted  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Health, on  the  subject  of  the  herculean  work  of  placing 
the  city  in  position  for  the  apprehended  epidemic,  we  have,  in  conclusion, 
but  to  add  our  earnest  petition  for  the  prompt  and  energetic  execution  of 
your  plans.  It  is  hoped  that  no  time,  not  a  day,  will  be  lost  on  account  of 
the  delusive  impression  that  the  approaching  winter  will  allow  time  for  the 
work,  before  the  cholera  season  appears.  Although  it  is  generally  believed  to 
be  more  fatal  when  it  appears  in  hot  weather,  the  fact  of  its  having  in  1833 
prevailed  fearfully  at  St.  Petersburg  in  mid-winter,  shows  that  the  morbific 
cause  is  not  destroyed  by  the  intensest  cold,  and  should  warn  you  against 
delay.  Respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  the  report  was  received,  and  ordered 
to  be  spread  at  length  upon  the  minutes. 

Mr.  Brown,  from  the  Special  Committee,  then  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  to-wit : 

Indianapolis,  November  13,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianajiolis : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  to  con" 
fer  with  the  Board  of  Health,  and  report  some  plan  by  which  the  streets* 
alleys,  &c,  can  be  cleaned  and  kept  cleaned,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  met  the  Board  of  Health,  and  learned  from  it  that  a  re- 
port would  be  submitted  to  the  Council  on  this  evening,  in  which  sundry 
recommendations  would  be  made  for  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  city.  The  Board  enter  fully  into  details,  and  your  Committee 
cheerfully  recommend  the  Council  to  adopt  such  of  their  suggestions,  as 
are  practicable;  that  ordinances  be  passed  to  enforce  such  regulations  as  may 
be  made  to  secure  thorough  cleanliness  throughout  the  city ;  and  that  the 
necessary  appropriations  of  money  be  made  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
Council  in  this  particular. 

Among  the  suggestions  which  your  Committee  deem  practicable  are  the 
following: 

1.  The  immediate  cleaning  of  all  the  alleys  and  gutters  at  the  expense  of 
the  city. 

2.  The  filling  up  of  all  mud-holes  and  ponds  in  the  streets  and  alleys,  at 
the  expense  of  the  city. 

3.  The  draining  or  filling  up  of  all  mud-holes  and  ponds  on  private  prop- 
erty, at  the  expense  of  the  property  owners. 

4.  The  construction  of  su-i table  sewers-,  to  carry  away  from  all  hotels,  large 
boarding  houses,  and  breweries,  all  waste  water,  (not  including  garbage  and 
kitchen  slops);  such  sewers  to  be  constructed  by  the  property  owners,,  a  ndi  at 
their  expense. 

5.  The  passage  of  suck  additional  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  to  com- 
pel property  owners  to  keep  their  lots,  premises,  privies,  stables,  cellars,  and 
out-houses,  and  the  water-ways  from  pumps,  wells  and  cisterns  clean;  and  to 
provide  for  the  carrying  away,  at  least  one  mile  from  the  city  limits,  of  all- 
garbage,  slops,  etc. j  that  accumulates  from  day  to  day  on  the  premises  of  citi- 
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6.  The  adoption  of  severe  penalties  against  the  throwing  into  the  streets, 
alleys,  or  gutters,  of  slops,  garbage,  water,  manure,  or  filth  of  any  kind  ;  and 
against  the  flowing  of  noisome  liquids,  slops,  or  water,  into  the  gutters,  streets, 
or  alleys,  from  any  lot  or  house  in  the  city. 

7.  Prohibiting  the  running  at  large  of  hogs  within  the  city  limits. 

8.  The  employment  of  a  "sufficient  number  of  scavengers  in  each  Ward  to 
haul  away  all  the  accumulating  garbage,  at  least  twice  a  week  in  winter,  and 
every  day  in  summer. 

9.  The  organization  of  a  Sanitary  Police,  consisting  of  one  for  each  Ward, 
to  patrol  the  Wards  and  bring  to  punishment  all  violators  of  the  ordinances 
relative  to  cleanliness.  Such  police  force  should  be  under  the  joint  control 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  a  Committee  of  the  Council,  selected  for  that 
purpose.  It  is  suggested  that  these  policemen  might  also  act  a,s  supervisors 
of  streets  and  alleys,  and  as  such  see  that  the  instructions  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner and  Engineer,  as  to  improvements  and  repairs,  are  enforced. 

10.  Some  better  regulation  as  to  the  removal  and  burial,  or  destruction,  of 
dead  animals  beyond  the  city  limits,  at  least  one  mile. 

11.  Some  better  regulation,  with  severe  penalties  attached,  for  keeping 
slaughterhouses  cleanly.  For  this  purpose  the  Council  has  jurisdiction  for 
one  mile  beyond  the  city  limits,  and  that  jurisdiction  ought  to  be  exercised, 
not  only  in  this  matter,  but  in  every  other  regulation  of  a  sanitary  nature. 

12.  The  appointment  of  a  Sanitary  Commission,  composed  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  three  Councilmen,  with  ample  power  to  enforce  all  the  regu 
lations,  except   the  infliction  of  penalties,  which   the  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  adopt,  for  the  prevention  of  disease  and  promotion  of  health.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  new  cisterns,  lately  built  by  Charles  Roaney.  It  appears  that  apart  of 
the  arch  of  the  cistern  on  the  corner  of  the  Bluff  road  and  Ray  street,  gave 
way  and  fell  in.  The  cistern  near  the  Union  depot  on  Louisiana  street,  a 
number  of  brick  in  the  arch  gave  way,  and  were  near  ready  to  fall  in,  when  it 
was  discovered  by  the  contractor,  who  has  since  repaired  the  same.  In  my 
opinion,  the  arches  in  the  above  named  cisterns  are  entirely  too  flat,  and 
especially  the  one  near  the  Union  depot  is  hardly  able  to  bear  up  its  own 
weight.  In  turning  the  arches  the  brick  were  not  bedded  in  mortar,  which 
should  have  been  done  to  cement  the  whole  arch  together,  but  were 
simply  set  together  and  then  morter  poured  over  them.  The  fact  that  the 
arches  were  too  streight,  the  brick  in  the  same  did  not  give  sufficient  opening 
on  the  top  to  allow  the  mortar  to  run  in  between  them  ;  consequently,  there 
are  many  places  without  any  mortar  between  the  brick  at  all,  while  at  other 
places  the  mortar  being  very  thin,  and  after  the  water  running  out  until  so 
little  is  left  that  it  would  do  scarcely  any  good. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  you  instruct  the  committee  on 
Fire  Department  to  examine  and  report  as  to  the  condition  and  safety  of  the 
above  named,  as  well  as  two  other  cisterns  built  by  the  same  contractor. 

I  would  furthermore  state  that  on  the  13th  of  December,  a  large  quantity 
of  2£  inch  rubber  hose  belonging  to  the  Government,  will  be  sold  at  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee.  As  these  hose  are  all  new,  and  of  the  kind  that  we  want,  I 
would  suggest  that  Mr.  Thomas  Cotrell  be  appointed  an  agent  for  the  city,  to 
attend  the  sale,  and  purchase  from  one  to  two  thousand  feet  of  the  above 
named  hose,  for  the  city,  at  such  prices  as  the  committee  on  Fire  Department 
may  agree  upon.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  hose  at  this  sale  can  be  bought  at 
near  one-half  the  manufacturers  prices.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  buildings  pro- 
posed to  be  turned  over  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  the  General  Govern- 
ment, are  all  located  upon  the  Hospital  Grounds,  and  are  of  the  following 
dimensions: 

First — One  building  37  by  104  feet,  3  stories  high,  with  three  rooms  upon 
east  floor,  sides  plastered,  and  joins  the  main  building. 

Second  building  is  also  37  by  104  feet,  and  3  stories  high;  first  story  is 
divided  into  five  rooms,  the  other  two  stories  are  divided  into  three  rooms 
each,  and  the  walls  are  plastered.  The  10  by  14  foot  building,  mentioned  in. 
the  Quartermaster's  report,  is  built  on  to  the  west  end  of  this  building;  the 
cook-house  and  dining  room  is  18  by  58  feet,  walls  plastered ;  the  wash-house 
and  laundry  is  21  by  73  feet,  no  plastering,  but  well  battened  and  in  good 
condition.  The  building  16  by  30  is  also  a  comfortable  building,  and  a  fam- 
ily living  in  the  same.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  communica- 
tions of  Messrs.  Culley  and  VanLaningham,  and  submit  the  following  opin- 
ion: In  the  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  Wright,  McLean's  Reports.  509,  it 
was  decided  by  Judge  McLean,  that  "  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  civil  offi- 
cer has  a  right  to  resign  his  office  at  pleasure."  Bouvier  cites  a  case  holding 
the  contrary,  but  I  think  the  decision  of  Judge  McLean  is  correct. 

The  charter  does  not  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  resignations,  but   I 
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Winston  street  and  sidewalks,  between  Ohio  street  and  the  north  line  of  out- 
lot  45. 

First  and  final  estimates  in  favor  of  the  above-named  parties  are  herewith 
submitted  for  your  approval. 

The  contract  and  bond  of  Michael  Shea  for  grading  and  graveling  the  alley 
running  north  and  south  through  square  23,  between  Massachusetts  Avenue 
and  Vermont  street ;  and,  also, 

Of  Hiram  Seibert,  for  grading  and  graveling  the  sidewalks  on  the  north 
side  of  Louisiana  street,  between  East  and  New  Jersey  streets,  are  also  sub- 
mitted for  your  approval.

Resolved,  That  the  first  and  final  estimate  allowed  Thomas  Wren  for  grad- 
ing and  graveling  Wrnston  street  and  sidewalks,  between  Ohio  street  and  the 
north  line  of  out-lot  45,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  a'dopted  as  the  estimate 
of  this  Council,  and  that  the  property  owners  are  hereby  required  to  pay  the 
sums  set  opposite  their  respective  names. 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  those  who 
voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Boaz,  Brown,  Coburn, 
Colley,  Emerson,  Glazier,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Lefever,  Loomis,  Mac- 
Arthur,  Schmidt,  Staub  and  Thompson — 15.     Noes,  none. 

So  the  resolution  passed. 

Mr  Brown  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers : 

Indianapolis,  Nov.  27,  1865. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Thef  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Council  "to 
make  examination  and  report  plans  and  estimates  for  the  cheapest  and  best 
mode  of  draining  such  portions  of  the  city  as  are  now  deficient  in  drainage," 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  plat  of  the  city,  in  its  natural  condition,  was  sufficiently  undulating  to 
admit  of  comparatively  easy  surface  drainage,  had  some  of  the  natural  drains 
been  kept  open,  and  grades  for  all  the  streets  been  established  before  any 
permanent  improvements  had  been  made.  The  water  originally  ran  in  a 
south-western  direction.  The  streets  crossed  the  drains  diagonally,  filling 
them  up.  Now,  it  is  required  to  drain  on  ground  from  three  to  five  feet 
higher  than  the  original  channel,  and  in  a  different  direction.  This  is  not 
easy  to  do,  when  the  fall  was  barely  sufficient  in  the  first  place.  But  the 
drainage  can  be  improved,  in.  some  portions  of  the  city,  by  slight  changes  in 
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the  grade,  which  will  not  affect  any  buildings  which  may  have  been  erected 
with  reference  to,  the  present  grade.  In  some  places  the  grade  of  the  gut- 
ters could  be  changed  without  altering  the  center  of  the  street. 

But  to  secure  good  drainage,  in  some  parts  of  the  city,  sewers  will  be  neces- 
sary. A  comparison  of  the  levels,  shown  on  the  map  and  profiles  herewith 
presented,  will  indicate  their  direction. 

These  levels,  or  figures,  show  the  hight  of  the  street  crossings,  the  bed  of 
Pouge's  Run,  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  and  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the 
canal  when  full,  above  a  common  base,  which  is  low-water  mark  in  White 
river,  at  the  south-west  corner  of  the  corporation. 

As  these  figures  indicate  the  direction  in  which  sewers  can  be  laid,  they 
relieve  the  committee  of  all  obligation  to  advise  where  they  should  be  con- 
structed. They  must  be  permitted,  however,  to  say,  that  the  filthy  condition 
of  Illinois  street,  and  the  large  area  drained  into  Virginia  Avenue,  seem  to 
demand  for  them  an  underground  drainage.  To  enable  the  Council  to 
arrive  at  the  probable  cost  of  a  sewer  of  sufficient  size  to  drain  Illinois  street, 
we  here  present  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  one  of  brick  and  one  of  wood, 
each  five  feet  in  diameter. 

A  circular  arch  of  brick,  nine  inches  thick,  and  five  feet  in  diameter,  in  thx. 
clear,  with  a  brick  base  to  spring  from,  will  require: 

500  brick  per  lineal  foot,  at  $13  00  per  thousand $6  50 

6  cubic  yards  excavation  per  lineal  foot,  at  50  c.  per  yard 3  00 

Taking  up  and  relaying  boulders  and  curbing,  per  lineal  foot .' 50 

Total  cost,  per  lineal  foot 510  00 

A  hollow  cylinder  of  wood,  five  feet  in  diameter,  in  the  clear,  and  five  feet 
and  a  half  from  out  to  out,  doweled,  well  coated  with  tar,  and  banded  with 
iron,  wherever  necessary,  will  require  the  following  material  and  work : 

50  feet  lumber,  per  lineal  foot $2  00 

3  cubic  yards  excavation,  per  lineal  foot 1   50 

Iron...... 25 

Taking  up  and  relaying  boulders  and  curbing,  per  lineal  foot.... 50 

Building  tube 50 

Tar 25 

Total  cost,  per  lineal  foot... $5  00 

These  estimates  are  made  on  a  currency  basis.  We  have  estimated  the 
material  at  the  average  price.  At  present,  it  could  not  be  obtained  at  the 
above  figures.  The  price  of  material  and  labor  is  so  changeable,  that  it  is 
impossible  to  make  accurate  estimates. 

Now  let  us  examine  the  profiles,  to  see  if  any  street  is  susceptible  of  a  per- 
fe  ct  drainage  by  sewerage. 

We  find  the  figures  representing  the  bed  of  Pogue's  Run,  where  Illinois 
street  crosses  it,  to  be  19.20,  and  those  representing  the  crossing  of  Illinois 
and  Ohio  streets  to  be  37.70;  showing  a  fall  of  18.50  feet  in  4000  feet. 

As  the  railroad  occupies  the  center  of  the  street,  the  sewer  would  be  placed 
in  the  side  gutter,  where  the  level  would  be  about  36.20,  or  a  fall  of  17  feet, 
But  as  the  base  of  the  upper  or  receiving  end  of  the  sewer  would  be  8  feet 
below  the  surface,  and  be  represented  by  the  figures  28.20,  the  fall  would  be 
9  feet,  or  one  foot  in  445  feet. 

|j|tThe  fall  is  not  great,  but  the  committee  believe  that  a  constant  flow  of 
water,  which  can  be  thrown  into  it  from  the  canal,  will  keep  it  open  at  all 
t  imes  ;  and  as  the  surface  water  below  Ohio  street  would  be  passed  into  it  at 
each  street  crossing,  Illinois  street,  and  its  surroundings,  will  be  relieved  of 
a  nuisance  which  nothing  else  will  remove. 

If  the  Council  will  examine  the  figures  which  represent  the  surface  of 
water  in  the  canal,  when  full  (36  00),  and  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  or  head 
wall  in  the  lock  (31.40),  it  will  be  seen  that  when  the  canal  is  full,  there 
would  be  a  head  of  water  7.80  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  sewer,  at  the 
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intersection  of  Illinois  and  Ohio  streets.  If  we  construct  a  sewer  of  suffi- 
cient capacity,  from  the  canal  to  Illinois  street,  along  Ohio  street,  there  would 
be  a  constant  flow  of  water  through  the  sewer,  whenever  there  was  water  in 
the  canal. 

Virginia  Avenue  drains  a  large  area  of  the  city  plat,  and  has  a  fall  which 
will  readily  disgorge  all  the  water  that  passes  into  it. 

Other  streets  present  similar  inclinations  towards  Pogue's  Run  as  that  of 
Illinois,  but  they  cannot  receive  the  aid  of  a  flow  of  water  from  the  canal. 

The  committee  does  not  commend  the  wooden  sewer  as  equal,  in  point  of 
durability,  to  one  of  brick;  but  if  the  cost  of  the  brick  sewer  is  such  as  to 
forbid  its  construction,  in  the  present  state  of  the  city  finances,  and  a  sewer 
on  any  street  should  become  necessary,  the  wooden  one  may  be  used  advan- 
tageously. The  committee  believe  that  if  the  best  quality  of  white  oak,  burr 
oak,  or  black  walnut,  is  carefully  selected  and  properly  prepared,  the  sewer 
would  last  twenty-five  years. 

If  money  is  worth  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  interest  alone,  on  the  cost 
of  the  brick  sewer,  would  exceed  the  cost  of  the  wooden  one,  ivith  the  inte- 
rest added,  by  an  amount  sufficient  to  rebuild  the  latter  every  twenty  years. 

The  committee  recommend  grades,  as  shown  on  the  profiles,  for  those 
parts  of  New  Jersey,  Alabama,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  Meridian,  Illinois, 
Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  lying  north  of  North  street,  by  which  the 
water  is  brought  south  to  North  street,  thence  west  to  the  canal.  We  also 
recommend  a  slight  change  in  the  grade  of  Cedar  street,  between  Virginia 
Avenue  and  Huron  street,  A  change  is  also  made  in  Delaware  street,  at  its 
intersection  with  Michigan  street.  We  found  that  point  lower  than  the  sur- 
rounding street  crossings,  and  there  was  no  way  for  the  water  to  escape. 
The  grade  line,  as  shown  on  the  profile,  represents  the  centre  line  of  the 
street  after  it  is  paved. 

We  have  also  established  a  grade  for  South  Tennessee  street.  In  doing 
this  it  was  necessary  to  provide  for  the  water  as  far  east  as  the  Madison  Rail- 
road. That  part  of  the  city  lying  between  McCarty  street,  the  south  Corpo- 
ration line,  the  Canal,  and  High  street,  formerly  drained  in  a  south-western 
direction  into  the  creek.  The  larger  part  of  the  water  crossed  the  Bluff  road, 
between  McCarty  and  Ray  streets,  and  crossed  Tennessee  street  a  short  dis- 
tance south  of  Ray  street.  The  Madison  Railroad  crossed  the  drain  a  little 
west  of  Delaware  street,  stopping  the  water  at  that  point.  The  Canal  crossed 
it  near  the  intersection  of  Ray  and  Tennessee  streets,  closing  the  outlet  there. 
The  water  which  now  falls  east  of  the  Madison  Railroad  gathers  around 
the  south  end  of  Delaware  street,  forming  Lake  McCarty.  A  part  of  the 
water  which  falls  west  of  the  railroad  runs  into  the  low  ground  between  the 
Bluff  road  and  Union  street,  making  a  pond  there;  and  a  part  forms  a  third 
pond  at  the  Canal.  Only  a  small  part  of  the  water  which  falls  within  the 
limits  mentioned,  ever  finds  its  way  out  again  except  in  the  form  of  vapor, 
or  by  sinking  in  the  gravel  beneath.  The  Canal  is  too  low  to  allow  this  water 
to  pass-  under  it  withont  digging  a  deep  ditch  on  the  west  side;  and  is  too 
high  to  permit  the  water  to  run  into  it  without  filling  the  low  ground  on  the 
east  side  from  two  to  five  feet;  and  it  would  have  to  be  filled  the  same  to 
carry  the  water  north  into  the  creek. 

To  save  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of  doing  this,  we  propose  to  carry 
the  water  through  the  Canal  by  means  of  a  wooden  culvert,  resting  on  the 
bottom;  the  top  of  the  culvert  to  be  two  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  water. 

Lake  McCarty  and  its  surroundings  may  be  drained  in  a  south-western 
direction,  into  the  Canal  below  Underbill's  mill.  This  will  require  a  ditch 
from  the  south  end  of  the  lake  to  within  a  short  distance  of  the  Bluff  road. 
The  ground  through  which  this  ditch  would  pass  will  probably  be  sub-divided 
into  lots  in  a  short  time,  and  the  right  of  way  become  a  matter  of  some  con- 
sequence ;  or  if  the  ditch  is  made  to  follow  the  street  the  cost  would  be  very 
much  increased. 

A  better  way  of  draining  this  lake  would  be  by  means  of  a  sewer  along  Ray 
street,  from  Delaware  street  to  Pogue's  Run.  The  sewer,  if  made  of  wood, 
would  cost  five  dollars  per  lineal  foot.     The  distance  is  3,000  feet.     The  first 
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cost  of  this  would  exceed  that  of  the  other  method,  but  it  .would  be  more 
permanent,  and  besides  draining  Lake  McCarty,  and  the  surrounding  region, 
would  also  drain  the  greater  part  of  the  ground  between  the  Madison  Rail- 
road, the  Canal,  the  south  corporation  line  and  McCarty  street.  It  would 
drain  100  acres  of  the  city  plat,  which  now  has  no  outlet.  This  would  be  better 
than  a  sewer  along  Madison  Avenue,  because  it  is  shorter,  the  cost  would  be 
less,  it  intersects  Pogue's  Run,  where  the  creek  is  11  feet  lower  than  it  is  at 
Meridian  street,  and  it  is  a  great  advantage  to  all  the  region  through  which 
it  passes 

The  greater  part  of  that  portion  of  the  city  lying  between  McCarty  street, 
Virginia  Avenue,  Short  street,  the  south  corporation  line  and  East  street,  is 
in  the  form  of  a  basin,  and  has  no  outlet.  It  contains  60  acres;  the  soil  is  a 
clay,  almost  impervious  to  water,  and  the  only  way  of  escape  which  the  water 
has  is  by  evaporation.  We  propose  to  drain  this  region  into  Virginia  creek 
by  means  of  a  ditch,  commencing  at  the  pond  between  Dougherty  and  Bu- 
chanan ptreets,  and  running  north  along  Beaty  street  to  McCarty  street, 
thence  through  an  alley,  connecting  with  Virginia  creek  at  Stevens  street. 
We  give  a  profile  of  the  line.  The  water  can  be  brought  into  this  ditch  from 
each  side  by  the  gutters  on  Buchanan,  Dougherty  and  Coburn  streets. 

Some  objection  has  been  made  to  this  arrangement  because  there  is  already 
water  enough  in  Virginia  creek.  The  amount  proposed  to  be  added  is  so 
small,  compared  with  the  whole,  that  it  will  scarcely  be  noticed,  besides  the 
recommendation  is  made  with  the  expectation  that  a  sewer  will  shortly  be 
built  along  Virginia  Avenue.  One  large  sewer  being  much  cheaper  than  sev 
era!  small  ones  of  a  united  capacity  the  same  as  the  large  one,  it  is  best  to 
bring  as  much  water  as  possible  together,  and  thus  reduce  the  number  of 
sewers  that  may  be  required  hereafter.  By  refering  to  the  levels  shown  on 
the  map,  the  Council  will  see  the  inexpediency,  at  least,  of  attempting  to 
drain  this  part  of  the  city  into  Birkenmayer's  pond.  If  there  was  a  ditch 
connecting  the  two  points,  there  would  be  danger  of  the  water  running  the 
wrong  way. 

The  north-eastern  part  of  the  city,  lying  between  East  street,  Massachu- 
setts Avenue,  St.  Clair  street  and  the  corporation  line,  can  be  drained  east  on 
St.  Clair  street  to  Railroad  street,  thence  south  to  Michigan  street,  thence 
east  to  the  Bellefontaine  railroad,  thence  along  the  railroad  to  the  culvert, 
near  New  York  street,  where  it  would  pass  into  the  creek.  Or  it  can  be 
drained  east  on  St.  Clair  street  to  the  corporation  line,  thence  along  the  east 
side  of  the  cattle  pens  of  the  Bellefontaine  Railroad  Co.,  to  Pogue's  Run. 
For  the  present  the  water  could  be  run  into  the  gravel  pit  near  the  intersec- 
tion of  St.  Clair  and  Peru  streets,  at  a  small  expense,  and  without  injury  to 
any  one.  When  that  pit  is  filled,  it  could  be  continued  in  either  of  the 
directions  mentioned  above.  The  ditch  along  St.  Clair  street  would  not  only 
save  the  expense  of  raising  the  Avenue  at  the  crossing  of  St.  Clair  street, 
two  feet  or  more,  but  would  also  bean  advantage  to  the  low  ground  between 
the  Peru  and  Bellefontaine  railroads. 

Some  have  thought  that  the  northern  part  of  the  city  could  be  drained 
into  the  ditch  near  Camp  Morton.  A  reference  to  the  map  will  show  the 
inexpediency  of  such  an  attempt.  Should  it  become  necessary  hereafter,  a 
surface  drain  could  be  made  along  the  north  corporation  line,  from  Fort 
Wayne  Avenue  to  the  canal,  similar  to  the  one  proposed  to  be  made  on 
North  street. 

The  committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  Pogue's  Run 
culvert,  under  the  canal.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  afford  an  easy  passage  for 
the  water,  as  the  number  of  times  it  has  been  washed  out  will  prove.  To 
have  the  water  of  Pogue's  Run  obstructed  at  the  canal,  would  interfere  very 
much  with  any  sewer  on  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  or  Illinois  streets.  It  would 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  culvert  25  per  cent,  if  the  channel  of  the  creek 
was  lowered  two  feet  at  the  canal,  rising  gradually  to  the  present  level  at  Illi- 
nois street  on  the  east,  and  at  Ray  street  on  the  west. 

The  committee  present  a  cross  profile  of  a  street,  showing  the  relative 
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hights  of  the  inner  and  outer  line  of  the  sidewalk  and  the  center  of  the 
street.     The  depth  of  the  gutter  will  vary  with  circumstances. 

We  present  a  profile  of  a  line  along  the  Michigan  road,  from  the  north 
corporation  line  to  White  river,  passing  over  Crown  Mill.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  summit  is  167  feet  above  the  base,  or  125  feet  above  the  average 
level  of  the  city.  There  is  but  a  small  surface  this  high.  A  reservoir  located 
on  the  hill  would  not  exceed  100  feet  above  the  average  level,  or  about  75 
feet  above  the  highest  ground  within  the  corporation.

Sec.  — .  That  if  any  discovery  or  improvement  be  made  in  the  preparation 
of  gas  from  coal,  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of 
obtaining  the  same  shall  be  materially  diminished,  and  the  same  shall  be 
adopted  in  the  other  principal  cities  of  the  country,  then,  in  such  cyse,  the 
Company  aforesaid  shall  introduce  and  use  such  discovery  or  improvements 
in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  make  such  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  sold 
as  shall  be  proportionable  to  the  saving  effected  by  such  discovery  or  improve- 
ment. 

Which  amendment  was  adopted ;  and,  on  motion,  the  ordinance 
was  laid  over  for  one  week.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  Ciiy  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  opinion  respecting  the  ordi- 
nance creating  a  Board  of  Sanitary  Commissioners,  introduced  by  Mr.  Brown. 

The  Common  Council  have  the  power  to  establish  a  Board  of  Sanitary  Commis- 
sioners, as  proposed  by  the  ordinance,  but  not  to  confer  upon  such  a  Board  the 
powers  contemplated  by  the  ordinance. 

The  charter  expressly  confers  upon  the  Common  Council  the  power  of  appoint- 
ing officers,  who  are  not  required  to  be  elected  by  popular  vote.  The  language  of 
the  charter  is  as  follows:  "  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  *  *  •*  *  all 
officers  which  the  by-laws  may  create  or  require."  (Vide  Charter,  sec.  30.)  The 
charter  thus  expressly  delegates  the  appointing  power  to  Council,  and  the  Common 
Council  can  not  re-delegate  the  power.  The  Common  Council  is  the  agent  of  the 
municipality,  possessing  certain  delegated  powers.  (Grant  on  Corporations,  356; 
Johnson  vs.  City  of  Indianapolis,  16th  Ind.,  227;  Lowber  vs.  Mayor,  5  Abbott's 
Pr.,  lieports,  325.)  As  agent  the  Council  is  invested  with  certain  powers,  which 
can  not  be  delegated.  The  rule  is,  by  the  books,  thus  expressed:  "A  delegated 
authority  can  "not  be  re-delegated."  (Brown's  Legal  Maxims,  665.  Story's  Agen- 
cy, ss.  13  and  14.)  Judge  Story,  in  illustration  of  the  rule,  cites  the  following  case  : 
"Where  by  statute  a  corporation  was  authorized  to  lay  assessments  on  its  mem- 
bers, it  was  considered  that  this  power  could  not  be  delegated  to  the  Directors." 
(Winsor  &  Parte,  3  Story,  11.  411.)  The  portion  of  the  ordinance  which  proposes 
to  confer  upon  the  Board  power  to  appoint  Health  Officers,  and  invest  them  with 
police  powers,  can  not  be  legally  enacted  or  enforced. 

The  Common  Council  is  clothed  with  power  to  enact  and  enforce  the  observance 
of  by-laws,  the  charter  providing  that  the  Common  Council  may  enforce  the  ob- 
servance of  by-laws  and  ordinances  by  enacting  penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars. All  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  mu- 
nicipality are  embraced  by  the  term  by-law.  The  power  to  pass  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances is  expressly  conferred  upon  the  Common  Council,  and  can  be  exercised  by 
no  other  body.  The  person  attempting  to  execute  by-laws  passed  by  any  other 
body  would  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  for  false  imprisonment.  Such  by-laws  as 
the  Council  desire  enacted  must  be  enacted  by  the  Council  itself.  So  much  of  the 
ordinance  as  proposes  to  confer  upon  the  Board  power  to  pass  rules  and  regula- 
tions, except  for  their  own  government,  the  Council  can  not  legally  enact. 
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The  object  of  the  ordinance  so  far  as  the  appointment  of  Health  officers  by  the 
Board  is  concerned  may  be  attained  in  a  different  method  from  that  proposed  by 
the  Board.  The  Board  might  be  authorized  to  nominate  the  Health  officers  to 
Council,  and  upon  such  nomination  the  Council  could  elect. 

The  only  means  by  which  effective  sanitary  measures  can  be  put  in  operation  is 
by  the  enactment,  by  Council,  of  ordinances  defining  the  acts  intended  to  be  pro- 
hibited and  punishing  the  commission  of  prohibited  acts  by  proper  penalties.  All 
proceedings  of  a  penal  character  are  closely  scrutinized  by  Courts  and  the  power 
to  enact  the  by-law,  as  well  as  the  by-law  itself,  is  strictly  construed.  For  this 
reason  it  is  necessary  that  the  power  to  enact  the  by-law  should  be  plain  and  the 
by-law  clear  ard  explicit. 

The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  concerning  the  cleaning  of  streets,  contracts 
and  Health  Districts  can  be  legally  enacted  and  enforced.

any  reference  whatever  to  the  value  of  any  right  or  privilege  belonging  to 
said  company,  and  to  the  entire  exclusion  thereof. 

Sec.  — .  The  appraisement  contemplated  by  the  next  preceding  section 
shall  be  made  by  two  competent  persons,  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  sworn 
to.  One  of  said  persons  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council,  one  by 
said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  in  case  of  their  disa- 
greement they  may  select  a  third  one,  any  two  of  whom  shall  make  said, 
appraisement.  After  said  appraisement  shall  have  been  made  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Common  Council  thereof,  purchase 
the  property  of  said  company  so  appraised,  to  be  held  by  said  city,  or  imme- 
diately transferred,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  any  other  party  or  company  desir- 
ing to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of  gas  and  coke  for  the  purposes  contem- 
plated by  this  ordinance:  Provided,  Said  other  party,  or  company,,  shall  be 
bound, by  said  transfer  to  furnish  gas  to  the  city  and  other  consumers  thereof 
for  the  then  unexpired  time  for  which  this  ordinance  shall  then  have  to 
remain  in  force,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  thousand  cubic 
feet;  and  furthermore  at  a  rate  less  by  live  per  cent,  than  the  average  cost 
of  gas  shall  have  been,  as  furnished  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  the  appraise- 
ment as  aforesaid. 

Sec  — .  The  gas- sold  by  said  company,  except  in  case  of  emergency  or  o£ 
accident,  shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflammable  poisonous  CjUaiitias,  and,  in 
all  other  respects,  of  the  highest  standard  of  purity;  and  the  same  shall  be 
supplied  promptly,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  by  said  company  to  all  paying 
consumers  thereof,  and  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to 
any  street  or  alley  along  which  the  mains  of  said  company  shall  have  been 
extended.  And  said  company  shall  make  no  charge  for  any  meter,  nor  for 
the  setting  of  the  same,  nor  for  the  rent  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  charge 
be  made  by  said  company  for  service-pipe  laid  in  any  street,  gutter,  or  side- 
walk, nor  for  laying  said  pipe,  nor  for  properly  repairing  all  streets,  gutters 
and  sidewalks  thereafter.  And  furthermore,  said  company  shall  not  charge 
more  for  making  any  connection  between  their  pipes  and  those  of  any  per- 
son applying  for  gas  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same.  All  gas  sold 
shall  be  accurately  measured  by  said  company  at  their  own  expense,  and 
without  any  charge,,  either  direct  or  indirect,  toj^ny  consumer  thereof. 

Sec  — .  None  of  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging  to  said  Indi- 
anapolis Gas  Light  aiad  Coke  Company  shall  be  exclusive,  or  in  any 
way  prevent  or  hinder  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  at  any  time  in  ftuure,  from 
granting  similar  rights  and  privileges  to  any  other  party  or  company  desir- 
ing to  manufacture  gas  for  lighting  purposes. 

Sec  — .  Said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall,  at  all  times, 
charge  equal  and  uniform  rates  to  all  consumers,  except  the  city,  supplied 
with  gas  by  said  company,  and  shall  in  good  faith,  and  without  evasion,  col- 
lect the  same  for  the  uses  of  said  company. 

Sec  — .  If  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall,  in  the 
opinion  and  judment  of  the  Common  Council,  iail  to  comply  with  any  or  all 
of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  ordinance,  or  shall  violate  any  of  said  pro- 
visions, then,  and  in  such  case,  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
belonging,  to  said  company,  and  the  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time  there- 
after, repeal  the  same. 
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His  Honor,, the  Mayor,  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Gas  Ordinance  now  pending  : 

To  amend  th<e  first  section  by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty'1  before 
u  years,"  and  insert  five. 

To  amend  first  clause  of  section  1  by  striking  out  all  between  "contingen- 
cies" and  "  Provided,"  and  insert  the  following:     Ten  percent,  on  the  value 

of  the  capital  stock  of  $ ,  and  the  one-half  of  all  profits  realized  over 

ten  and  under  sixteen  per  cent.,  the  other  half  to  be  paid  over  to  the  city 
annually;  and  all  profits  realized  over  sixteen  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
city  semi-anryually  :  Provided,  That  whenever  said  company  shall  agree  to 
furnish  gas  -at  the  price  of  $3.00  per  thousand  feet  all  the  profits  shall  be 
retained  by  said  company.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  capital  stock  the 
works  of  said  company  shall  be  appraised  once  every  five  years  by  six  ap- 
praisers, three  appointed  by  the  Council  and  three  by  said  Gas  Company;

of  such  appraisement  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  entitled  to  dividends  for  the  ensuing  five  years,  with  the  exception  of 
the  additions  from  time  to  time  as  provided  for  in  the  fifth  clause.  And  the 
President  of  said  company  shall,  at  the  first  meetings  of  this  Council  in  Jan- 
uary and  July  of  each  year,  under  oath,  render  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenses,  and  also  of  the  profits  for  the  preceding  six  months,  and  pay 
the  profits  accruing  to  the  city  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Amend  section  five  by  adding  thereto:  And  said  joint  committee  shall 
in  all  cases  determine  what  amounts  of  expenditures  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
regarded  as  an  increase  of  the  capital  stock,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as 
such  expenditures  occur,  make  out  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  thereupon 
such  amounts  shall  be  added  to  the  capital  stock.

out-lots  5  and  36,  the  contractor  was  compelled  to  abandon  the  work.  I  would 
now  recommend  that  he  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  ($100), 
to  cover  expenses  of  work  already  done  on  said  street. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  the  Engineer  was  censured  for  not  noti- 
fying Samuel  Hanway  that  the  contract  was  awarded  him  for  grading  and 
graveling  Washington  street,  between  Pogue's  Run  and  the  Corporation  line 
east.  In  answer  to  the  above  I  would  state  that  on  the  7th  day  of  August, 
1865,  the  Council  awarded  the  contract  to  said  party,  and  that  the  contract 
and  bond  was  duly  made  out,  and  the  contracting  party  notified  of  the  fact. 
For  reasons  unknown  to  me,  he  failed  to  come  forward  and  sign  the  same. 
In  corroboration  of  the  above  statement  I  herewith  submit  the  original  con- 
tract and  bond,  which  was  made  out  for  his  acceptance,  and  also  a  copy  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  dated  August  14th,  1865,  containing  a  report 
from  the  Civil  Engineer  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

In  accordance  with  instructions,  the  Civil  Engineer  has  made  a  rough  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  yards  of  grading  that  is  necessary  to  be  done  on 
North  street,  between  Alabama  and  East  streets,  and  also  on  East  street,  be- 
tween St.  Clair  and  Cherry  streets.  On  the  former  it  will  require  about  1,300 
yards,  and  on  the  latter  about  4,000  yards. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  plaee  where  dirt  can  be  procured  for  the  grading  of 
said  streets  nearer  than  Fletcher's  Addition,  in  the  south  part  of  the  city. 
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The  contract  awarded  to  Messrs.  Carr  and  Richter  for  grading  and  gravel- 
ing McCarty  street,  and  sidewalks  between  Virginia  Avenue  and  the  exten- 
sion of  the  west  line  of  New  Jersey  street,  has  not  been  completed  in  conse- 
quence of  the  Engineer  not  being  able  to  determine  which  way  the  water 
should  flow.  I  would  respectfully  ask  for  instructions  from  the  Council 
whether  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Engineers,  appointed  by  the  Council 
last  spring,  shall  be  considered  the  legal  profile  of  the  city  ? 

Messrs.  Aldag  and  Gerstner,  bondsmen  of  Messrs.  Carr  and  Richterr  for 
grading  and  graveling  McCarty  street,  and  sidewalks  between  Virginia  Ave- 
nue and  the  extension  of  the  west  line  of  New  Jersey  street  have  come  for- 
ward with  their  written  consent  to  continue  as  bondsmen  for  the  same  until 
July  6th,  1866. 

Messrs.  D.  Root  &  Co.,  the  contractors  for  furnishing  and  erecting  lamp 
posts,  lamps  and  fixtures,  on  Illinois  street,  between  St  Clair  street  and  the 
corporation  line  north,  have  completed  the  same,  according  to  contract. 

Also  Michael  Shea,  the  contractor  for  grading  and  graveling  the  alley  run- 
ning north  and  south  through  square  23,  has  completed  the  same,  according 
to  contract. 

First  and  final  estimates  in  favor  of  the  above  named  parties  are  herewith 
submitted  for  your  approval. 

Bids  for  various  street  improvements  are  also  submitted.

Gentlemen: — As  we  have  ju&t  closed  the  labors  of  another  year,  and  as* 
business  men  are  everywhere  pausing  to  settle  up  accounts  and  start  anew, 
looking  over  what  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  loss  and1  gain,  the  Board'  of 
Public  Improvements,  in  accordance  with  a  general  desire  of  a  number  of 
citizens,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  hastily  gotten  up  report  of 
what  we,  as  a  city,  have  been  doing  in  the  way  of  public  and  private  improve- 
ments the  past'  year.  The  estimates  will  closely  approach  the  truth,  since 
the  system  of  permits  requires  enough  of  particularity  in  these  matters  to- 
base  reliable  calculations  upon  the  figures-  obtained  by  it.  The  number  of 
buildings  will  over-run  those  of  the  permits,  since,  in  many  instances,  a  single 
permit  was  issued  for  a  block  or  row  of  buildings,  each  one  of  wmich  would 
cost  thousands- of  dollars. 

The  estimated  cost  is  generally  less  than  the  actual  outlay  to  complete  a* 
building,  so  that  the  Board  feel  assured  their  figures  fall  far  below  rather 
than  exagerate  the  true  state  of  the  facts.  As-  the  former  Board,  on  retire- 
ing  in  the  spring,  made  no  report  of  the  operations  of  the  current  year  up 
to  the  date  of  retirement,  we  have  reviewed  a  portion  of  the  time  during, 
which  they  were  acting,  back  to  the  1st  of  January,  1865. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  costliest  buildings  erected  this  season  were  upon, 
permits  obtained  in  the  year  1864,  such  as  Alvord's  large  stone  front  block 
on  South  Meridian  street,  Miller's  block  on  North  Illinois  street,  Browning's 
handsome  stone  front  on  Washington  street,  Hasselman's  splendid  residence 
on  North  Meridian  Street,  Chapel  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  on.  New 
York  street,  Geisendorff's  large  Merchant  Mills  near  the  river,  and  a  num- 
ber of  less  value. 

About  one  hundred1  and  fifty  buildings  have  been  erected  outside  of  the 
corporation  in  the  different  additions  adjoining  the  city.  These  we  have 
estimated  at  $200,000.  This  is  low,  as  some  are  large  and  costly,  the  build- 
ings at  the  arsenal  costing  nearly  half  that  amount. 

Permits  have  been  issued  as  follows:

From  this  should  be  deducted  about  $110,000  for  buildings  that  only  got 
their  foundations  in  this  fall,  leaving  $1,750,000  as  the  amount  expended  in 
improvements  this  year. 


CHARACTER    OF    BUILDINGS. 


Of  this  number  eighty  permits  were  for  business  houses  and  blocks,  quite 
»  number  containing  two,  three,  four,  and  one  ten  business  rooms. 

Permits,  for  six  churches  have-  been  issued.     Trinity  Church,  corner  North* 
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and  Alabama  streets,  costing  about  $24,000;  Chapel  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  costing  $20,000;  Jewish  Synagogue,  costing  $25,000. 

Also,  for  four  large  school  houses.  The  two  three-story  brick,  one  on 
South  Delaware  street  and  the  other  on  Georgia  street,  were  built  by  the 
Catholics,  and  were  estimated  to  cost  $20,000  each.  Also,  two  houses,  one  in 
the  9th,  the  other  in  the  4th  ward,  for  free  schools,  and  to  cost,  when  com- 
plete, $24,000  each.  The  Baptist  Female  Institute  have  built  a  large  and 
handsome  addition,  costing  $20,000.  Many  of  the  private  residences  are 
costly  and  handsome. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS — GRADING  AND  GRAVEIJNG. 

Ordinances  have  been  passed  for  the  improvement  of  nine  miles  and  one 
square  of  graveled  streets.  Eighteen  miles  and  two  squares  of  single  side- 
walks. But  as  the  season  was  so  wet,  and  the  streams  so  high,  that  alter 
July  no  bid  could  be  obtained,  two  miles  of  streets  and  four  of  sidewalks,. 
which  were  intended  to  be  improved,  will  have  to  lay  over  until  next  season. 
Leaving  seven  miles  of  streets  and  eighteen  miles  and  two  squares  of  gravel 
sidewalks  finished  this  year.  One  mile  and  one  square  of  bouldering  has 
been  done.  Four  miles  and  two.  squares  of  brick  pavement  has  been  lai««i 
down.  Three  miles  and  one  square  of  lamp  posts  and  fixtures  have  been 
erected,  and  one  mile  of  aMeys  graded  and  graveled. 

To  the  building  of  culverts,  laying  of  foot-bridges,  cleaning  and  repairing 
of  streets,  filling  of  crossings  and  repairing  of  bridges,  we  would  refer  you. 
to  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Street  Commissioner.  We  bear  cheerful  testi- 
mony to  the  energetic  and  faithful  services  of  this  officer.

And  your  petitioner  further  represents-:  that  it  is  not  true  that  the  thirty 
feet  in  width  of  Pratt  street  as  heretofore  existing  was  taken  off  of  out  lot 
175,  as  reported  by  said  commissioners,  but  on  the  contrary  ten  feet  thereof 
was  originally  laid  open  off'  of  out  lot  174,  that  thirty  feet  off  of  the  north 
side  of  out  lot  No.  174  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets  are  worth  at 
least  $50  per  front  foot  on  said  streets,  viz:  $3,000;  that  though  said  com- 
missioners report  that  the  said  out  lot  174  is  "owned  by  the  heirs  of  James

And  further:  that  the  first  information  of  any  action  before,  or  had  by  the 
Council  as  to  the  widening  said  street,  was  the  tearing  down,  by  some  city 
officer,  of  the  north  fence  inclosing  the  south  part  of  out  lot  174,  and  bounding 
the  south  side  of  Pratt  street,  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets;  that 
your  petitioner  is  the  widow  and  one  of  the  heirs  of  James  Loman,  deceased, 
and  is  owner  of  the  said  south  part  ©f  out  lot  174,  and  has  been  sick  and

Attorney ;,  also  general  ordinance  No.  31,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Indianapolis,  January  22,  1SC6. 
To  the  Mayovand  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  question  propounded  to  me  by  Mr.  Sei- 
densticke's  motion. 

The  charter  provides  that  penalties  for  a  violation  of  city  ordinances  shall 
be  enforced  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  (vide  section  40  of  charter).  A  cor- 
poration is  an  artificial,  intangible  being,  and  cannot  of  course  be  imprisoned. 
A  corporation  can  act  only  through  natural  persons  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
agents.     In  penal  prosecutions  there  can  be  no  agents.     The  law  is  thus  sta- 
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ted  by  accurate  text  writers :  "  It  is  a  doctrine,  then,  in  conformity  with  the 
demands  of  justice,  that  an  individual  acting  in  the  business  and  not  the 
corporation  should  be  indicted."  In  the  case  of  the  State  vs.  President  arid 
Directors  of  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railroad,  i!3  Ind.  302,  a  similar  doctrine  is 
maintained.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  effective  mode  in  which  a 
corporation  can  be  punished,  is  to  punish  the  individuals  engaged  in  the 
commission  of  the  prohibited  acts.  I  do  not  think  that  the  additional  pow- 
ers conferred  by  the  forty-third  sub-division  of  the  thirty-fourth  section  of 
the  new  charter  will  enable  Council  to  punish  corporations  in  any  other  mode 
than  by  punishing  the  natural  persons  acting  in  their  behalf' 

I  have  examined  the  ordinance  requiring  flagmen  to  be  statione  1  at  cer- 
tain crossings,  and  find  it  to  be  such  a  one  as  cannot  be  legally  or  effectively 
enforced.  1  have  prepared  an  ordinance  on  the  subject,  which  I  herewith 
submit. 

As  to  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  I  have  pre- 
pared a  new  ordinance  on  the  subject  of  running  locomotives  within  the  city, 
containing  all  the  provisions  upon  the  subject,  including  in  the  same  ordi- 
nance the  provisions  respecting  flagmen.  It  was  necessary  to  remodel  these 
ordinances  in  order  that  they  might  be  effectually  enforced. 

1  have  left  blank  the  points  at  which  flagmen  are  to  be  stationed,  as  I  did 
not  know  at  what  points  Council  desired  them  to  be  placed. 

The  ordinance,  it  will  be  observed,  has  penalties  attached  to  each  section. 
The  reason  for  doing  this  is,  that  an  ordinance  without  a  penalty  would  be 
of  no  practical  utility  whatever.         Respectfully,

Asr  Okdinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  locomotives  and  cars  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  requiring  flagmen  to  be  stationed  at  certain  Railroad 
crossings,  defining  the  duties  of  such  flagmen,  anc}  prohibiting  locomotives 
and  cars  from  running  across  certain  streets  unless  a  flagman  is  stationed 
at  such  crossings. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  Ci'y  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  be  tl  e  duty  of  everv  person  engaged  in  running,  managing,  or 
.controlling  any  locomotive  or  railroad  train  coming  into  said  city,  to  com- 
mence ringing  the  bell  attached  to  such  locomotive  upon  approaching  the 
limits  of  said  city,  and  continue  ringing  it  as  long  as  said  locomotive  or  train 
is  in  motion  within  the  city  limits.  When  any  locomotive  or  train  is  depart- 
ing from  said  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  aforesaid  to  commence 
ringing  the  bell  at  the  instant  of  departure,  and  continue  ringing  it  until 
such  locomotive  and  train  shall  have  passed  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 
When  running  any  locomotives  or  cars  upon  or  along  the  track  of  any  rail- 
way in  said  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  aforesaid  to  ring  the  bell 
during  the  entire  time  that  such  locomotive  or  car. is  in  motion.  Any  person 
engaged  in  and  about  the  management,  or  contiol  of  any  locomotive,  car,  or 
train,  which  shall  be  caused,  or  permitted  to  be  run,  without  the  bell  being 
rung  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cause  or  permit  any  loco- 
motive, traifiL,  or  cars  to  be  run  upon  or  along  any  railroad  track  in  said  city, 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  five  miles  per  hour.  Every  person  engaged 
in  and  about  the  control,  conduct,  or  management  of  any  locomotive,  train, 
or  car  which  shall  be  permitted  to  be  run  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than 
herein  provided,  ehall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  hereof  and  fined  in 
any  sum  imt  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Skc.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  connected  with  the  con- 
trol or  management  of  any  Railroad  Company  to  cause  flagmen  to  be  station- 
ed at  the  following  points,  viz. : 

Any  person  connected  with  the  general  management  or  control  of  any 
railroad  company,  which  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  cause  flagmen  to  be  stationed 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
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Sec.  4.  Said  flagmen  shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  and  conspicuous  sig- 
nal flag,  and  shall  give  proper  and  timely  notice  to  all  foot  passengers,  horse- 
men, drivers  of  wagons,  carts,  street  cars,  and  any  and  all  vehicles,  and  to  all 
persons  driving  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  hogs,  or  other  animals  of  the 
approach  of  any  locomotive,  car,  or  train.  Ami  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
flagmen  to  prevent  children  from  occupying  the  track  of  aay  railroad  at  or 
near  any  of  the  cro-sings  aforesaid.  Any  person  acting  as  such  flngman  who 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  perform  any  and  all  of  the  duties  required  by  this  or- 
dinance, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  suffer,  cause,  or  permit  assy 
locomotive,  car,  or  train  to  be  run  upon,  along,  or  across  any  of  the  streets 
mentioned  in  the  third  section  hereof,  unless  a  flagman  has  been  duly  sta- 
tioned at  such  point  as  by  said  section  required,  and  is  properly  engaged  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  the  preceding  section.  Any  and 
every  person  engaged  in  or  about  the  conduct,  control,  or  management  of 
any  locomotive,  train,  or  car,  which  shall  be  run  ispon,  along,  or  across  any  of 
the  streets  aforesaid,  where  there  is  no  flagmen  stationed,  as  herein  provided 
and  required,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  hereof  and  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  leave  any  locomotive,  car,  or 
train  standing  in  or  upon  any  street  or  alley  within  the  limits  of  said  city,,  ©p 
to  stop  or  leave  any  locomotive,  oar,  or  train  standing  at  or  so  near  the  cross- 
ing of  any  street  or  alley  of  said  city,  as  to  hinder  or  endanger  the  free  or 
safe  passage  of  persons  or  teams.  Any  and  every  person  engaged  about  the 
management  or  control  of  any  locomotive,  train,  or  car,  which  shall  be  left 
standing  within  said  city  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  be 
lined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cause,  su#er,  or  permit  any 
locomotive,  car,  or  train,  to  be  so  run  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of 
any  funeral  procession  crossing  the  railway,  or  when  any  such  procession 
shall  be  so  near  the  railway  that  the  running  of  such  locomotive,  train,  or  car, 
shall  hinder  or  delay  such  funeral  procession  from  crossing  the  track.  Any 
person  engaged  in  the  management  or  control  of  any  locomotive  or  train, 
which  shall  be  run  in  any  manner  prohibited  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  connected  with  the  management 
or  control  of  any  locomotive  to  cause,  suffer  or  permit  the  whistle  thereof 
to  be  blown  or  sounded  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city.  A  violation 
of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars.

petition  asks  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  order  of  Council  opening  Pratt 
street,  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets,  by  taking  30  feet  off  the  north 
side  of  out-lot  174,  and,  in  support  of  such  request,  avers : 

1,  Various  errors  of  fact  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the 
order  of  the  Council  adopting  said  report. 

2.  Various  errors  of  law  in  the  proceedings  and  reports  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  of  the  Council. 

The  petitioner  also  prays  that  the  technical  rules  of  law  should  not  be 
applied  to  her  case. 

To  comply  with  the  last  prayer  of  the  petitioner  is  evidently  out  of 
the  power  of  the  Council,  for  only  in  strictly  complying  with  all  the  technical 
rules  of  law  has  the  Council  any  power  to  reconvert  into  private  property 
what  has  once  been  a  public  street,  alley,  place  or  common. 

If  the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners,  and  of  the  Council,  in  opening 
said  street,  were  valid,  then  the  30  feet  of  the  north  side  of  out-lot  174  are 
now  a  part  of  a  public  street,  and  the  Council  has  no  right  to  reconvert  them 
into  private  property  by  a  simple  vote  of  reconsideration.  This  point  has 
been  fully  settled,  in  a  similar  application  in  reference  to  McNabb  street, 
and  afterwards  with  reference  to  Blackford  street. 

Agrieved  parties  have  their  remedy  by  an  appeal  to  Court,  by  which  the 
regularity  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  question  of  damages  can  be  tested. 
Of  this  remedy  the  petitioner  failed  to  avail  herself. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  proceedings  for  opening  snid  street  were  so 
irregular  and  illegal  as  to  make  them  a  nullity,  we  consider  it  incumbent 
upon  the  petitioner  to  establish  this  fact  by  a  proceeding  in  court,  rather  than 
to  call  upon  Council  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  legality  of  their  own  pro- 
ceedings. For  in  no  case  could  the  decision  of  the  Council  in  such  a  matter 
be  final;  and  we  might  become  liable  as  obstructors  of  a  public  street, 
through  a  mere  error  of  judgment — that  is,  if  we  decided  our  own  proceed- 
ings illegal  and  void,  while  a  court  might  hold  them  sufficiently  regular  and 
valid. 

The  committee  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  precedent  set  in  the  case 
of  Blackford  street  be  followed  in  this  instance,  and  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  be  not  granted.

To  the  Mayor  and.  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

In  response  to  the  resolution  of  your  body  requesting  the  Board  of  Health 
to  submit  some  plan,  if  possible,  to  stay  the  progress  of  the  Small  Pox — that 
Board  begs  leave  to  suggest  that,  in  their  judgment,  there  is  no  remedy  for 
the  evil  but  primary  vaccination  in  all  subjects  where  it  has  not  been  intro- 
duced, and  re-vaccination  in  all  instances  where  vaccination,  however  suc- 
cessful, has  been  performed  before  the  age  02  puberty. 
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It  is  at  present  not  claimed  for  vaccination,  as  was  the  case  when  it  was 
first  introduced,  that  its  preservative  power  is  absolute — nevertheless,  its  sal- 
utary influence  upon  communities  and  States  and  countries  has  characterized 
its  discovery  as  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  vouchedsafe  to  man — even  be- 
fore re-vaccination  was  regarded  as  necessary  to  conhim  its  uselulness,  the 
comparative  number  of  dea'hs  from  ail  causes  in  England  was  reduced  fiom 
96  to  the  1,000,  in  the  last  half  of  the  18th  to  35  to  the  1.000  in  first  half  of 
the  19th  century — whereas,  in  Ireland,  where  vaccination  is  much  less  gene- 
ral, the  proportion  is  49  to  the  1,000.  "While,  on  the  other  hand,  in  many  of 
the  European  States,  where  vaccination  is  more  or  less  compulsory,  as  in  Bo- 
hemia, Lombardy,  Venice,  Sweden  and  Saxony,  the  comparative  number  of 
deaths  is  exceedingly  small,  varying  from  2  to  8  (averaging  about  5)  deaths  to 
the  1^000  attacks  after  vaccination 

Beside  the  benefit  of  saving  lives,  as  exhibited  in  these  statistics,  general 
vaccination  has  the  effect  to  prevent  the  appearance  of  the  disease  as  an 
epidemic.  In  France  Small  Pox  has  not  been  known  as  an  epidemic  for 
near  40  years,  owing,  as  is  alleged,  to  the  almost  universal  practice  of  vacci- 
n  ttion.  In  this  country,  where  governmental  authority  is  rarely  if  ever  exer 
cised  to  enforce  sanitary  measures,  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  statistic  evidence 
of  the  preservative  power  of  vaccination.  Yet  we  are  not  without  abundant 
testimony  of  its  efficacy  in  shielding  the  country  irom  the  epidemic  preva- 
lence of  Small  Pox.  By  the  return  of  soldiers  irom  the  army  and  the  exo- 
dus from  the  South  of  the  thousands  of  refugees,  the  disease  in  some  of  its 
forms  has  been  carried  into  nearly  every  hamlet,  village  and  city  of  the 
"Union,  and  yet,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  no  instance  of  epidemic  ^spread  has 
been  reported.  The  blessings  which  its  discovery  has  conferred  upon  man- 
kind can  only  be  fully  appreciated  in  those  countries  where  by  the  enact- 
ment of  laws  to  enforce  its  universal  use,  entire  exemption  from  its  attacks 
has  been  achieved.  In  Denmark,  for  instance,  at  one  time  the  Small  Pox 
had  entirely  disappeared  before  the  defensive  influence  of  compelled  vacci- 
nation. So  in  Bavaria  and  other  countries  where  the  laws  were  vigorously 
enforced. 

But,  as  before  stated,  the  immunity  from  attacks  of  Small  Pox  in  some  of 
its  phases,  by  the  primary  introduction  of  vaccine  virus,  is  not  absolute,  and 
the  protection  not  permanent.  The  latter  circumstance  has  however  led  to 
the  practice  of  re-vaccination,  which  has  accomplished  a  success,  equalled 
only  by  the  preservative  influence  of*  Small  Pox  itself,  either  spontaneous  or 
induced  by  inoculation. 

It  is  generally  admitted,  as  abundantly  attested  by  statistics,  that  about 
one-third  of  the  cases  successfully  vaccinated  are  liable  on  exposure  to  attacks 
of  some  modification  of  Small  Pox  While  it  is  established  beyond  contro- 
versy that  an  exceedingly  small  percentage,  probably  one  eighth  of  one  per 
cent,  after  successful  re-vaccination,  are  subject  to  attacks  from  any  kind  of 
exposure.  Exemption  nevertheless  seems  guarantied  to  vaccinated  children 
to  the  ninth  year  generally,  occasionally  to  the  eleventh  or  twelfth  year — 
after  that  period  they  are  never  safe  without  re-vaccination. 

Persuaded  by  the  evidence  thus  adduced,  as  by  a  mass  of  other  testimony 
which  the  limits  of  such  a  report  will  not  permit  us  to  present,  that  immu- 
nity from  the  invasion  and  spread  of  the  disease  in  question  can  only  be 
secured  in  that  way.  The  Board  of  Health  earnestly  recommend  primary 
vaccination  with  the  pure  and  healthy  lymph  (which  shall  be  procured  as 
near  to  the  cow  as  practicable)  which  shall  embrace  every  child  within  the 
city  and  its  vicinity,  and  re-vaccination  in  all  subjects  over  nine  years  of  age 
within  the  same  territorial  limits. 

To  accomplish  so  desirable  an  object  as  that  of  general  vaccination,  may, 
and  doubtless  will,  be  attended  with  some  difficulty,  but  is,  as  we  believe,  by 
no  means  as  formidable  a  work  as  it  appears  without  examination.  At  Bos- 
ton, where  they  do  most  things  Connected  with  the  sanitary  condition  of 
their  city  wTl,  they  have  in  practice  a  plan  of  enforcing  the  duty,  which,  in 
some  modification,  we  beg  to  suggest  as  the  most  feasible  means  for  accom- 
plishing the  object  in  view. 
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It  is  there  made  the  duty  of  the  police  officer  of  each  ward  to  visit  once  a 
fortnight  each  house  in  his  ward  and  inquire  whether  any  of  its  occupants 
are  without  vaccination  ;  finding  such,  he  notifies  them  that  they  must  attend 
to  the  duty  within  ten  days.  Those  having  family  physicians  and  being  able 
to  pay  to  provide  for  it  in  that  way,  while  the  indigent  are  ordered  to  report 
to  the  Board  of  Health  for  vaccination  or  re-vaccination,  as  the  case  may  be. 
'In  all  cases  of  failure  to  comply,  a  fine  of  five  dollars  is  assessed  for  every 
individual  case,  and  collected  by  the  Marshal. 

Thus  attended  to  it  is  believed  that  within  ninety  days  every  vestige  of 
Small  Pox  would  be  removed  from  the  city.

Gentlemen  : — The  motion  of  Mr.  Seidensticker,  relative  to  the  effect  of  the 
new  charter  upon  ordinances  and  contracts  for  street  improvements,  neces- 
sarily involves  an  examination  of  two  questions: 

Fir^t.  What  is  its  effect  upon  those  cases  in  which  contracts  have  been 
executed  ? 

Second.  What  is  its  effect  upon  those  cases  in  which  ordinances  have  been 
enacted  but  no  contracts  made? 

There  ia  no  difficulty  in  the  first  question.  The  rights,  in  those  cases  where 
contracts  have  been  made,  are  vested  and  cannot  be  taken  away  by  the  legis- 
lature. The  expense  of  improvements  in  such  cases  must  be  assessed  and 
collected  as  provided  by  the  former  charter. 

The  second  question  is  not  without  difficulty.  The  present  charter  pre- 
serves intact  all  rights  acquired  under  former  charters,  and  continues  in  force 
all  such  ordinances  as  are  not  in  conflict  with  its  provisions.  If  there  is  no 
conflict  between  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  and  the  present  charter, 
then  the  ordinances  continue  in  effect  and  the  expense  of  improvements  is 
to  be  assessed  as  therein  provided. 

The  ordinances  provide  that  the  cost  of  improving  the  crossings  of  streets 
and  alleys  shall  be  assessed  against  the  city,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  incorporation  in  force  at  the  time  of  their  passage. 
The  present  charter  provides  that  "The  city  shall  be  liable  for  so  much  only 
as  is  occupied  by  purlic  grounds  of  the  ci  y  "  bordering  "on  the  street  im- 
proved.'' There  is,  therefore,  a  conflict  between  the  provisions  of  the  pres- 
ent charter  and  the  ordinances,  the  latter  creating  a  much  greater  liability 
than  that  contemplated  by  the  present  charter.  There  is  between  the  ordi- 
nances and  the  charter  an  evident  inconsistency,  and  the  ordinances  are,  in 
my  opinion,  abrogated  by  the  last  act  of  incorporation. 

The  ordinances,  if  carried  into  effect,  would  impose  upon  the  city  greater 
liabilities  than  the  Council  have,  under  the  present  charter,  the  right  to  cre- 
ate. In  Johnson  v.  City  of  Indianapolis,  16  Ind.  227,  it  was  decided  that  the 
city  could  not  be  made  liable  for   any  greater  portion  of  the  expense  than 
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that  which  the  charter  imposed  upon  the  city.  It  is  not  within  the  authority 
of  the  Council  to  bind  the  city  to  pay  any  greater  portion  of  the  expense 
than  that  provided  by  the  charter,  and  a  contract  binding  the  city  to  pay 
more  would  be  invalid.  All  contracts  made  since  the  enactment  of  the  pres- 
ent act  of  incorporation  are  governed  by  it,  and  it  follows  that  the  Council 
can  make  no  contracts  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances 
enacted  under  the  former  charter.  The  act  of  incorporation  is  the  para- 
mount law,  to  which  the  ordinances  of  the  city  must  yield. 

It  would,  I  think,  be  expedient  to  repeal  all  ordinances  for  the  improve- 
ment of  streets  where  no  contracts  have  been  awarded,  as  such  a  course 
would  remove  all  questions.  While  there  may  be  no  necessity  fordoing  so, 
it  will,  at  least,  be  productive,  of  no  harm,  and  may  result  in  much  good.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  first  business  in  order 
was  the  adoption  of  some  sanitary  regulation. 

With  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  Councilman  Brown 
read  the  provisions  of  the  r.ew  City  Charter  giving  to  the  Common 
Council  additional  powers  to  enforce  sanitary  laws  and  regulations 
within  the  city  and  its  suburbs. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Jameson  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets  and  Alleys,  be  directed  to  draft  an  ordinance  providing  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  at  the  expense  of  the  property  holders. 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  those  who 

voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Boaz,  Brown,  Em- 
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erson,  Glazier,  Grosvenor,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Mac  Arthur,  Staub  and 
Thompson — 11.     Noes,  none. 

So  the  resolution  passed. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  the  Street  Commissioner  and 
his  deputy,  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  a  proper 
Committee  of  the  Oouncil,  are  the  proper  persons  to  enforce  the  ordinance, 
when  adopted,  regulating  the  cleaning  of  streets,  alleys,  premises  of  inhab- 
itants, and  for  removing  the  offal,  &c,  from  the  city,  and  that  all  such  offal, 
&c  ,  ought  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  as  a  special 
fund  for  keeping  the  streets  cleaned, 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  those  who 
voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Boaz,  Brown,  Em- 
erson Glazier,  Grosvenor,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Mac  Arthur,  Staub  and 
Thompson — 11.     Noes,  none. 

So  the  resolution  passed. 

Mr.  Boaz  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  this  Council  it  is  apprehended  that  the  disease 
of  hydrophobia  is  in  danger  of  becoming  prevalent  in  the  city;  therefore, 
Be  it  resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Tndia?ipaolis,  That  the  Mayor 
of  this  city  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  proclamation  ordering  and  requir- 
ing all  persons,  owning  or  harboring  any  animal  of  the  dog  kind,  to  confine 
the  same  by  good  and  sufficient  means  to  the  house,  out-house,  or  yard,  where 
:such  person  may  reside,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  sixty  days  ensuing  the 
date  of  such  proclamation,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Revision  ef  Ordi- 
nances report  an  amendatory  ordinance,  giving  the  Marshal  and  Policemen 
power  to  kill  all  dogs  found  running  at  large. 

Mr.  Emerson  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  upon  the  table. 

The  question  being  on  laying  the  resolution  on  the  table,  the  ayes 
and  noes  were  called  for.

Indianapolis,  February  2,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  ; — The  City  Hospital  is  not  occupied  at  the  present  time,  and  I 
propose  to  your  honorable  body  to  procure  at  once  the  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  to  open  there  a  House  of  Refuge,  or  Female  City  Prison,  until  the 
new  building  can  be  finished.     His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  has  in  his  possession 
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letters  and  statistics  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  showing  that 
there  it  is  made  by  the  Sisters  a  self-supporting  institution,  and  advising  him 
to  adopt  the  same  plan. 

Should  you,  however,  gentlemen,  have  other  use  for  the  City  Hospital 
Buildings,  at  the  suggestion  often  made  to  me  by  Mir.  Fletcher,  the  donor  of 
the  land  for  the  House  of  Refuge,  and  also  by  an  old  and  influential  member 
of  your  body,  I  will  ask  of  you  on  what  terms  and  conditions  you  would  be 
willing  to  make  to  the  Sisters  a  good  deed,  in  fee  simple,  of  the  land  donated 
by  Mr.  Fletcher,  and  improvements  thereon,  and  if  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions appear  to  the  Sisters  and  to  me  sufficiently  liberal  to  enable  us  to  get 
through,  I  will  bind  myself  to  complete  the  building  the  ensuing  summer, 
and  receive  inmates  by  the  1st  of  November,  1866.  This,  I  know,  will  meet 
the  approbation  of  the  donor  of  the  land,  who  will  contribute  towards  com- 
pleting the  building;  and  as  there  is  but  little  hope  that  anything  can  be 
done  soon  to  procure  a  House  of  Refuge,  except  by  one  of  the  two  ways 
hereby  proposed,  it  is  confidently  hoped  by  the  undersigned,  and  by  thousands 
of  our  citizens,  that  your  honorable  body  will  adopt  one  of  those  propositions, 
and  the  petitioner,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Gentlemen  : — 1  have  sent  in  a  petition  asking  a  deduction  of  license  for  the 
privilege  of  starting  a  Variety  Concert  in  your  city,  and  there  were  remon- 
strants against  it,  and  the  principal  cause  was  that  you  had  granted  license 
to  Concerts  previously  on  Illinois  street,  and  they  were  conducted  in  such  a 
way  as  to  make  it  not  agreeable  to  the  community  in  general.  I  don't  pro 
pose  conducting  the  thing  in  such  a  manner.  I  propose  starting  a  Variety 
Concert,  consisting  of  singing  and  dancing,  some  gymnastics  and  burlesques 
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of  the  Burnt  Cork  Opera,  and  conduct  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it 
agreeable  to  the  most  aristocratic  of  the  community,  a  place  of  amusement, 
where  gambling  and  carousing  is  strictly  prohibited.  I  propose  starting  a  place 
where  a  man  can  pass  the  evening  with  less  expense  than  visiting  a  Theatre 
or  an  Opera  House.  There  is  not  a  city  in  the  United  States  but  what  there 
is  concerts  located  there  the  year  round  of  the  kind  that  I  propose  starting. 
Thirty  dollars  a  month,  the  year  round,  is  all  I  can  afford  to  pay  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  showing  in  your  city.  I  submit  this  once  more  to  you,  gentlemen  of 
the  City  Oouncil.     I  remain  your  humble  servant,

Indianapolis,  February  1,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  undersigued,  citizens  of  the  Pifth  Ward  in  said  city,  and  living  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Canal,  would  respectfully  represent  that  they  are  and  have 
long  been  suffering  under  the  following  grievances : 

1st.  As  to  City  Burying  Ground  for  dead  animals,  near  said  Ward 
Dead  animals  to  a  large  number  are  taken  to  this  ground  and  are  left  uc- 
buried,  or  are  put  only  a  little  below  the  surface.  The  consequence  is  a  great 
stench,  destroying  the  comfort  and  endangering  the  health  of  the  citizens. 
Some  of  the  carcases  are  partly  eaten  by  hogs  and  partly  decayed,  and  if  bu- 
ried, it  is  often  so  near  the  top  of  the  ground  that  the  hogs  root  them  out. 
Other  if  the  dead  bodies  are  taken  to  the  soap  factory  adjoining  said 
wood. 

2d.  As  to  the  Soap  Factory. 
Many  dead  animels  are  taken  there,  and  the  oil  is  steamed  out,  and  the 
grease  is  used  for  soap,  and  to  get  a  greater  amount  the  remains  are  permit- 
ted to  ferment  so  as  to  raise  the  grease  to  the  top  and  give  a  greater  yield — 
thus  making  an  unbearable  stench — and  on  Sundays  usually  the  tanks  are 
opened,  and  the  contents  run  out  into  the  yard,  which  continues  the  stench. 
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3d.     As  to  Bone  and  Bristle  Factory. 
This  concern  buy  the  intestines  from  slaughtered  hogs,  and  prepare  them 
for  the  sausage  maker,  and  also  grinds  bones  for  manure,  and  the  refuse  is 
left  and  causes  a  stench  very  strong  and  offensive. 

When  complaints  have  been  made,  from  time  to  time,  there  would  be  some 
temporary  improvement;  but  soon  the  promises  of  reform  would  be  neglect- 
ed. Your  petitioners  claim  that  as  the  city  grows  these  offences  ought  to  be 
removed,  as  they  are  such  as  would  not  be  allowed  in  other  cities. 

Yo.ur  petitioners  have  stated  the  facts  as  accurately  as  they  are  able  to  state 
them,  and  to  the  best  of  their  information,  and  they  pray  the  honorable  City 
Council  to  provide  an  adequate  remedy  in  the  premises.

all  warrants  that  may  yet  be  issued  to  procure  funds  to  pay  bounties  to  pro- 
cure volunteers  to  fill  the  quota  of  the  city,  under  the  call  of  the  President 
of  December  19th,  1864;  therefore, 

" Be  it  resolved,  That  this  Council  borrow  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  said  petition,  and  that  interest  bearing  Coupon  Bonds 
be  issued  in  accordance  with  section  58  of  City  Charter,  for  the  amount  ne- 
cessary, not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  (400,000.00).  Said 
bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk,  and  issued 
in  sums  of  $50,  $100,  $500  and  $1,000,  such  portion  of  each  as  may  be  deter- 
mined upon  by  a  Special  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
of  which  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members.  Said  bonds 
to  be  paid  within  twenty  years,  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be 
lawful  in  the  State  where  negotiated  or  made  payable;  said  interest  to  be 
payable  semi-annually ;  and  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds  shall 
be  payable  at  such  place  as  said  Special  Committee  may  designate;  and  said 
Special  Committee  is  authorized  to  dispose  of  the  same  at  such  rate  of  dis- 
count as  may,  in  their  discretion,  be  deemed  advisable.  The  City  Clerk  is 
required  to  number  and  register  each  of  said  bonds,  describing  the  same  on 
such  register  by  number  and  amount,  and  naming  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  issued,  and  the  place  where  made  payable. 

"  Resolved  further,  That  this  Council  pledge  its  faith  to  add  to  the  Tax  Du- 
plicate of  each  year,  successively,  a  levy  sufficient  for  the  purposes,  as  required 
in  section  58  of  the  City  Charter,  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  debt  or 
loan,  with  the  addition  of  not  less  than  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  create  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  liquidation  of  the  principal  thereof, 
and  to  require  that -said  special  tax  shall  be  paid  eithar  in  cash,  or  coupons 
to  such  bonds  which  may  have  become  due." 

And  Whereas,  On  the  22d  of  February,  1865,  the  Common  Council  aforesaid

The  Board  of  Directors  oi  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
respectfully  represent  to  the  Council  that  after  fully  considering  the  ordi- 
nance recently  proposed  by  the  Council,  entitled  "  An  ordinance  investing 
the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  with  the  privilege  of  furnish- 
ing gas  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  upon  certain  conditions 
therein  named,"  they  have  to  state,  that  they  are  not  justifieo)  to  undertake 
and  be  responsible  to  the  city  and  its  citizens  for  a  satisfactory  supply  of  gas, 
under  the  provisions  of  such  proposed  ordinance. 

This  Company  is  furnishing,  and  is  prepared  to  furnish  an  ample  supply 
of  gas  to  the  city  and  community  of  a  quality  not  excelled  by  that  made  for 
any  city  in  the  Union ;  and  it  is  our  desire  to  do  so,  on  as  reasonable  terms 
as  it  is  practicable  to  be  done,  with  fair  returns  for  the  capital  and  skill  em- 
ployed, and  with  adequate  provision  for  the  peculiar  liabilities  to  contingen- 
cies and  destruction  to  which  such  works  are  subject.  To  effect  this,  for  the 
best  interest  of  all  parties  concerned,  a  more  permanent  and  reliable  basis  would 
be  requisite  than  is  offered  in  the  proposed  ordinance,  by  the  terms  of  which, 
although  a  period  of  15  years  is  named  in  the  first  section,  it  is  expressly 
reserved  in  other  sections  that  notwithstanding  any  obligations  the  Company 
might  assume  in  undertaking  to  supply  the  city  and  citizens  with  gas  for  such 
period,  no  obligation  whatever  is  incurred  on  the  part  of  the  city  not  to  erect 
gas  works  and  furnish  the  city  and  citizens  with  gas,  or  not  to  allow  other 
parties  or  companies  to  do  so,  at  any  time,  after  such  ordinance  had  been 
adopted  by  this  Company. 

We  had  supposed  that  a  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  somewhat  durable 
arrangements  to  secure  on  the  best  terms  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  gas 
for  so  large  a  city  as  Indianapolis,  had  induced  the  Council  in  the  early  part 
of  last  year,  to  advertise  extensively  in  the  leading  cities  of  the  Union  for 
proposals  to  furnish  the  city  and  citizens  with  gas  for  20  years  from  March 
4th,  1866. 

Reasonably  expecting  competition  for  such  a  contract,  under  so  general  a 
notice,  this  Company  offered  such  proposals,  under  the  advertisement,  as  in 
view  of  all  the  circumstances  we  felt  justified  to  make. 

To  sustain  without  failure  so  large  an  undertaking  as  amply  to  provide  gas 
of  the  best  quality  for  the  use  of  all  desiring  such  light  in  the  city,  we  were 
compelled  to  consider  the  liabilities  to  contingencies  of  injuries  or  destruc- 
tion, under  which  such  works  necessarily  labor,  being  such  as,  in  the  experi- 
ence of  other  companies,  have  resulted  in  the  explosion  of  gasometers,  and 
the  entire  consumption  of  gas  houses,  and  of  large  supplies  of  coal,  by  fire, 
as  well  as  other  damages.  The  terms  of  providing  by  insurance  against  these 
heavy  injuries,  compel  gas,  as  well  as  powder  mill  companies,  to  be  their  own 
insurers. 
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If  more  satisfactory  results  would  be  promised,  by  the  adoption  of  a  divi- 
sion of  anticipated  profits,  between  the  company  and  the  city,  as  is  contem- 
plated in  the  ordinance,  rather  than  by  having  a  fixed  price  for  gas  consumed, 
it  would  be  still  more  needful  that  some  certain  continuance  of  a  contract 
should  be  assumed,  that  such  profit  might  be  aided  by  large  investments,  at 
times,  in  the  purchase  of  the  leading  necessary  materials. 

The  uncertainty  of  its  duration,  the  moderate  rate  of  income  allowed  the 
Company  in  view  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  embar- 
rassments connected  with  the  ascertainment  of  mutual  partnership  rights 
under  the  ordinance,  do  not  encourage  us  to  believe  that  we  could,  with  safety 
to  the  Company  and  satisfaction  to  the  city,  enter  into  such  ah  engagement. 

Being  unable,  therefore,  to  concur  in  the  views  of  the  Council,  as  expressed 
in  the  proposed  ordinance,  and  reverting  to  the  ordinary  mode  of  supplying 
cities  with  gas,  by  paying  for  its  consumption  by  measurement,  we  would 
state  that  under  the  existing  or  prospective  prices  for  some  time  yet  of  the 
leading  materials  and  labor  required  for  gas  operatiens,  we  had  little  expec- 
tation of  reasonable  returns,  within  any  brief  period,  in  making  our  proposal 
under  the  advertisement,  to  furnish  gas  for  20  years  at  $3.48  per  1,000  cubic 
feet. 

It  is  the  settled  purpose  of  this  Company,  under  all  circumstances,  while 
supplying  our  fellow  citizens  and  the  city,  or  the  citizens  only,  with  gas,  to 
furnish  it  of  as  good  quality,  and  at  as  moderate  rates,  as  can  justifiably  be 
afforded,  under  the  cost  from  time  to  time  of  the  materials  and  labor  needed. 

In  this  view,  the  price  to  all  parties  using  the  gas  manufactured  by  this 
Company  after  the  4th  day  of  March  next,  will  be  reduced  to  $3.75  per  1,000 
cubic  feet  in  bankable  currency,  exclusive  of  the  government  tax,  the  amount 
of  which  from  time  to  time  is  subject  to  the  revenue  action  of  Congress. 

This  reduces  the  rate  to  that  at  which  gas  was  furnished  to  the  citizens 
before  the  war,  although  the  cost  of  coal  and  other  leading  materials  as  well 
as  labor  is  more  than  ons-half  higher  now  to  the  Company  than  it  was  at  that 
period. 

And  the  assurance  is  hereby  given  to  all  using  the  gas  made  by  this  Com- 
pany, that  with  any  material  reduction  of  which  we  may  be  able  to  avail  our- 
selves, occurring  and  reliably  settled,  in  the  cost  of  suitable  materials  for 
making  the  best  quality  of  gas  and  the  requisite  labor,  a  reasonably  propor- 
tionate reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  will  in  future  be  made. 

The  price  will  be  uniform  to  the  city  and  all  citizens,  according  to  consump- 
tion by  measurement,  and  every  satisfactory  provision  will  continue  to  be 
adopted  accurately  to  ascertain  the  correctness  of  such  measurement. 

We  will  be  ready  from  time  to  time,  as  called  for,  at  the  proper  season  of 
the  year,  to  make  such  extensions  of  mains  as  may  be  justifiable.

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From  City  Attorney — Opinion  : 

Indianapolis,  February  19,  1866. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  given  the  Sanitary  Ordinance,  introduced  by  Mr.  Brown, 
a  careful  examination,  and  the  entire  subject  much  attention. 

Mr.  Brown's  ordinance  is  elaborately  prepared,  and  is  as  complete  and  per- 
fect as  it  is  possible  to  make  an  ordinance  basad  upon  the  same  general  pk»n. 
There  is,  however,  one  provision  in  the  4th  and  5th  sections  which  I  think 
cannot  be  enforced.  The  provision  to  which  I  refer,  is  that  giving  the  Street 
Commissioner  certain  fees  to  be  collected  from  the  property  owners.  The 
charter  provides  that  the  city  may  cause  the  expenses  to  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  expenses  of  improving  streets,  and  there  can,  therefore, 
be  no  other  costs  than  those  allowed  by  law  in  the  case  of  street  assessments. 
The  actual  expense  can  be  estimated  and  charged,  but  no  costs  can  be  charged 
except  those  provided  Vy  the  charter.  As  the  proceeding  is  summary  in  its 
character,  it  will  be  closely  scrutinized,  and  the  slightest  error  or  omission 
would  vitiate  the  entire  proceeding  and  render  the  city  liable  for  all  costs. 

1  regret  that  I  did  not  hear  your  discussion  of  the  ordinance  at  your  last 
meeting,  for  had  I  heard  it  I  should  hsive  known  upon  what  points  an  opin- 
ion was  desired.  An  expression  from  individual  members  who  have  spoken 
to  me  relative  to  the  matter,  indicate  that  an  opinion  upon  the  entire  subject 
and  upon  the  feasibility  of  the  general  plan  proposed  in  the  ordinance  was 
pesired. 

As  an  auxiliary  to  the  system  of  punishment,  by  imposing  penalties  for 
depositing  filth  upon  streets  and  alleys,  and  suffering  its  accumulation  on 
private  property,  it  would  be  valuable.  Alone,  however,  1  think  it  could 
never  attain  the  desired  object.  In  many  cases  the  mischief  would  have 
been  done  by  the  deposit  before  the  proposed  plan  could  be  put  in  operation. 
For  instance,  noisome  liquids  emitting  noxious  smells  might  be  deposited, 
and  before  the  two  days  would  elapse,  the  liquid  soak  into  the  earth,  or  be 
evaporated  by  the  sun. 

In  cases  of  non-resident  property  owners,  I  think  the  proposed  ordinance 
could  not  be  enforced.  The  notice  specified  in  the  charter  must,  I  think,  be 
construed  to  mean  actual  notice,  and  this  cannot  be  served  upon  non-resi- 
dents. 

The  expense  of  removing  filth  would  generally  be  very  small,  and  in  most 
cases  it  is  doubtful  whether  there  could  be  buyers  found  for  property  offered 
at  the  sale.  In  cases  of  persons  of  unsound  mind,  minors,  and  married 
women,  I  think  property  could  never  be  sold.  These  persons  would  have 
one  year  to  redeem  the  real  estate  sold,  after  the  removal  of  the  disability. 
That  is,  one  year  after  a  minor  attained  his  majority ;  and  in  the  case  of  a 
married  woman  one  yoar  after  dissolution  of  marriage  by  death  or  otherwise. 

The  machinery  by  which  the  colleotion  is  to  be  enforced  is  complicated 
and  cumbersome,  and  it  is  difficult  to  have  all  things  properly  done,  and  the 
slightest  deviation  would  invalidate  the  entire  proceeding. 

1  beg  leave  to  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  an  ordinance  prepared  by 
your  direction,  amending  sections  19  and  23  of  the  Street  Ordinance,  which 
has  laid  upon  the  table  many  weeks.  Almost  every  week  we  experience  the 
necessity  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  held  February  26,  1866, 
a  resolution  was  passed  directing  me  to  have  the  watchmen  on  the  tower  to 
strike  the  hours  on  the  fire  alarm  bell. 

I  would  report  that  this  arrangement  would  greatly  interfere  with  the 
operation  of  our  Fire  Department,  for  various  reasons.  As  you  are  well 
aware,  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  hear  the  alarm  bell  distinctly  at  any  of  the 
engine  houses,  except,  perhaps,  engine  house,  No.  3,  and  in  many  instances 
the  members  could  not  vtell  whether  the  bell  had  struck  two  or  ten  times. 
It  would  therefore  create  a  great  many  false  alarms.  In  the  next  place,  one 
half  of  our  members  are  not  employed  in  the  engine  houses,  and  run  only 
to  fires  when  an  alarm  is  given.  These  men  all  depend  upon  the  alarm  bell 
to  wake  tfaem  in  the  night.  Should  the  bell  be  struck  every  hour,  it  would 
probably  wake  them  every  hour,  and  not  having  heard  distinctly,  they  would 
not  know  whether  the  bell  was  striking  the  hour  of  the  night  or  strking  the 
ward,  and  in  a  little  while  they  would  become  so  accustomed  to  hearing  the 
bell  that  it  would  no  longer  wake  them.  It  will  have  the  same  effect  upon 
the  driver  of  the  hook  and  ladder  wagon,  as  he  is  all  alone  and  will  have  to 
get  some  sleep;  and,  it  will  also  greatly  affect  your  humble  servant,  who  has 
already  been  very  frequently  disturbed  out  of  his  slumbers  by  the  ringing 
,  of  some  locomotive  or  other  bell.  There  are  a  number  of  other  reasons  why 
the  alarm  bell  should  not  be  used  for  this  purpose,  at  least  not  until  we  have 
some  better  arrangement  for  giving  an  alarm.  1  would,  therefore,  most 
respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  rescind  the  resolution  directing  me 
to  have  the  hours  struck  on  the  alarm  bell.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Special  Gas  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of  R.  B.  Catherwood,  Esq.,  to  supply  the 
city  with  gas,  have  had  the  same  under  cansideration,  and  would  report  that 
they  regard  the  same  as  acceptable  with  the  following,  viz: 

1.  That  the  city  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  the  works  at  any  time 
after  ten  years,  at  a  price  fixed  by  appraisers,  mutually  chosen. 

2.  That  said  company,  instead  of  the  city,  shall  proceed  at  once  to  test  at 
law  the  validity  of  the  pretended  claim  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company  to  exclusive  privileges  for  five  years. 

3.  That  should  said  companies  in  any  way  conclude  to  delay  testing  said 
question,  this  charter  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  Council  may  at  any  time  re- 
quire the  President  and  Directors  to  answer  under  oath  in  reference  thereto, 
and  a  failure  so  to  answer  within  ten  days  shall  work  a  forfeiture. 

Mr.  Catherwood  has  formed  a  company,  styled  the  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company,  and  the  foregoing  changes  will  be  accepted  by  said  company. 
We  herewith  present  an  ordinance  granting  the  privilege  to  said  Citizens' 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  similar  to  that  passed  a  short  time  ago,  altered 
so  as  to  adopt  it  to  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Catherwood,  with  the  differences  alone 
specified,  and  respectfully  recommend  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested 

with  the  exclusive  privilege  for  the  term  of  twenty  (20)  years  from  the day 

of  186-,  of  using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  said  city, 

as  it  is  now  laid  out,  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  or  enlarged,  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  down  in  said  streets,  etc.,  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in,  and  through 
the  said  city  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants.  Provided,  That  the  said 
Company,  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  records,  to  be  certified  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  shall  agree,  and  bind  itself  within  to  accept 

the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  of  the  surplus  net  income  of  the  Company  resulting  from  its 
operations  after  defraying  all  necessary  current  expenses,  including  the  cost  of 
keeping  the  property  in  as  good  condition  "from  ordinary  wear,  tear,  and  damage, 
and  after  retaining  for  the  stockholders  of  the  Company,  for  annual  dividends, 
fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  $300,000,  the  one-half  of  all 
profits  realized  over  fifteen  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  annually.  Provided, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company', 
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their  works  shall  be  appraised  every  fifth  year  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
at  a  time  fixed  by  the  Common  Council,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  in 
case  of  the  purchase  of  said  works  by  the  city,  and  the  amount  of  such  appraise- 
ment shall  be  taken,  and  held  to  be  the  amount  of  capital  stock  entitled  to  divi- 
dends for  the  ensuing  five  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  additions,  from  time  to 
time,  as  provided  for  in  the  seventh  section.  And  the  President  of  said  Company 
shall,  at  the  first  meeting  of  this  Council,  in  January  and  July  of  each  year, 
under  oath,  render  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses,  and  also  the  profits 
for  the  preceding  six  months  and  pay  the  one-half  of  the  profits  accruing  for 
such  term,  over  and  above  fifteen  per  cent,  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  If  in  any  year,  from  any  cause,  sufficient  net  income  shall  not  arise 
from  the  operations  and  business  of  said  Company  of  every  kind,  to  amount  to 
fifteen  per  cent,  for  the  stockholders  on  their  stock,  the  amount  of  the  deficit  in 
such  income,  for  such  failing  year  shall  be  carried  over  to  the  succeeding  year,  or 
years,  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  retained  in  such  year  or  years,  for  making  up  to 
them  such  deficiency  and  interest  thereon  in  addition  to  the  per  cent,  for  such 
succeeding  year  or  years  above  stipulated  to  be  retained  annually. 

Sec.  4  All  expenditures  for  permanent  objects,  such  as  extensions  of  mains, 
meters,  services,  additional  benches,  retorts,  gasometers,  or  o  herwise,  to  be 
incurred  after  March  4,  1866,  shall  be  provided  for  by  cash,  to  be  raised  by  the 
issue  of  new  stock,  and  not  out  of  the  means  of  the  Company,  which  stock  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  retained  for  it,  the  same  per  centum  of  dividend  as  is  to  be 
retained  for  the  present  stock,  and  no  more. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  said  Company  to  determine  and  notify 
the  Common  Council  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  annually,  the  rate  per  one 
thousand  cubic  feet,  for  furnishing  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  with  gas 
for  the  succeeding  year,  which  shall  never  exceed  the  amount  of  three  dollars  per 
thousand  feet,  free  of  government  tax  to  the  city,  and  which  shall  be  reduced  below 
that  rate,  from  time  to  time,  as  much  as  the  Directors  of  said  Company,  in  their 
judgment,  from  experience,  shall  deem  sufficient  to  secure  a  yield  of  the  per 
centum  on  their  stock  herein  above  stipulated  to  be  retained  for  the  stockholders 
of  the  Company.  Provided,  That  the  Common  Council,  on  being  i^otified  of  such 
reduction,  shall  agree  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  The  entire  management  of  the  operations  and  business  of  the  said 
Company  shall  continue  and  remain  in  its  hands  to  be  conducted  as  consistently 
with  sound  and  judicious  oconomy  as  if  all  the  income  of  the  Company  was  to 
accrue  to  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  Company  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  the  proper  season  of 
the  year  for  such  work,  make  such  extension  of  mains,  and  service  pipes  as  a  joint 
committee  of  three  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  said  Company  shall  agree  to  be  justifiable  under  the  spirit  of  this  contract, 
and  said  joint  committee  shall,  in  all  cases,  determine  what  amount  of  expendi- 
tures shall  be  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  an  increase  of  the  capital  stock,  and  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  as  such  expenditures  occur,  make  out  a  certificate  to  that  effect, 
and  thereupon  such  amounts  shall  be  added  to  the  capital  stock.  Provided,  That 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  property  owners  embracing  one  or  more  squares 
contiguous  to  the  mains  of  said  Company  on  and  along  any  street  or  thorough- 
fare of  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis,  shall  signify,  by  petition  to  the  Common 
Council,  their  desire  to  use  gas,  the  said  Citizens  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  petition,  at  any  period  between  the  first 
day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  proceed  to  lay  down 
the  necessary  and  proper  mains,  and  service  pipes  along  said  street  or  thorough- 
fare. Provided  further,  That  the  citizens  along  the  line  of  said  street  or  thor- 
oughfare shall  obligate  themselves  to  take  fifteen  or  more  burners  for  gas  to  each 
square  along  which  said  mains  and  service  pipes  shall  be  so  laid. 

Sec.  8.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
at  any  time  thereafter  while  it  shall  remain  in  force,  the  city  shall  have  the  right 
to  purchase  the  works  of  said  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  by  paying 
therefor  the  value  of  all  lots,  building,  machinery,  gasometers,  mains,  service 
pipes,  meters,  and  all  other  materials  belonging  to  said  Company,  indispensable  to 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas  for  lighting  purposes,  the  value  of  the  same  to  be 
determined  by  a  just  and  fair  appraisement,  to  be  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  without  any  reference  whatever  lo  the  value,  of  any  right,  privi- 
lege, stock,  or  bonds,  belonging  to  said  Company,  and  to  the  entire  exclusion 
thereof. 
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Sec.  9.  The  appraisement  contemplated  by  the  next  preceding  section  shall  be 
made  by  two  competent  persons  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  sworn  to.  One  of 
said  persons  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council,  and  one  by  said  Citizens' 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and,  in  case  of  their  disagreement,  they  may  select 
a  third  one>  any  two  of  whom  shall  make  said  appraisement.  For  the  purpose  of 
making  such  appraisement,  the  Council  may  require  a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the 
President  of  the  Company,  containing  all  such  information  as  the  Common  Council 
may  deem  important;  and  should  the  Company  fail  to  appoint  appraisers  within 
the  time  fixed  by  the  Common  Council,  then  the  Council  may  appoint  all  of  such 
appraisers,  and  the  appraisement  when  made  shall  be  binding  upon  the  said  Com- 
pany. After  said  appraisement  shall  have  been  made,  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
may,  at  the  option  of  the  Common  Council  thereof,  purchase  the  property  of  said 
Company  so  appraised,  to  be  held  by  said  city,  or  immediately  transferred,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  to  any  other  party  or  Company  desiring  to  engage  in  the  manufacture 
of  gas,  and  coke  for  the  purpose  contemplated  by  this  ordinance.  Provided,  Said 
other  party  or  Company  shall  be  bound  by  said  transfer,  to  furnish  gas  to  the  city 
and  other  consumers  thereof,  for  the  then  unexpired  time  for  which  this  ordi- 
dance  shall  then  have  to  remain  in  force,  at  a  rate  less  by  fifteen  per  cent,  than 
the  average  cost  of  gas,  as  shall  have  been  furnished  by  the  Citizens1  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  the 
appraisement  as  aforesaid. 

kSEC.  10.  The  gas  sold  by  said  Company,  except  in  case  of  emergency  or  acci- 
dent, shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflamable  poisonous  qualities  and  in  all  other 
respects  of  the  highest  standard  purity,  and  the  same  shall  be  supplied  promptly, 
and  in  sufficient  quantity  by  said  Company  to  all  paying  consumers  thereof,  and 
to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  street  or  alley  along  which 
the  mains  of  said  Company  shall  have  been  extended.  And  said  Company  shall 
make  no  charge  for  any  meter,  nor  for  the  setting  of  the  same,  nor  for  the  rent  of 
the  same,  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  by  said  Company  for  service  pipes  laid  in 
any  street,  gutter,  or  sidewalk,  nor  for  laying  said  pipes,  nor  for  properly  repairing 
all  streets,  gutters,  ami  sidewalks  thereafter.  And  furthermore,  said  Company 
shall  not  charge  more  for  making  any  connection  between  their  pipes  and  those 
of  any  person  applying  for  gas  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same.  All  gas 
sold  shall  be  accurately  measured  by  said  Company  at  their  own  expense  and 
without  any  charge,  either  direct  or  indirect,  to  any  censumer  thereof;  and 
furthermore,  said  Company  shall  at  all  times  afford  any  agent  of  the  city, 
appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  all  such  means  and  facilities  as  shall  be  at 
their  disposal,  and  which  may  be  required  by  said  agent,  to  enable  him  to  test  the 
purity  of  their  gas,  and  the  accuracy  of  their  meters. 

Sec.  11.  The  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany shall  be  exclusive,  and  the  Common  Council  shall  not  in  the  future,  and 
during  the  continuance  and  term  of  this  charter,  authorize  any  other  Company 
to  erect  gas  works,  and  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis; 
nor  to  grant  similar  rights  and  privileges  to  any  other  party  or  Company  to 
manufacture  gas  for  lighting  or  other  purposes. 

Skc.  12.  Said  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall,  at  all  times,  charge 
uniform  and  equal  rates  to  all  consumers  (except  to  the  city,  which,  by  agreement, 
may  be  lower,)  supplied  with  gas  by  said  Company,  and  shall,  in  good  faith  and 
without  evasion,  collect  the  same  for  the  uses  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  an}'  discovery  of  improvement  be  made  in  the  preparation 
of  gas  from  coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of 
obtaining  the  same  shall  be  materially  diminished,  and  the  same  process  shall  be 
adopted  in  the  other  principal  cities  of  the  country;  then,  in  such  case,  the  Citi- 
zens' Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  introduce  and  use  such  discovery  or 
improvements  in  said  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  make  suh  reduction  in  the  price 
of  gas  sold  as  shall  be  proportionable  to  the  saving  effected  by  such  discovery  or 
improvements. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  the  Company,  as  aforesaid,  proposes  to  open  any 
street,  lane,  cr  alley,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes,  they  shall 
give  to  the  Street  Commissioner  three  days'  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  during 
the  progress  of  their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street,  lane, 
or  alley,  etc.,  and  further,  they  shall  within  a  reasonable  time  repair  such  portion 
of  any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  ate,  as  they  may  have  broken  up.  The  said  gas  pipes 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  drainage  of  said  city  by  the  necessary  construction  of 
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sewers  or  other  underground  fixtures  for  the  conveyance  of  water,  and  when  the 
same  shall  be  necessary,  said  Company  shall  remove  their  pipes  at  their  own 
expense. 

Sec.  15.  The  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  every  person  acting 
in  their  employment,  who  shall  dig  any  trench  in  any  public  street,  sidewalk,  or 
alley  of  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  taking  up,  or  repairing  any  gas  pipes, 
or  for  any  lawful  purpose,  shall  fill  the  same  again  as  early  as  practicable,  and  in 
tilling  the  same,  he  or  they  shall  beat  the  earth  firmly,  and  cover  the  trench  in  a 
smooth  and  uniform  manner  like  the  adjoining  part  of  the  street,  leaving  no  ridge 
or  depression;  and  if  the  place  at  which  such  trench  was  dug  shall  subsequently 
get  out  of  repair,  in  consequence  of  such  digging  and  filling,  .the  Company,  or 
person  having  dug  the  same,  shall  repair  it  forthwith,  and  for  neglect  so  to  do, 
shall  be  liable  for  all  costs  for  putting  such  place  in  good  repair,  to  be  collected  in 
an  action  of  debt;  or  the  city  may  cause  the  work  to  be  done,  and  retain  the 
amount  of  the  costs  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  due  the  Company,  and  the  Com- 
pany shall  be  liable  to  any  damages  to  any  person  or  property  resulting  from  any 
neglect  of  fault  of  themselves  or  their  employees,  and  should  the  city  be  sued 
therefor,  the  Company,  or  some  officer  thereof,  shall  be  notified  of  such  suit,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Company  to  defend  the  same,  and  should  a 
judgment  be  recovered  against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount  with  all 
costs  from  the  Company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause. 

Sec.  16.  Should  the  Common  Council  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after  the 
passage  and  acceptance  of  this  ordinance,  determine  that  any  part,  or  the  whole,  of 
the  expense  of  lighting  the  street  lamps,  shall  be  assessed  against  and  paid  by  the 
property  holders,  the  Gas  Company  shall  collect  the  same  at  their  own  expense, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  provide  by  resolution  or  ordinance  the 
meaus  by  which  the  collection  may  be  enforced  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  of 
payment,  and  to  make  the  claims  of  said  Company  a  lien  upon  real  estate. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Company  to  keep  so  much  of  their  prop- 
erty as  is  properly  insurable  safely  insured,  and  should  any  unusual  loss  occur  to 
*aid  Company  by  accident  or  casualty,  as  loss  by  fire,  or  other  damage,  or  destruc- 
tion of  their  property,  without  the  fault  or  negligence  of  said  Company,  or  their 
employees,  they  shall  immediately  report  to  said  Council  the  fact  of  such  losss, 
and  the  Council  and  the  Company  shall  each  appoint  one  appraiser,  and  in  case  of 
disagreement,  the  two  shall  appoint  a  third,  to  appraise  such  loss,  and  the  appraisers 
shall  certify  to  the  Council  and  the  Company  the  net  amount  of  such  loss,  deduct- 
ing the  amount  of  any  insurance  received  or  to  be  received,  and  the  Company 
shall  retain  all  profits  and  earnings  until  such  loss  has  been  made  good  from  such 
profits; -but  the  Company  shall  regularly  report  to  the  Council  the  amount  of 
such  profits  as  hereinbefore  specified,  but  they  shall  not  retain  any  portion  of 
profits  to  which  the  city  would  otherwise  be  entitled,  to  make  good  any  loss  which 
might  have  been  insured  against  but  was  not. 

Sec.  18.  The  books  of  the  Company  are  to  be,  at  all  times  during  the  existence 
of  such  contract  and  in  business  hours,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  such  officers, 
or  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  as  may  be  appointed  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  19.  If  the  Citizens' Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  ordinance  or  shall  violate  any 
of  said  provisions,  then  and  in  such  case  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  belonging  to  said  Company,  and  the  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time 
thereafter,  repeal  the  same,  said  failure  to  be  determined  by  quo  warranto  or  infor- 
mation. 

Sec.  20.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  now  a  doubt  existing  as  to  the  legal  right  of 
the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  to  continue  their  works  and 
mains  and  to  furnish  gas  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  the  said  Citizens'  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  agree  to  institute  and  prosecute  such  legal  proceedings 
as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  the  legal  rights  of  the  said  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  in  the  premises  aforesaid,  and  should  it  be  adjudged  by 
the  highest  legal  tribunal  of  the  State  of  Indiana  that  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company  has  the  legal  right  to  continue  the  business  of  manufacturing 
and  furnishing  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  gas  for  the  period  of  five  years,  then 
and  in  that  case  the  said  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  not  be 
required,  until  the  expiration  of  said  five  years,  to  construct  said  works;  but  in 
ease  it  shall  be  determined  by  such  tribunal  that  the  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light

and  Coke  Company's  right  to  furnish  gas  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  has 
expired,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  said  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
shall  at  once  proceed  to  the  construction  of  works,  and  laying  of  mains,  and  to 
furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  according  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  That  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so  hy  resolution 
of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  the  President  and  a  majority 
of  the  Directers  of  the  said  Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall,  before 
an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  each  make  oath  that  the  said 
Company  has  not,  nor  has  any  officer,  Director  or  employee  of  the  same,  in  any 
way,  to  their  knowledge,  combined  or  colluded  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company  to  delay  a  fair,  impartial  and  speedy  determination  of  said 
legal  proceedings ;  that  they  have,  in  good  faith,  done  all  in  their  power  to  pro- 
cure a  determination  of  said  question  against  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company;  and  on  the  failure  of  said  President,  and  a  majority  of  the  Direc- 
tors, to  make  and  file  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  such  affidavit 
within  ten  days  after  notice  of  the  passage  of  such  resolution,  all  the  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises  conferred  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  21.  That  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  investing  the  Indianapo- 
lis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  with  the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city 
and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  upon  certain  conditions  therein  named,"  passed  on  the 
22d  day  of  January,  1866,  and  all  other  ordinances  coming  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


Which,  on  motion,  was  read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Brown,  from  the  same   Committee,   submitted   the  following 

minority  report: 

Indianapolis,  March  12,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Gas,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  proposition  of  K.  B.  Catherwood.  begs  leave  to  dissent  from  the 
majority  report  of  said  committee,  and,  in  submitting  his  minority  report,  to> 
recommend  the  passage  by  the  Council  of  the  accompanying  ordinance,  in 
lieu  of  the  one  reported  by  such  majority.  This  ordinance  is  deemed  prefera- 
ble to*  the  one  reported  by  the  majority  for  these  reasons : 

1.  The  limitation  of  the  charter  is  for  twenty  years,  instead  of  thirty  years. 

2.  No  partnership  arrangements  are  entered  into  between  the  city  and  the* 
company. 

3.  The  contract  is  made  with  a  company  of  citizens  having,  now,  all  the 
facilities  for  furnishing  gas  in  full  and  satisfactory  operation. 

4.  The  price  fixed  in  this  ordinance  is  the  same  rate,  being  three  dollars,  as. 
heretofore  fixed  by  the  Council,  in  an  ordinance  heretofore  passed,  as  satis- 
factory, without  any  partnership  arrangements. 

5.  This  price  of  three  dollars  will  take  effect  from  the  4th  of  this  month,, 
in  place  of  waiting  for  years,  and,  after  the  termination  of  a  law  suit,  for  the- 
construction  of  gas  works. 

6.  All  delays  by  suits  at  law  are  avoided,  and  the  people  and  city  get  ga» 
at  alow  rate, and  any  needed  mains  for  extensions  can  be  laid  down  promptly.

Also,  general  ordinance  No.  42,  as  follows  : 

An  Ordinance  investing  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  with 
the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  inhabitants  of  Indianapolis, 
upon  certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolisr 
That  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
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invested  with  the  exclusive  privilege  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  from  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  1866,  of  using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds 
of  said  city,  as  it  is  now  laid  out,  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  or  enlarged,  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  down  in  said  streets,  etc.,  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in 
and  through  the  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants;  Provided, 
That  the  said  Company,  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  records  to  be  certified 
to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  shall  agree  and  bind  itself  within  five  days  hereafter,  to 
accept  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  price  at  which  said  Company  shall  furnish  the  city  and  its  inhabi- 
tants with  gas  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates:  three  dollars  for  each  thou- 
sand cubic  feet,  exclusive  of  government  tax. 

Sec.  3.  The  gas  sold  by  said  Company,  except  in  case  of  emergency  or  acci- 
dent, shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflamable  poisonous  qualities,  and,  in  all  other 
respects,  of  the  highest  standard  lof  purity;  and  the  same  shall  be  supplied 
promptly,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  by  said  Company  to  all  paying  consumers 
thereof,  and  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  street  or  alley 
along  which  the  mains  of  said  Company  shall  have  been  extended,  and  shall, 
upon  application  in  writing,  promptly  lay  all  necessary  service  pipes  in  or  across 
any  street,  gutter,  sidewalk  or  alley.  And  said  Company  shall  make  no  charge 
for  any  meter,  nor  for  the  rent  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  by 
said  Company  for  serviee  pipe  laid  in  any  street,  gutter  or  sidewalk,  nor  for  lay- 
ing said  pipe,  nor  for  properly  repairing  all  streets,  gutters  and  sidewalks  there- 
after. And,  furthermore,  said  Company  shall  not  charge  more  for  making  any 
connection  between  its  pipes  and  those  of  any  person  applying  for  gas,  nor  for  the 
setting  of  any  meter,  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same.  Alf  gas  sold  shall 
be  accurately  measured  by  said  Company  at  its  own  expense  and  without  any 
charge,  either  direct  or  indirect,  to  any  consumer  thereof.  Such  Compan}-  shall 
furnish  all  facilities  in  its  possession  to  any  agent  that  may  be  appointed  by  the 
•Common  Council  to  inspect  meters,  or  test  the  purity  of  the  gas  furnished  by  said 
Company. 

Sec.  4.  If  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  fail,  in  good 
■faith,  to  comply  with  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  shall  vio- 
late any  of  said  provisions,  then,  and  in  such  case,  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  under  said  contract,  and  the  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time 
thereafter,  repeal  the  same,  said  failure  to  be  determined  by  judicial  decision. 

Sec.  5,  That  if  any  discovery  or  improvement  be  made  in  the  preparation  of 
gas  from  coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of  obtain- 
ing the  same  shall  be  materially  diminished,  and  the  same  shall  be  adopted  in  the 
other  principal  cities  of  the  country,  then,  in  such  case,  the  Company  aforesaid 
shall  introduce  and  use  such  discovery  or  improvements  in  said  city  of  Indian- 
apolis, and  make  such  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  sold,  as  shall  be  proportionable 
to  the  saving  effected  by  such  discovery  or  improvement. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  the  Company,  as  aforesaid,  proposes  to  open  any  street, 
lane  or  alley,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes,  they  shall  give  to  the 
Street  Commissioner  three  days  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  during  the  progress 
of  their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
etc.;  and,  further,  they  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time,  repair  such  portion  of  any 
street,  lane  or  alley,  etc.,  as  they  may  have  broken  up,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
acceptable  to  the  Street  Commissioner.  The  said  gas  pipes  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  drainage  of  said  city,  by  the  necessary  construction  of  sewers  or  other 
underground  fixtures  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  the  supply  of  said  city,  and 
when  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  such  Company  shall  remove  the  gas  pipes 
at  their  own  expense. 

Sec.  7.  The  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  every  person 
acting  in  their  employment,  who  shall  dig  any  trench  in  any  public  street,  side- 
walk, or  alley  of  such  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  taking  up,  or  repairing  any 
gas  pipe,  or  for  any  lawful  purpose,  shall  fill  the  same  again  as  early  as  practicable, 
like  the  adjoining  part  of  the  street,  and,  if  the  place  at  which  such  trench  was 
•dug  shall  subsequently  sink  or  get  out  of  repair,  in  consequence  of  such  digging 
and  filling,  the  Company  or  person  having  dug  the  same  shall  repair  it  forthwith, 
and  for  a  neglect  so  to  do  shall  be  liable  for  all  costs  of  putting  such  place  in  good 
repair,  to  be  collected  in  an  action  of  debt;  or,  the  city  may  cause  the  work  to  be 
done,  and  retain  the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  due  to  the 
Company,  and  the  Company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to   any  person  or 
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property  resulting  from  any  neglect  or  fault  of  themselves  or  their  employees, 
and  should  the  city  be  sued  therefor,  shall  be  notified  of  such  suit,  and  thereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Company  lo  defend  the  same,  and  should  a  judgment 
be  recovered  against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount,  with  all  costs, 
from  the  Company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  filing  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  of  the  certified  copy  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  such  Company,  accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set  forth,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance, 
accompanying  such  publication  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  read  the  first  time. 

Also,  the  following  communication  on  same  subject,  to-wit : 

Indianapolis,  March  12,  1866. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  Committee  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light

And 
while  the  company  I  represent  are  anxious  and  willing  to  accept  the  ordi- 
nance reported  by  the  majority  of  your  committee,  giving  the  right  to  the 
Citizens'  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  yet  they  regard  the  ordinance  giving 
the  right  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  so  much  more 
favorable  to  the  Gas  Company,  that  said  Citizens'  Gas  Light -and  Coke  Com- 
pany have  authorized  me  to  say  that  they  will  accept  said  first  named  ordi- 
nance with  an  amendment  (accompanying  this  communication)' giving  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  free  of  charge  during  the  continuance  of  said  charter, 
gas  to  the  amount  and  value  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  rating  the  same  at 
a  price  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  thousand  feet.

Provided,  That  whenever  any  property  owners,  embracing  a  space  of  510 
feet  contiguous  to  the  mains  of  said  company,  on  and  along  any  street  or 
thoroughfare  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  signify,  by  petition  to

Provided  further,  That  the  citizens  along  the  line  of  said  street  or  thorough- 
fare shall  obligate  themselves  to  take  fifteen  or  more  burners,  and  use  the 
same  for  gas,  to  each  such  space  of  510  feet,  along  which  said  mains  and  ser- 
vice pipes  shall  be  so  laid :  Provided,  That  the  public  grounds  of  the  city, 
county,  or  State  shall  be  excepted  in  this  rule.

Mr.  Seidensticker  moved  to  amend  by  adding,  as  sections  8  and  9, 
to  follow  section  7,  and  come  before  the  enacting  section  of  said 
ordinance,  the  following,  to-wit : 

Sec.  8.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
at  any  time  thereafter  while  it  shall  remain  in  force,  the.  city  shall  have  the  right 
to  purchase  the  works  of  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  by  paying 
therefor  the  value  of' all  lots,  buildings,  machinery,  gasometers,  mains,  service 
pipes,  meters,  and  all  other  materials  belonging  to  said  Company,  indispensable  to 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas  for  lighting  purposes,  the  value  of  the  same  to  be 
determined  by  a  just  and  fair  appraisement,  to  be  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  without  any  reference  whatever  lo  the  value  of  any  right,  privi- 
lege, stock,  or  bonds,  belonging  to  said  Company,  and  to  the  entire  exclusion 
thereof. 

Sec.  9.  The  appraisement  contemplated  by  the  next  preceding  section  shall  be 
made  by  two  competent  persons,  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  sworn  t3.  One  of 
said  persons  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council  and  one  by  said  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and,  in  case  of  their  disagreement,  they  may  select 
a  third  one,  any  two  of  whom  shall  make  said  appraisement.  For  the  purpose  of 
making  such  appraisement,  the  Council  may  require  a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the 
President  of  the  Company,  containing  all  such  information  as  the  Common  Council 
may  deem  important;  and  should  the  Company  fail  to  appoint  appraisers  within 
the  time  fixed  by  the  Common  Council,  then  the  Council  may  appoint  all  of  such 
appraisers,  and  the  appraisement  when  made  shall  be  binding  upon  the  said  Com- 
pany. After  said  appraisement  shall  have  been  made,  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
may,  at  the  option  of  the  Common  Council  thereof,  purchase  the  property  of  said 
Company  so  appraised,  to  be  held  by  said  city,  or  immediately  transferred,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  to  any  other  party  or  Company  desiring  to  engage  in  the  manufacture 
of  gas,  and  coke  for  the  purpose  contemplated  by  this  ordinance.  Provided,  Said 
other  party  or  Company  shall  be  bound  by  said  transfer,  to  furnish  gas  to  the  city 
and  other  consumers  thereof,  for  the  then  unexpired  time  for  which  this  ordi- 
dance  shall  then  have  to  remain  in  force,  at  a  rate  less  by  fifteen  per  cent,  than 
the  average  cost  of  gas,  as  shall  have  been  furnished  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  the 
appraisement  as  aforesaid.

Which  motion  prevailed. 

General  ordinance  No.  42,  as  amended,  was  then  taken  up,  and 
read  the  third  time,  as  follows  : 

A-N  Ordinance  investing  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  with 
the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  inhabitants  of  Indianapolis, 
upon  certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  he,  and  they  are  hereby 
invested  with  the  exclusive  privilege  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  from  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  1866,  of  using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds 
of  said  city,  as  it  is  now  laid  out,  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  or  enlarged,  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  down  in  said  streets,  etc.,  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in 
and  through  the  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants;  Provided, 
That  the  said  Company,  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  records  to  be  certified 
to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  shall  agree  and  bind  itself  within  five  days  hereafter,  to 
accept  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  price  at  which  said  Company  shall  furnish  the  city  and  its  inhabi- 
tants with  gas  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates:  three  dollars  for  each  thou- 
sand cubic  feet,  exclusive  of  government  tax:  Provided,  City  warrants  shall  be 
received  at  par  in  payment  for  all  gas  furnished  the  City  by  said  Company,  and 
that  the  Common  Council,  at  all  times,  shall  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  time  of 
lighting  and  extinguishing  the  street  lamps,  and  otherwise  determining  the  quan- 
tity of  gas  to  be  consumed  by  the  City. 

Sec.  3.     The  gas  sold  by  said  Company,  except  in  case  of  emergenc}7  or  accU 
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dent,  shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflamable  poisonous  qualities,  and,  in  all  other 
respects,  of  the  highest  standard  of  purity;  and  the  same  shall  be  supplied 
promptly,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  by  said  Company  to  all  paying  consumers 
thereof,  and  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  street  or  alley 
along  which  the  mains  of  said  Company  shall  have  been  extended,  and  shall, 
upon  application  in  writing,  promptly  lay  all  necessary  service  pipes  in  or  across 
any  street,  gutter,  sidewalk  or  alley.  And  said  Company  shall  make  no  charge 
for  any  meter,  nop  for  the  rent  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  by 
said  Company  for  service  pipe  laid  in  any  street,  gutter  or  sidewalk,  nor  for  lay- 
ing said  pipe,'  nor  for  properly  repairing  all  streets,  gutters  and  sidewalks  there- 
after, nor  for  tapping  any  main.  And,  furthermore,  said  Company  shall  not  charge 
more  for  making  any  connection  between  its  pipes  and  those  of  any  person  apply- 
ing for  gas,  nor  for  the  setting  of  any  meter,  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the 
same.  All  gas  sold  shall  be  accurately  measured  by  said  Company  at  its  owri 
expense  and  without  any  charge,  either  director  indirect,  to  any  consumer  thereof. 
Such  Company  shall  furnish  all  facilities  in  its  possession  to  any  agent  that  may 
be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  to  test  the  accuracy  of  meters,  or  the  purity 
of  the  gas  furnished  by  said  Company. 

Sec.  4.  If  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  fail,  in  good 
faith,  to  comply  with  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  shall  vio- 
late any  of  said  provisions,  then,  and  in  such  case,  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  under  said  contract,  and  the  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time 
thereafter,  repeal  the  same,  said  failure  to  be  determined  by  judicial  decision. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  discovery  or  improvement  be  made  in  the  preparation  of 
gas  from  coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of  obtain- 
ing the  same  shall  be  materially  diminished,"  and  the  same  shall  be  adopted  in 
other  principal  cities  of  the  country,  then,  in  such  case,  the  Company  aforesaid 
shall  introduce  and  use  such  discovery  or  improvements  in  said  city  of  Indian- 
apolis, and  make  such  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  sold,  as  shall  be  proportionable 
to  the  saving  effected  by  such  discovery  or  improvement. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  the  Company,  as  aforesaid,  proposes  to  open  any  street, 
lane  or  alley,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes,  they  shall  give  to  the 
Street  Commissioner  three  days  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  durii.g  the  progress 
of  their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
etc.;  and,  further,  they  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time,  repair  such  portion  of  any 
street,  lane  or  alley,  etc.,  as  they  may  have  broken  up,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
acceptable  to  the  Street  Commissioner.  The  said  gas  pipes  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  drainage  of  said  city,  by  the  necessary  construction  of  sewers  or.  other 
underground  fixtures  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  the  supply  of  said  city,  and 
when  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  such  Company  shall  remove  the  gas  pipes 
at  their  own  expense:  Provided,  That  whenever  any  property  owners,  embracing 
a  space  of  510  feet  contiguous  to  the  mains  of  said  Company,  on  or  along  any 
street  or  thoroughfare  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  signify  by  petition 
to  the  Common  ouCncil,  their  desire  to  use  gas,  the  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company,  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  petition,  and 
its  approval  by  the  Council,  at  any  period  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the 
first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  proceed  to  lay  down  the  necessary  and  proper 
mains  and  service  pipes  along  said  street  or  thoroughfare:  Provided  further,  That 
the  citizens  along  the  line  of  said  street  or  thoroughfare,  shall  obligate  themselves 
to  take  fifteen  or  more  burners  and  use  the  same  for  gas  to  each  such  space  of  510 
feet  along  which  said  mains  and  service  pipes  shall  be  so  laid:  Provided,  That  the 
public  grounds  of  the  city,  county  or  State,  shall  be  excepted  in  this  rule. 

Sec.  7.  The  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  every  person 
acting  in  their  employment,  Who  shall  dig  any  trench  in  any  public  street  side- 
walk, or  alley  of  such  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  taking  up,  or  repairing  any 
gas  pipe,  or  for  any  lawful  purpose,  shall  fill  the  same  again  as  early  as  practicable, 
like  the  adjoining  part  of  the  street,  and,  if  the  place  at  which  such  trench  was 
dug  shall  subsequently  sink  or  get  out  of  repair,  in  consequeuce  of  such  digging 
and  filling,  the  Company  or  person  having  dug  the  same  shall  repair  it  forthwith,- 
and  for  a  neglect  so  to  do  shall  be  liable  for  all  costs  of  putting  such  place  in  good 
repair,  to  be  collected  in  an  action  of  debt;  or,  the  city  may  cause  the  work  to  be 
done,  and  retain  the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  due  to  the 
Company,  and  the  Company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or 
property  resulting  from   any  neglect  or  fault  of  themselves   or   their    employees, 
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and  should  the  city  be  sued  therefor,  shall  be  notified  of  such  suit,  and  thereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Company  to  defend  the  same,  and  should  a  judgment 
be  recovered  against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount,  with  all  costs, 
from  the  Company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  filing  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  of  the  certified  copy  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  such  Company,  accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set  forth,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance, 
accompanying  such  publication  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance.

3.  The  company  is  in  its  infancy,  and  if  subjected  to  the  burden  of  bowl- 
dering streets  at  this  time,  will  not  only  be  unable  to  open  new  lines  of  road, 
but  will  probably  have  to  abandon  that  portion  of  existing  lines  they  are,  or 
may  be,  required  to  bowlder. 

4.  In  respectfully  asking  to  be  relieved  from  bowldering  their  tracks,  the 
company  do  not  ask  to  be  relieved  from  keeping  their  tracks  always  in 
good  order,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council.

They  found  the  factory  of  Messrs.  Lannay  <te 
Co.  in  much  better  condition  than  was  supposed,  the  buildings  well  construc- 
ted for  drainage,  and  the  regulations  of  the  establishment  such  as  lead  to  the 
belief  that  no  nuisance  will  be  committed  detrimental  to  the  public  health. 
The  proprietor  seems  disposed  to  use  every  reasonable  exertion  to  keep  his 
establishment  and  to  conduct  his  business  in  such  manner  as  will  be  accept- 
able to  the  Common  Council,  and  we  recommend  that  he  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue his  business,  subject  to  reasonable  rules  as  to  cleanliness,  &c. 

The  burial  ground  for  deceased  animals  your  committee  found  to  be  in  a 
most  filthy  and  disgusting  condition,  a  disgrace  to  any  city.  And  worse  than 
all  they  found  upon  it,  in  full  operation  by  some  unknown  persons,  a  factory 
for  steaming  the  oil  from  deceased  animals,  whose  bodies  in  all  stages  of  de- 
composition were  scattered  around  in  every  direction.  The  steaming  appa- 
ratus consists  of  a  furnace  with  boiler  and  tank  and  an  exceedingly  slender 
smoke  stack,  all  of  which  is  unenclosed.  In  fact,  there  are  no  buildings 
connected  with  this  concern,  and  the  noxious  fumes,  when  the  wind  is  in  the 
right  direction,  are  carried  into  the  city  for  more  than  a  half  a  mile. 

Your  committee  urge  the  Council  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  cause  the 
removal,  immediately,  of  this  intolerable  nuisance  which  has  been  erected 
upon  the  city's  grounds,  without  permission,  so  far  as  we  can  learn  from  any 
one  authorized  to  give  it.  We,  also,  recommend  that  the  city  burial  lot  be 
sold  and  another  purchased  at  some  point  not  nearer  than  one  mile  to  the 
city  limits. 

As  regards  the  establishment  of  Francis  Bergman  (soap  factory,)  your  com- 
mittee ask  further  time  to  investigate  the  complaints  made  against  it,  prom- 
ising to  make  an  early  report  thereon.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  represent  that  he  is  the 
owner  of  property  on  corners  of  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  on  north 
side  of  St.  Clair  street,  having  a  front  of  80  feet  on  each,  Tennessee  and  Mis- 
sissippi streets,  and  390  feet  on  St.  Clair.  That  in  purchasing,  it  was  part  of 
the  consideration  that  as  the  street  improvements  were  not  made,  he  would 
have  surplus  earth  enough  to  pay  for  the  grading,  if  he  would  be  allowed  to 
make  the  improvement,  or  control  it;  but  as  the  matter  is  worked,  he  has  to 
pay  as  much  per  front  foot  for  the  improvement,  as  property  when  if  the 
cost  of  improvement  was  separated,  would  cost  five  to  ten  times  as  much.

Clair  and  Pratt,  and  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  and  without  as  much 
as  saying  by  your  leave,  plowed  it  up  and  took  away  the  dirt,  or  part  of  it, 
before  he  knew  any  thing  of  the  kind  was  contemplated;  and  though  the 
alley  had  some  kind  of  grade,  yet  the  owners  have  been  left  in  the  mud  all 
the  winter.  He  protested  to  the  contractor,  who  told  him  he  had  his  orders 
from  the  City  Engineer,  and  it  was  supposed  if  the  matter  was  under  the 
control  of  a  city  officer  it  was  in  accordance  with  some  rule  or  law  adopted 
by  the  City,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  remedy.

By  a  resolution,  passed  in  the  last  regular  session,  I  was  instructed  to  re- 
port how  much  of  the  money  appropriated  for  work  done  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioner was  expended  in  each  of  the  different  Wards  of  the  city. 

I  must  respectfully  report  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  comply  with  this 
request,  for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  keep  my  books  in  such  a  manner  as 
would  enable  me  to  comply.  I  have  never  charged  the  different  Wards  with 
he  amount  of  money  spent  in  each;  and  I  did  not  receive  any  instructions 
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to  that  effect  when  I  entered  upon  my  duties,  nor  ever  since,  though  I  regu- 
larly submitted  my  reports,  showing  what  work  I  had  done  in  each  month, 
and  how  every  dollar  and  cent  that  passed  through  my  hands  has  been  ex- 
pended. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  such  a  system  of  charging  the  work  accord- 
ing to  Wards  presents  many  difficulties,  as  a  good  deal  of  work  done  by  me 
is  chargeable  to  two  and  three  Wards  together,  such  as  cleaning  streets  and 
gutters,  hauling  dirt  from  one  place  and  depositing  it  in  another,  &c. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  every  order  of  Council,  or  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Improvements,  has  been  complied  with  by  me  in  the  order  in  which 
I  received  the  same,  and  that  my  reports  have  been  more  detailed  in  state- 
ments, than  those  rendered  by  any  of  my  predecessors  in  office.  I  hope  that 
Council  will  not  complicate  my  book-heeping,  as  I  am  neither  able  to  pay  a 
clerk  out  of  my  slender  salary,  nor  to  carry  on  a  complicated  system  of  book- 
keeping myself.

CIRCULAR  TO  BOOK  PUBLISHERS. 

Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  \ 
Indianopolis,  Ind.,  March  l(i,  1860.  J 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  approved  March  6,  1865,  it  is  provided  that  there 
shall  be  assessed  and  collected  on  the  list  of  property  taxable  for  fctate  purposes,  one-tenth  of  (  ne 
mill  on  each  dollar,  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the,  Township  School  Li- 
braries of  the  State. 

This  tax,  if  all  collected  without  auy  deduction  for  cost  of  collection,  will  yield  $52,562  65. 
Making  a  very  liberal  allowance  for  delinquencies  and  expenses  of  collection,  it  may  be  safely  esti- 
mated that  the  tax  will  yield  a  net  fund  of  $i0,oo0,  to  be  invested  in  books  and  the  distribution  of 
the  same  to  the  several  townships. 

For  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  books  on  the  most  advantageous  terms  to  the  State,  a^d  at  the 
same  time  to  afford  fair  competition  among  the  book  houses  of  the  country,  the  Board  of  Education: 
proposes  to  receive  separate  sealed  proposals  covering  the  following  points,  viz: 

First.  For  furnishing  such  books  as  may  hereafter  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  said 
Libraries,  the  books  to  be  furnished  in  sheets  unbound,  and  each  bidder  to  state  in  his  proposal  at 
what  per  centum  below  the  regular  wholesale  catalogue,  or  trade  list  prices  for  the  bound  volumes, 
he  proposes  to  furnish  the  sheets  ready  for  binding ;  said  catalogue  prices  to  be  those  set  forth  in  the 
last  catalogue  issupd  prior  to  the  time  of  making  the  proposal. 

Second.  To  do  the  binding  of  the  same  volumes,  and  deliver  them  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana;  the 
binding  to  be  in  good  Sheep  and  uniform,  and  to  be  stamped  "Indiana  Township  Library;"  the 
work  to  be  of  the  best  quality,  according  to  specimens  to  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

Third.  For  the  boxing  and  distribution  of  the  books  to  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  the 
packing  to  be  carefully  aLd  well  performed,  and  the  books  to  be  safely  delivered  to  the  County  Audi- 
tors of  the  several  counties,  the  books  belonging  to  each  township  to  be  in  a  separate  package,  pro- 
perly marked  with  the  name  of  the  township,  as  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall 
direct. 

Fourth.  Any  person  proposing  to  furnish  the  books,  or  to  do  the  binding,  or  both,  may  couple

This  man,  having  some  experience  as  Hospital  Steward  in  the  army,  pro- 
poses to  take  charge  of  the  Institution  in  the  capacity  of  steward  and  nurse, 
when  there  are  not  more  than  five  cases  in  the  ward.  In  the  event  of  in- 
creased numbers  of  patients,  the  city  is  to  furnish  additional  nurses,  in  pro- 
portion of  one  nurse  for  every  ten  cases  The  steward  will  furnish  boarding 
for  the  inmates  at  the  rates  usually  allowed  in  institutions  of  the  kind,  keep 
the  house  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  guard  and  care  for  the  grounds  sur- 
rounding the  buildings. 

His  demand  for  such  service  is  sixty  dollars  per  month,  which  the  com- 
mittee, in  view  of  the  present  emergency,  have  agreed  to  give  lor  one  month, 
with  the  understanding,  that  if  .ound  qualified  for  the  position,  he  will,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  city  Council,  be  retained  for  an  indefinite  period. 

Understanding  that  there  is  to  be  a  large  s,tle  of  Government  furniture 
adapted  to  the  use  of  hospitals  very  shortly  at  Jeffersonville,  it  is  suggested 
that  an  agent  be  employed  to  attend  the  sale,  as  in  that  way  we  are  assured 
that  furniture  may  be  procured  at  a  filth  the  cost  of  new  articles  purchased 
in  this  market.
